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Message 


THE PAST YEAR HAS DEMONSTRATED 
once again the many ways in which all the 
world’s people are inextricably linked to one 
another, in ways that transcend racial, cultural 
and political differences. 


Whether we are among the minority of human 
beings living in the industrialized world, or 
whether we are part of the group of people 
struggling for economic and social progress, 
we are all affected by events which no country 
can alter single-handedly. Now, more than 
ever before, there is a call for international 
cooperation. 


CIDA, for its part, is taking new initiatives to 
respond to changing needs while remaining 
firmly committed to its long-term plans. 


These events are not easily summed up in a 
few lines. First and foremost, we have become 
aware of serious threats to our environment 
as a whole. During 1988-89, our planet showed 
telltale signs of strain. There was an overabun- 
dance of natural and human-induced 
catastrophes around the world, bearing wit- 
ness to an urgent need to preserve the overall 
balance of our natural surroundings. One 
need only think of the spectacular floods in 
Bangladesh, the constantly expanding desert, 
and the destruction of tropical forests to be 
convinced. 


Being aware of all this is distressing, to be 
sure; it prompts us to examine our own con- 
duct, our habits as consumers. Developing 
countries maintain that industrialized 
countries are primarily responsible for pollu- 


tion problems, and therefore must help them 
to adopt strategies which will enable them to 
make economic advances while at the same 
time preserving the world’s environmental 
legacy. 


On the other hand, there are enormous ad- 
vantages to being aware. For example, the 
phenomenal drought that affected North 
America not only gave Canadians first hand 
experience with the effects of problems of a 
global dimension, but it also enabled them to 
better understand the importance of promot- 
ing development which respects the environ- 
ment. We are better able to comprehend that 
the safety of the world’s food supply is depend- 
ing on support for the political and agricul- 
tural reforms which are being negotiated in a 
large number of developing countries. 


This annual report describes CIDA’s support 
for national strategies on the management 
and preservation of natural resources in, 
among other countries, Guyana and Nepal. 
The Agency, along with the valuable coopera- 
tion of Halifax’s Dalhousie University, is car- 
rying out a very promising project in 
Indonesia which involves human resources 
training and upgrading the capacities of the 
country’s law administrators. 


Of course, the Canadian International 
Development Agency has long been pursuing 
these strategies and actively supports them. 
CIDA and its many partners are endeavoring 
to support the efforts of developing countries 
themselves to establish autonomous and sus- 
tainable development. However, the men, 
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women and children of the developing world 
cannot cling to hope alone when it will neces- 
sarily take time for the situation to improve. 
Urgent needs require swift intervention. 


CIDA, therefore, has continued to tailor its 
assistance to the priorities of the countries 
with which it cooperates. For example, in the 
Horn of Africa, food and humanitarian aid 
constituted the greater portion of our assis- 
tance, since the region is dealing with the 
consequences of armed conflicts, famine, 
drought and flooding. In Sri Lanka, another 
country which is the scene of distressing con- 
frontations, we are contributing to the 
repatriation of some 40,000 refugees. 


In the case of countries whose economies 
have already begun to flourish, as in Thailand, 
for example, greater emphasis is placed on 
strengthening cooperation links in the private 
sector. This is essential because the govern- 
ments of a large number of developing 
countries are now making more room for the 
enterprise and flexibility of private business, 
which increasingly is becoming the driving 
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force behind national development. The links 
we establish with the developing countries’ 
private sectors do more than just comply with 
the broad terms of our assistance policy; they 
are also of great importance to the future of 
our foreign trade. 


The 1988-89 fiscal year, moreover, was 
marked by very hopeful new initiatives for 
increasing awareness of international 
development issues among Canadians. In ac- 
cordance with the commitment made in our 
Strategy, the first Development Day was 
celebrated on the first Monday in October, 
and it is destined to become an even bigger 
event over the coming years. As well, we have 
taken a whole series of initiatives to 
strengthen links with a wide range of partners 
both in Canada and abroad. 


This annual report, I believe, is proof of 
Canada’s unwavering commitment to 
development through international coopera- 
tion, and our desire to be flexible and effective 
in assisting developing countries to build a 
better future.O

President’s Message 


LIKE ANY OTHER YEAR, 1988-89 
brought a mix of gains and losses in the strug- 
gle for world development. It was a rather 
special time for Canada’s program of develop- 
ment cooperation: the opening year in CIDA’s 
third decade of providing Canadian assistance 
to Third World countries, and CIDA’s first 
year of carrying out a new aid strategy. 


Canada’s investment in world development 
rose in 1988-89 to more than $2.9 billion - a 12 
per cent increase over the previous year. 
These funds flowed into thousands of initia- 
tives, ranging from local micro-projects to 
global campaigns. Their impact was felt, to 
greater or lesser degree, in almost every 
corner of the Third World. 


During the fiscal year, financial support was 
announced for a whole range of valuable 
development efforts, including: 


@ projects to provide water, and tree seeds, 
@ the fight against desert locusts in Africa, 
@ various human resources, scholarship 
and training programs, 

@ links between Canadian and Third World 
communities and institutions, 

@ assistance for the work of Canadian 
non-governmental organizations and 
universities, 

@ creation in Canada of regional CIDA 
offices, and a Youth Initiatives program, and 
@ the launching of Canada’s first major 
bilateral project with Mozambique. 


Decentralization became a reality in the sum- 
mer of 1988. Staff and decision-making 
authority were transferred during the period 


under review to field offices in Zimbabwe, 
Senegal, Tanzania, Guinea, Barbados and the 
Philippines. 


This major change in the way CIDA works, 
made in response to the recommendations of 
a parliamentary committee, showed good ini- 
tial results and much promise of meeting its 
goals: better delivery of Canada’s aid pro- 
gram, through improved efficiency, respon- 
siveness, flexibility and coordination. 


Canada remained a leader among donor 
countries in paying serious attention, in its 
development cooperation, to two overwhelm- 
ing priorities: the need to involve women fully 
in development, and to protect our environ- 
ment. In both crucial areas, CIDA had strong 
policies and applied them vigorously. 


Perhaps it was global health that presented 
the most graphic portrayal of the world’s 
development situation - of the mix of gains and 
losses that I mentioned. The exciting cam- 
paign to immunize all children, worldwide, 
was gaining ground - but so was AIDS, putting 
so many lives in jeopardy. 


As we neared the end of the ’80s, Canada 
continued to make a substantial contribution 
to international development. Our investment 
was yielding human benefits, and shaping a 
better future for us all.O

Introduction 


AS THE 21ST CENTURY APPROACHES, 

it is becoming increasingly evident that the 
challenges which face us have taken on 
planetary proportions. Canadians have 
demonstrated their desire to be involved in 
meeting these challenges by joining the UN 
Security Council in 1989. People from all 
walks of life are finding it more and more 
difficult to remain on the sidelines when world 
stability is threatened by conflict and 
economic disparities, when the viability of 
planet Earth is being threatened, and when, 
in the final analysis, individual survival 
depends on the survival of all people. Con- 
cerned about social justice, and the protection 
of their own future, Canadians are determined 
to play a part in building a better world. And 
they are, largely through Canada’s Official 
Development Assistance program. The year 
1988-1989 was a milestone for the Canadian 
International Development Agency, which is 
responsible for a large part of its implementa- 
tion’. CIDA entered its third decade on the 
heels of the strategy entitled Sharing Our Fu- 
ture, tabled in Parliament in March, 1988. This 
new beginning was marked by both the 
launching of new initiatives and a continuing 
commitment to the Agency’s long-term plans. 
The following overview reflects these two 
facets of the achievements in 1988-1989. 


This review is also a reflection of recent 
events, such as the peace initiatives which 
sprung up in Central America, North Africa 
and Southern Africa and the accords which 
were signed; and the natural disasters that 
stretched the budget of the humanitarian as- 
sistance program. The conflicts - clashes in 


the Middle East, political instability in Haiti, 
ethnic violence in Burundi, and civil strife in 
Southern Africa, Sudan, and elsewhere - gave 
rise to a flood of refugees. Hundreds of 
thousands of people were victims of 
earthquakes, flooding and hurricanes in 
regions of the globe already suffering from 
the ravages of human overconsumption and 
underconsumption. The recent discovery of 
massive amounts of toxic waste being 
dumped in developing countries and the ac- 
celerating pace at which rain forests are being 
destroyed have heightened people’s concern 
this year for the future survival of planet 
Earth. 


When environmental breakdown is com- 
pounded with debt burden, the results are 
very serious, as is the case for countries in the 
Sahel’, which must contend with both. For 
many Latin American and Caribbean 
countries, debt service absorbs one-third of 
their export revenues, and has led to a drop in 
gross domestic product. Along with the struc- 
tural changes that such a situation entails 
comes a general reduction in social spending, 
and with it a whole host of problems, including 
unemployment, poverty, reduced health and 
educational services, increased violence, and 
drug trafficking. The most helpless are the 
hardest hit: according to the 1989 UNICEF

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report, half a million children died as a conse- 
quence of the debt. On the other hand, some 
developing countries, particularly in Asia, 
were able to benefit from global economic 
growth in 1988. Indonesia, India and Pakistan, 
where poverty remains an overwhelming 
problem, made appreciable gains. 


As in the past, CIDA programs were adapted 
in 1988-1989 to meet current needs, either 
through bilateral channels or through the 
Agency’s Canadian and international 
partners’. This year, CIDA concentrated 
heavily on the two issues threatening the fu- 
ture of developing countries — debt and en- 
vironmental deterioration — equally through 
its multilateral and bilateral programs. The 
Agency took these two issues into account in 
planning and implementing long-term 
programs, which are based primarily on fun- 
damental needs. As well, the Agency 
responded promptly to more timely events, 
including peace efforts, disasters and conse- 
quences of conflicts. 


The principal theme for many multilateral or- 
ganizations to whom CIDA gave major con- 
tributions for environmental activities was the 
link between development and the environ- 
ment. Projects carried out by these organiza- 
tions, as well as by CIDA, concentrated largely 
on supporting national strategies on resource 
management and conservation (for example, 
projects in Nepal, Indonesia and Guyana). In 
addition, community reforestation and soil 
regeneration are the objectives of a growing 
number of rural and community development 
projects in which Canadian non-governmen- 
tal organizations play a large role. 


To contend with the debt burden, CIDA 
decided to make more room in its programs 
for structural adjustment. This has meant that 
Ghana, Nigeria and Peru, among others, have 
been able to make some improvement in their 
balance of payments through lines of credit 
and contributions in the form of fertilizer and 
food. In another approach, populations adver- 
sely affected by structural adjustment have 
received assistance through a project ad- 
dressing the social dimensions of structural 


adjustment, such as in Senegal. Significant 
support has also been made available to re- 
lated programs of the Agency’s multilateral 
partners, notably the World Bank and the 
International Monetary Fund. 


Tackling ecological breakdown and economic 
bankruptcy means, in effect, directly tackling 
issues in the sectors of traditional intervention 
for CIDA: food production, health, education, 
transportation and energy. Progress in these 
sectors has also had a positive effect on the 
ecology and the economy. For example, suc- 
cessful marketing trials this year in Pakistan 
mean that rapeseed oil will replace imported 
oils; and 34,000 biogas digesters installed in 
India will provide the less fortunate with ener- 
gy, and at the same time reduce consumption 
of fuelwood. There is a long list of achieve- 
ments in the sectors concerned with fun- 
damental needs, and the following chapters 
provide details on: water supply and medical 
clinics in Honduras, a contribution to the Con- 
sultative Group on International Agricultural 
Research, the construction of rural roads in 
Kenya, an agro-forestry project in India and 
the opening of the Momotombo geothermal 
power plant in Nicaragua - thousands of 
projects in over 80 countries. It should be 
mentioned that in the health sector CIDA has 
played a role in the battle against AIDS, with 
contributions to the World Health 
Organization’s Global Program on AIDS, and 
assistance given to the bilateral Branches to 
implement national plans in the most affected 
countries. 


The Agency’s structural flexibility allows it to 
react swiftly to a wide variety of situations. It 
was able, for example, to adapt bilateral 
programs to new political conditions in order 
to support peace efforts in Central America, 
to participate in the UN Transition Assistance 
Group (UNTAG) in Southern Africa, and to

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enable Canada to condemn human rights 
violations in Haiti. Through various interna- 
tional organizations, CIDA assisted victims of 
earthquakes in Armenia, flooding in 
Bangladesh and hurricanes in Central 
America, among others. The Agency also 
made a substantial contribution to multilateral 
repatriation and integration plans for refugees 
from Central America, Afghanistan, Burundi, 
and Namibia. 


As demonstrated by what they have achieved, 
CIDA’s programs vary according to regional 
priorities. In South America, for example, 
greater emphasis is put on economic 
recovery; in the Caribbean it is on essential 
economic infrastructure, such as airports; in 
Africa, the emphasis is on food production and 
combatting desertification; while in Asia, 
CIDA is concerned predominantly with 
bolstering large public and private institu- 
tions. The primary aim of the Official Develop- 
ment Assistance Charter — alleviating 
poverty — underlies and guides all of these 
efforts and is put into practice everywhere. 
Another principle of the Charter — develop- 
ing human resources — serves as the main 
theme of CIDA’s projects and programs. 


The vital transfer of knowledge and expertise, 
in the form of training, was made through a 
variety of channels, including literacy semi- 
nars, training and information-sharing ses- 
sions, as in the program for cooperatives of 
animal breeders in Zaire; and through univer- 
sity instruction, as in distance learning 
provided to inhabitants of the islands of In- 
donesia. Large-scale, innovative teaching 
projects were set up and thousands of scholar- 
ships have been awarded. 


This year, a growing number of scholarship 
recipients were women studying in a wide 
range of fields at Canadian universities. This 
is one of numerous examples of CIDA’s strong 
commitment to its Women in Development 
policy. Others include 3,000 loans approved 
for women in Colombia for microbusinesses, 
and the equal participation of women in the 
current forestry project in India, among many 
others. 
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The strategy Sharing Our Future inspired 
CIDA’s programs, and some of its directives 
brought about significant changes. These 
directives can be summed up in three words: 
partnership, decentralization and outreach. 
The concept of partnership, the basis for 
founding Special Programs, was expanded 
and non-governmental organizations, 
Canadian professional institutions and as- 
sociations assumed a greater role this year in 
developing countries. Universities, colleges 
and professional organizations received 
greater financial support for developing 
liaison projects with counterpart organiza- 
tions in the Third World; Partnership Africa- 
Canada was created; links between Canadian 
and African municipalities were established, 
and so on. A three-way partnership has been 
created between CIDA, Canadian partners 
and partners in developing countries. The 
business community was encouraged to in- 
crease cooperation with its Third World 
counterparts and incentive programs created 
for this purpose yielded good results, with the 
realization of hundreds of projects such as 
joint ventures. 


In March, 1988, the Agency began the process 
of decentralizing, which will give it more 
flexibility in the future, and make building 
partnerships easier. Decentralization aims to 
use more Canadian methods in the field in 
order to better define and meet the needs of 
local people and to take greater advantage of 
on-site resources. Moreover, projects involv- 
ing the development of human resources, as 
opposed to those in the past which supplied 
equipment, require a deeper understanding of 
a country and its institutions. Over the course 
of the year, several programs were accorded 
greater authority in programming and ap 
proval - in Barbados, Senegal, Tanzania, the 
Philippines and Singapore - putting the 
process of decentralization to the field well 
under way. 


The 1988-1989 year was a very productive one 
in the area of educating and increasing aware- 
ness within the Canadian public. The year saw 
a whole range of firsts: the first national 
Development Day was celebrated on October 


3, 1988; the first magazine aimed at increasing 
awareness among young Canadians was pub- 
lished; the Youth Initiatives Program was 
launched, with its goal of promoting links be- 
tween young people in Canada and youths in 
developing countries; and the first regional 
information offices for businesspeople were 
opened. As well, the first steps were taken to 
establish an expected ten Centres of Excel- 
lence in Canada where the work of highly 
competent specialists will influence the future 
of Canadian development assistance. 


In effect, all Canadians participated in the 
accomplishments described above - through 
their financial contributions and by their un- 
selfish adherence to the principle of sharing - 
and a considerable number of Canadians 
devoted their talent and energy to them. It 
must not be forgotten, however, that without 
the tremendous financial and personal effort 
of the people in the developing countries 
themselves, these accomplishments could 
never have been achieved. O 
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Anglophone Africa 


THE AFRICAN CONTINENT IS DEVELOP- 
ment’s biggest challenge - it contains 27 of the 
world’s 40 least-developed countries whose 
fragmented economies are falling behind the 
rest of the developing world. Per capita incom- 
es and food production have declined in the 
last few years - problems exacerbated by high 
population growth; political turmoil in 
southern Africa remains a key constraint to 
development; AIDS has hit Africa the hardest; 
a debt service ratio estimated to exceed 50 per 
cent of annual export earnings is crippling 
economies; and environmental degradation 
continues to ravage the land and its resources. 


During the past five years, Canada has played 
an increasingly active role in African affairs. 
As a well-respected middle power, Canada has 
a special relationship with many African 
countries and is in the forefront on African 
issues at international fora such as the UN and 
the Commonwealth. In addition, Canadians 
have shown special sympathy for the dis- 
tressed of Africa. 


In 1988-89, CIDA’s program in Anglophone 
Africa reflected the priority themes of the new 
Strategy. These priorities included: poverty 
alleviation, economic reform and structural 
adjustment, agricultural recovery and the 
conservation of natural resources as a means 
of enhancing food security, women in develop- 
ment and the environment. 


As announced in the Strategy, the 
Anglophone Africa program also began the 
process of decentralization. Programs based 
in Dar-es-Salaam and Harare were chosen for 


decentralization. The former will concern it- 
self mainly with delivery of the CIDA program 
in Tanzania, while the latter, as a major 
regional centre, will be responsible for CIDA 
programs throughout southern Africa. 


Beyond the Strategy itself, the two other key 
objectives specific to Africa and Anglophone 
Africa Branch are to support the Front Line 
States and to support regional integration and 
cooperation. These objectives are particularly 
important in the light of various positive 
developments in southern Africa during the 
last year. South African and Cuban troop 
withdrawals from Angola and the arrival of 
Namibian independence will enhance 
Canada’s ability to assist in the development 
of the region as a whole through regional and 
NGO programming in Angola, and modest 
bilateral initiatives, regional and NGO 
programming in Namibia. 


The Anglophone Africa program is focussed 
in six countries (Egypt, Ghana, Kenya, Tan- 
zania, Zambia and Zimbabwe) and one 
regional grouping of nine southern states - the 
Southern African Development Coordination 
Conference (SADCC)* The four major sec- 
tors of CIDA involvement are agriculture and 
food production, energy, human resource 
development and transportation; the 
dominant theme is structural adjustment. In 
1988-89, CIDA disbursed a total of $209.6 mil- 
lion for its entire Anglophone Africa program.

Country Programs And Projects 


Egypt is facing major challenges in population 
growth, a declining resource base, environ- 
mental deterioration and foreign debt. Major 
economic restructuring is currently under 
way in the energy, agriculture and tourism 
sectors with a view to reaching agreement 
with the IMF on structural adjustment 
programs. Within this economic environ- 
ment, the goal of the CIDA program is to 
promote social and economic development, 
particularly through increasing Egypt’s 
capacity to produce food, increasing energy 
availability and easing human resource con- 
straints. 


Highlights of the 1988-89 program included 
the completion of the Giza Water and 
Sewerage Study, the laying of 6 km of under- 
ground electrical cable at Shoubrah EI- 
Kheima, and the soon-to-be-completed 
locomotives project which trained Egyptian 
railroad authorities in the management of the 
storage of spare parts. Projects approved in 
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1988-89 consisted of a priority sector line of 
credit and food aid which are linked to the 
structural adjustment program. 


In Ghana, after years of economic decline, the 
Government signed an IMF agreement in 
1983 to initiate a structural adjustment pro- 
gram. Since then, significant progress has 
been made in rehabilitating the economy. 
Canada has played a key role in supporting 
this recovery and in encouraging other 
donors to provide additional assistance. Since 
1984, 7 projects have been implemented to 
support economic recovery by increasing 
productive sector inputs. In 1988-89, a Struc- 
tural Adjustment Line of Credit was approved 
to continue macroeconomic support, and two 
projects were developed in direct support of 
the Government’s Program of Action to 
Mitigate the Social Costs of Adjustment 
(PAMSCAD). Other forms of structural ad- 
justment support include equipment 
rehabilitation, program food aid and provision 
of fertilizer.

In the area of basic human needs support, the 
Ghana program continues to emphasize rural 
development and water supply. Major initia- 
tives are the Northern Region Rural In- 
tegrated Program Sewerage Corporation 
Assistance Program. Other areas of support 
include the Grains Development Project to 
increase food production, the Ghana Regional 
Appropriate Technology for Industrial Ser- 
vice (GRATIS) and the CUSO Women in 
Development project in support of income- 
generating activities, and the Kumasi and 
Accra Technical Institute projects to provide 
basic skills training. 


Kenya continued to record steady economic 
progress despite a number of economic dif- 
ficulties including very rapid population 
growth. Kenya is undertaking a structural ad- 
justment program to further facilitate growth 
and economic diversification. 


Canadian development assistance is con- 
centrated in the energy, rural development 
and human resource development sectors. 
Particular attention is paid to transfer-of-tech- 


nology issues. Achievements for 1988-89 in- 
cluded the construction of 100 km of rural 
access roads, the rehabilitation of five locomo- 
tives, and the provision of university level 
training for over 200 students. Projects ap- 
proved included the provision of scholarships 
for agricultural research training, a small 
projects fund for income generation and train- 
ing for women, and support to pastoralists to 
improve their livestock herds. 


After many years of economic decline, Tan- 
zania has recently reached an agreement with 
the IMF on an Economic Recovery Program. 
Canadian assistance has been concentrated in 
the agriculture, transport and energy sectors. 
A program of balance-of-payments support in 
the form of commodities has been re-initiated 
to support Tanzania’s structural adjustment 
program. 


1988-89 saw the completion of the rehabilita- 
tion of 670 km of transmission lines and 5 
railway locomotives. Two commodity grants 
continue, while new projects include the 
provision of training for the larger grain borer 
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control program, the construction of the 
Hanang Power Line, and support for the 
biological control of the cassava mealybug, 
which is ruining Tanzania’s cassava crop. 


Until 1975, Zambia was one of the most 
prosperous of sub-Saharan countries, but a 
collapse in copper prices, oil price shocks and 
unsuccessful efforts at diversification have 
led to economic decline. CIDA is among a 
number of major donors who have limited 
new bilateral programming to Zambia until an 
internationally agreed economic reform pro- 
gram is in place. CIDA’s program focuses on 
meeting existing commitments in agriculture 
and rural development, human resource 
development, and economic support. 


During the year, 404 wagons were provided to 
Zambia railways. Emergency food aid for the 
period 1987-90 continued, while an immuniza- 
tion project and economic advisory services 
were approved. Human resource develop- 
ment in the form of training for senior 
management personnel in key public and 
private sector positions continued and the 
technical assistance project to the University 
of Zambia upgraded the agriculture program 
and aided in the Zambianization of the School 
of Agriculture. 


Zimbabwe’s well-developed manufacturing 
and agricultural sectors, varied mineral 
resources, and relatively well-established in- 
frastructure give it a more diversified 
economy than those of its neighbors, except 
South Africa. But impacts of drought on 
agriculture, heavy borrowing after inde 
pendence and falling world prices for certain 
commodities have slowed economic growth, 
and caused foreign exchange shortages and 
rising debt. 


The overall goal of Canadian bilateral assis- 
tance is to help reduce the gap between urban 
and rural, and modern and traditional 
economies in the country. Specific objectives 
include balance-of-payments support 
(through lines of credit) to assist agricultural 
and rural development and to foster human 
resource development. 
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In 1988-89, an education assistance project 
and support to Zimbabwe producers’ coopera- 
tives came to an end. New projects consist of 
a general line of credit, support for secondary 
education, the provision of legal advice to the 
Government, support for the World Health 
Organization’s AIDS program in Zimbabwe, 
and the services of a village community- 
development worker. 


In southern Africa, CIDA programming must 
be viewed in the context of the economic de- 
pendence of the region’s countries on the 
Republic of South Africa. It was to counteract 
this dependence that the Southern African 
Development Coordination Conference 
(SADCC) was formed in 1980. SADCC itself 
became a programming unit in 1983. 


Canada’s development assistance program in 
southern Africa is aimed at encouraging and 
supporting the efforts of the countries in the 
region to lessen external dependencies and 
establish a basis for self-reliant economic and 
social development. In the regional context, 
emphasis has been placed on the improve- 
ment of regional rail systems and support of 
efforts to improve food production through 
agricultural research. 


In 1988-89, food aid was delivered to Angola, 
Malawi and Mozambique. Projects approved 
included rehabilitation of the Limpopo Rail- 
way, scholarship funds for Botswana, 
Lesotho, Malawi, and Swaziland, and a 
general line of credit and a UNICEF water 
project, also for Mozambique. 


In regional initiatives in Anglophone Africa, 
CIDA contributed to: the Inter-Governmental 
Authority on Drought and Development, the 
International Maize and Wheat Improvement 
Centre, the International Centre for Tropical 
Agriculture, the African Economic Research 
Consortium, the Africa Medical Education 
and Research Foundation, the North-South 
Institute’s structural adjustment studies/pro- 
gram, and Harvard University’s international 
relief/development project. CIDA also con- 
tributed to an International Water Resources 
Association Congress held in Canada in 1988. 


The Horn of Africa (Ethiopia, Sudan, Djibouti 
and Somalia) was marked by the consequen- 
ces of civil wars, drought, famine, floods and 
locust infestations in 1988-89. Food aid and 
humanitarian relief thus comprised the major 
portion of Canadian development assistance 
in this region. In Ethiopia, the planning of a

MOST AFRICAN COUNTRIES ARE 
facing a situation that is critical in almost 
every respect: economic, social, political and 
environmental. Among the causes for these 
difficulties are inappropriate agricultural 
policies, misguided investment choices, ac- 
celerated population growth, drought, en- 
vironmental degradation, deteriorating terms 
of trade, and an insupportable foreign debt 
burden. 


African governments have much work to do 
to improve the living conditions of their people 
and to reform their economies. Development 
assistance is provided to support their efforts. 


In acting on its commitment to assist the 
poorest people and least-developed countries 
of the world, Canada provides support for the 
many structural adjustment programs 
adopted by these countries in close collabora- 
tion with the principal donors, notably the 
World Bank and the International Monetary 
Fund (IMF). 


Programming: priorities and 
areas of activity 


The Francophone Africa program takes a 
three-tier approach: 


1) macro-economic, chiefly in support of 
structural adjustment programs; 

2) human and physical resource 
development, with special emphasis on food 
security, energy supply, renovation and 


maintenance of infrastructure, 
environmental protection and the struggle 
against desertification; and 

3) grass-roots development, with increased 
micro-project and community land 
development activities. 


In support of structural adjustment programs, 
CIDA’s Francophone Africa Branch has allo- 
cated the required resources to field support 
units and has increased its analysis capacity at 
headquarters in order to improve its consult- 
ations with the international organizations, in 
particular, the World Bank and the IMF. 


Human resources development continues to 
be a main priority. It is an ongoing concern in 
all projects, not only at the village level 
(through micro-projects and community land 
development) but also at the governmental 
and private sector levels. Canada is currently 
hosting over 1,300 African scholarship 
holders. Furthermore, within the framework 
of La Francophonie’, Canada is providing ac- 
cess to post-secondary education for a large 
number of Africans. 


Special attention is being given to the integra- 
tion of African women in development. Fran- 
cophone Africa developed an action plan 
which, as a first step, provided for awareness 
building, personnel training, and needs iden- 
tification in recipient countries. This has made 
it possible to undertake a number of activities,

and steps have been taken to increase the 
participation of women in programs and 
projects. 


Decentralization 


The decentralization of staff and approval 
authority to the field which was announced in 
Sharing Our Future, CIDA’s development as- 
sistance strategy, is beginning to take shape. 
For example, an initial phase of decentraliza- 
tion has been carried out in Dakar, Senegal, 
encompassing the development programs in 
Senegal, Guinea, Mauritania, Gambia, Cape 
Verde and Guinea-Bissau. The programs in 
Cote d’Ivoire and the Sahel are also being 
decentralized. Up to now, the process has 
been going smoothly. 
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Highlights 


In 1988-89, net bilateral assistance disburse- 
ments to Francophone Africa amounted to 
$228.34 million’ for 467 active projects. Assis- 
tance to the main recipients, including 
bilateral food aid, was as follows: Senegal, 
$23.44 million; Niger, $20.39 million; Zaire, 
$22.18 million; Mali, $19.53 million; Burkina 
Faso, $13.41 million; Cameroon, $24.52 mil 
lion; Céte d’Ivoire, $15.70 million; Rwanda, 
$12.33 million; and Guinea, $9.34 million. 
Other countries receiving substantial . 
Canadian contributions included Morocco, 
$13.19 million; Tunisia, $17.30 million; Gabon, — 
$3.72 million; and Togo, $1.67 million. Disbur- 
sements to the Sahel regional program 
totalled $9 million.

Canada also provided over $29 million in food 
aid, for products such as wheat, dried or salt 
fish, skim milk powder and vegetable oil. 


In 1988-89, 125 projects worth $97 million 
were completed in Francophone Africa, in- 
cluding 28 under the Canadian Fund for Local 
Initiatives valued at $8.5 million, and 147 
projects worth a total of $380 million were 
approved. The main area of activity, according 
to the number of projects approved, were: 
economic and financial support, human 
resources development, agriculture, in- 
dustry, institutional support, social develop- 
ment, transportation and communications. 


In December, 1988, the representatives of 
CIDA in Africa met in Dakar. The chief topics 
of discussion were decentralization and the 
structural adjustment programs in Africa. 


Examples of achievements for 
1988-89 


In Burkina Faso, the micro-projects initiative, 
consisting of development projects launched 
by base communities, resulted in over 25 com- 
pleted projects, including new wells, land 
development, and the construction of sales 
outlets for cooperatives. 


In Cameroon, two projects in the human 
resources development sector supplied tech- 
nical and administrative support to the Lycée 
de Bonabéri II and supported the organization 
of seminars and specialized courses in busi- 
ness management at the College of 
Economics and Accountancy. 


Through the project in support of the Régie 
des chemins de fer du Sénégal, CIDA is back- 
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ing the Senegalese government’s strategy to 
improve the effectiveness of the transporta- 
tion infrastructure, so as to provide support at 
the national level for economic growth, espe- 
cially in the agricultural and phosphate sec- 
tors, and to promote interregional integration, 
chiefly with Mali. 


In Zaire, in the agricultural sector, the Desjar- 
dins Development Society is implementing a 
project in support of the Association 
cooperative des groupements d’éleveurs du 
Nord-Kivu. This project, in which 12,000 live- 
stock producers are participating, will provide 
support to the management and institutional 
upgrading of the central cooperative, the 
development of local cooperative groups, and 
training and popular education in livestock 
production and health. 


A phase of the forestry management support 
for community reforestation has also been 
launched. The project aims to promote better 
management and development of the forestry 
resource among the people of Zaire. The local 
populations are directly involved in project 
delivery through locally-engaged recipient in- 
stitutions. 


Projects approved in 1988-89 


In Burkina Faso, the project to open up the 
Southwest is intended to promote the agricul- 
tural development of this region by ensuring 
access to the market and to government ser- 
vices. The project covers an estimated area of 
22,500 sq km with a population of close to 
300,000. 


In Cameroon, CIDA has approved a project to 
create six technical schools. 


A community land development project in 
Maliis designed to support the struggle of the 
people of the Moyen Bani-Niger to preserve 
and regenerate their land in the face of a 
hostile and restricting climate. A major phase 
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of the project is education and training in the 
rational use of land resources for all those 
involved. 


In the economic and financial support sector, 
a five-year initiative in support of Niger’s 
structural adjustment program will contribute 
to the economic renewal of the country. This 
program is being implemented under the 
coordination of the World Bank, with the par- 
ticipation of France, the United States and the 
European Economic Community, among 
others. 


The energy sector will henceforth be included 
in the Canada-Rwanda cooperation program. 
The development of Rwanda’s energy resour- 
ces will reduce its dependence on imports and 
ensure the availability of the electrical energy 
required for the expansion of small business 
in rural areas. 


In Senegal, there is a project addressing the 
social dimension of structural adjustment. It 
is a response to the increasing problem of 
disadvantaged populations being required to 
bear the substantial costs of these measures, 
such as declining incomes due to restrictive 
fiscal and monetary policies, high unemploy- 
ment rates, and reductions in social services. 
CIDA has approved this project with a view to 
encouraging increased participation of disad- 
vantaged populations in the economic 
development of the country. 


In the area of transportation, approval has 
been given to a project to maintain rural roads 
in northeastern Zaire. The project involves 
the training of specialized local labor, par- 
ticularly in the techniques of renovating and 
maintaining farm service roads to the urban 
centres. Its purpose is to promote better 
production and to open the region to new 
production activities. 


In addition to the many projects completed 
and approved for this year, lines of credit have 
been granted to various countries, making 
various equipment purchases possible.

CONSISTING OF MORE THAN 40 
countries in various stages of development in 
Central America, South America and the 
Caribbean, the Americas is a region of vivid 
contrasts. The region has one-sixth of the 
world’s land mass, expansive industrial bases, 
favorable climates, ample reserves of most 
basic minerals and twice the petroleum reser- 
ves of Canada and the United States com- 
bined. Canada enjoys good relations with the 
Americas as we share with it, more so than 
most other regions, cultural, social and 
economic affinities. 


But the Americas wrestles with economic dif- 
ficulties which seem insurmountable without 
relief from its onerous debt burden. One third 
of South America’s export earnings is devoted 
to paying interest on debt. Foreign investment 
slid from 23 per cent of GNP in the early 1980s 
to 17 per cent at decade’s end. Today, some 
170 million people - over 40 per cent of the 
population - live in poverty. More than one 
third of that group, mostly children, live in 
extreme poverty. During the 1980s the 
region’s poor people increased by 25 per cent. 


The prescription has been a restructuring of 
the economies. However, in restructuring, 
governments have had to reduce spending in 
key areas such as education, health and hous- 
ing. Meanwhile, unemployment is estimated 
at 20 to 25 per cent. One telltale sign of the 
strain these developments place on the 
countries is the increase in violence and the 
drug trade. These problems are compounded 


by rapid population growth which, at 2.5 per 
cent, adds five million entrants to the labor 
market every year. 


If these countries are to sustain renewed 
growth, especially in the pivotal productive 
sector, continued multilateral and bilateral 
support in the form of debt relief as well as 
resource transfers is critical. 


CIDA’s assistance program in the Americas is 
consistent with Canada’s development 
strategy, and in 1988-89 amounted to $154.5 
million plus $29.6 million in food aid. The 
program aims at assisting countries to im- 
prove their economies through structural ad- 
justment while, at the same time, helping the 
poorer segments of the populations. The six 
major country programs are Central America, 
Eastern Caribbean Islands, Guyana, Jamaica, 
Haiti, and Peru. There are also significant 
programs in Colombia, Brazil and Bolivia, as 
well as programs which consist of region-wide 
projects in the Caribbean with Latin American 
Regional Institutions such as the Pan 
American Health Organization (PAHO), the 
Latin American Demographic Centre 
(CELADE) and the Economic Commission 
for Latin America (ECLA). The strengthening 
of regional organizations is one of the major 
goals of CIDA’s program. During the year, 
small programs were also initiated in Argen- 
tina, Uruguay and Ecuador. 


Perhaps the most significant event in the past 
year was movement forward on the Central 
American Peace Plan, which brought 
renewed hope for a political resolution to 
regional conflicts. Canada supports the plan

and, in recognition of the relationship be 
tween peace and development, committed ad- 
ditional bilateral funds to help reconstruction 
and economic development in Central 
America. Lines of credit were approved for 
Honduras and Costa Rica in support of their 
structural adjustment efforts. Highlights for 
1988-89 also included provision of disaster 
relief for Nicaragua and Costa Rica; food aid 
to Honduras, Nicaragua and EI Salvador; and 
the inauguration of Nicaragua’s Momotombo 
geothermal power plant which produces over 
20 per cent of the country’s electrical energy. 


Poverty alleviation is a major theme in CIDA’s 
Central America program. An Integrated 
Community Water Systems Project in Hon- 
duras is providing potable water, latrines, 
drainage systems and compost garbage dis- 
posal units to some 4,200 people (700 
families); a $4.15 million line of credit to 
Nicaragua provided potable water to com- 
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munities; and a community health project in 
Honduras equipped ten health care clinics to 
the benefit of some 35,000 patients. 


Many of the Commonwealth Caribbean 
countries, which are mainly small, micro- 
economy, island states, have been able to 
maintain satisfactory growth. Their mainstay 
is tourism which has fueled an average 
growth rate of 4 per cent in 1988-89 (not in- 
cluding Guyana, and Trininad and Tobago). 
The islands have a good infrastructural base 
but they need to develop competitive niches 
in international markets in order to deal with 
the massive problems of rising unemploy- 
ment (youth unemployment is 60 per cent), 
and rapidly growing populations. 


In the Eastern Caribbean, which is one of the 
first programs being decentralized, CIDA 
aims to promote sustainable economic 
development, strong local institutions and in- 
creased regional cooperation. Projects in- 
clude provision of infrastructure (upgrading 
and expanding water systems, telecom-

munications and electricity, and airport im- 
provement and safety and productive sector 
activities in agriculture, tourism and small- 
scale enterprise. Human resource develop- 
ment is also a priority and is addressed by 
providing technical assistance for individual 
projects, as well as scholarships through the 
Canada Training Awards Program, and 
economic policy advice through the Eastern 
Caribbean Economic Management Program. 


To address its worsening economic cir- 
cumstances, the Government of Guyana im- 
plemented a structural adjustment program in 
early 1989. In conjunction with other donors, 
Canada immediately committed itself in prin- 
ciple to supporting Guyana’s continued ef- 
forts to improve its economy with 
balance-of-payments support through 
provision of lines of credit (to purchase things 
such as fertilizers). Some of the funds 
generated from the sale of fertilizers will be 
allocated to poverty alleviation and to projects 
supporting the agricultural sector. CIDA also 


took the lead role in developing a National 
Forestry Action Plan for Guyana, and spon- 
sored an Artisanal Fisheries Infrastructure 
Project for which two marine service centres 
were officially opened in January 1989. 


In Haiti, Canada’s government-to-govern- 
ment program was suspended twice in this 
12-month period because of political in- 
stability. After the second suspension, all new 
projects have been oriented to helping the 
poorest Haitians by channelling assistance 
through non-governmental organizations. 
Four projects were approved which, as wellas 
providing services to the poorest, will support 
the productive sectors of agriculture and 
small-business development. Funding for 
technical assistance for the prevention of 
AIDS was approved and announced during 
the International Conference on AIDS in 
Montreal. The Canada Fund was doubled to 
$1 million - the highest such allocataion in the 
Americas Program - to assist victims of Hur- 
ricane Gilbert.

Jamaica is a country which, notwithstanding 
a change of government during the year, has 
demonstrated its commitment to implement- 
ing sound economic and management 
policies. Canada has continued to respond 
positively by providing food aid and fertilizer 
lines of credit to assist Jamaica’s balance of 
payments ($26 million disbursed in 1988-89). 
Three new productive sector project initia- 
tives emphasized support for improved 
management of natural resources and en- 
vironment: a hydrographic surveying and 
charting unit will help in the management of 
fish stocks; a Metallic Minerals Survey will 
identify commercially important mineral 
deposits; and technical support will be 
provided to the forestry sector to improve 
forest management. 


In the wake of Hurricane Gilbert which devas- 
tated Jamaica in September 1988, Canada was 
one of the first and most generous donors to 
become involved in relief efforts. 
Humanitarian assistance worth $1 million was 
approved immediately and supplies were 
flown in by Canadian military and civilian 
aircraft within the first few days. Provision of 
building supplies and reconstruction of 
electrical systems to the value of $5 million 
consitituted Canada’s response to two of 
Jamaica’s major requirements for rehabilita- 
tion after the hurricane. Other assistance in- 
cluded $1.2 million to match cash 
contributions made by Canadians, $2.7 mil- 
lion in emergency food aid in the form of 
whole milk and evaporated milk, a two year 
moratorium on repayment of a $10.5 million 
CIDA loan, and an additional $600,000 to the 
Canadian Fund for Local Initiatives managed 
by the Canadian High Commissioner in 
Kingston to meet the costs of small projects 
Jamaicans could undertake themselves. In all, 
the relief package was valued at some $21 
million. 


CIDA’s aid program to Peru is currently 
centered on line-of-credit projects designed 
for balance of payments support and to 
generate counterpart funds. These include 
$1.9 million for mining equipment, $4.3 mil- 
lion for forestry equipment and $3.2 million 
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for telecommunications equipment. In all 
cases, the sale of the Canadian-financed 
equipment generates funds for socially 
oriented projects directed at Peru’s poor. 
Among the many such projects jointly ap- 
proved by Peru and Canada is one which 
provides 1,200 water and sewerage connec- 
tions to service villagers and people living in 
shantytowns, and an agriculture cooperative 
project which will assist 12,000 farmers to 
improve soil and water management. 


Increasingly, the Americas Program is be- 
coming involved in hemisphere-wide develop- 
ment issues. In many countries, deforestation 
and soil erosion have been recognized as 
serious problems. Continued growth in 
tourism is dependent on a clean environment. 
The importance of protecting the environ- 
ment to achieve sustained development has 
gained increased political support in the 
region. Over the past few years CIDA has 
developed ongoing forestry manage 
ment/conservation projects for the Common- 
wealth Caribbean which will have provided a 
good framework for planning the allocation of 
additional resources for environmental 
programming in the years ahead. 


The economic crises facing many of the 
countries have negative implications for the 
vulnerable poor, of whom women are the 
majority. CIDA programs are helping women 
through extension health care services, basic 
education, and housing. Canadian funding is 
being given to PAHO for a Perinatal Health 
Program to strengthen regional, national and 
local health care services in Peru, Bolivia, 
Nicaragua and Honduras. UNICEF projects 
have been approved in Colombia and Haiti. In 
many countries - Jamaica, Haiti, Central 
America and Colombia - projects were ap- 
proved to provide credit to small-scale 
enterprises. In Colombia where 4,000 loans 
were granted through a micro-enterprise 
project, 70 per cent of the loans went to 
women. CIDA’s training programs 
throughout the hemisphere have also helped 
women as they make up nearly half of the total 
trainees in the 1988-89 program.O

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Asia 


ASIA PRESENTS CANADA WITH A MAJOR 
challenge. Itis emerging as the most dynamic 
economic powerhouse in the late 20th cen- 
tury. As a result, Asia will increasingly be 
come an important economic partner of 
Canada, and a region with which Canada will 
have to strengthen its political, institutional 
and cultural ties. 


Canada’s development program with Asia 
provides an opportunity to assist Asia in meet- 
ing its changing economic and social needs, 
and in the process, to build lasting linkages 
with Canada. 


Two common objectives underlie the wide 
range of CIDA activities in Asia. The first is to 
strengthen key public and private organiza- 
tions in Asia so they can build up the 
managerial and technical expertise needed to 
put in place policies and programs that are 
consistent with national objectives for 
development. The second is to forge links 
between Canadian and Asian institutions 
which will foster sustainable relationships 
that comply both with Asian development 
priorities and with Canada’s long-term inter- 
ests in the Asia-Pacific region. 


In fact, there are two Asias. One Asia, with 
rapid growth and export success, needs assis- 
tance in building the skills and institutions 
needed to manage the transition from agricul- 
ture to industry and from rural to urban life. 
The other Asia has also made progress in 
recent decades, but it continues to face mas- 
sive development problems, most notably the 


largest concentration of the absolute poor in 
the world. The CIDA program aims to help 
both Asias in different ways. 


In 1988-89, CIDA disbursed $365 million in 
bilateral funds to Asia through the National 
Initiatives Program. 


There are nine major recipients of Canadian 
bilateral assistance in Asia: Bangladesh, 
China, India, Indonesia, Nepal, Pakistan, the 
Philippines, Sri Lanka and Thailand. In addi- 
tion, there are regional programs covering the 
Pacific Islands and the ASEAN institutions, as 
well as smaller programs in other countries. 
The following is an overview of the program’s 
highlights during 1988-89: 


The CIDA program in Bangladesh involved 
the extension of two successful programs 
aimed at improving the conditions of the rural 
poor, particularly women and destitute 
groups. In the Rural Poor Program, disad- 
vantaged men and women receive credit and 
training in various skills through cooperatives 
established by the Government of 
Bangladesh with CIDA assistance. The CARE 
Canada Rural Maintenance Program will pro- 
vide training for officials with the Government 
of Bangladesh to take over the management 
of this project, which employs destitute 
women in road maintenance. Funding for the 
project has been raised through sales of 
Canadian food aid. 


A local NGO, Proshika Kendra, assists the 


rural poor to organize into development 
groups, providing them with literacy, health

and skills training and operating a savings and 
loan scheme that helps them to undertake 
income-generating projects. All projects put a 
strong emphasis on building the strength and 
capabilities of Bangladeshi institutions so that 
they may eventually be able to operate. and 
direct more development projects themsel- 
ves. 


The objective of the CIDA bilateral program 
in China is to transfer technology by assisting 
China to develop its human resources to al- 
leviate some of the critical development con- 
straints in key development areas. The 
emphasis is on building human and institu- 
tional linkages between Chinese and 
Canadians, strengthening institutions and 
maximizing potential multiplier effects in 
areas where Canada has strong capabilities. 
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Equipment and material assistance are 
provided only where it is essential to support 
human resource development activities. 


Bilateral projects concentrate on the following 
sectors: agriculture, forestry, energy (electric 
power and petroleum development) and 
human resource development. Since 1986, 
transportation and telecommunications have 
been added. Whereas previously the CIDA 
program was concentrated in the northern 
province of Heilongjiang, recently the pro- 
gram has shifted to respond to the Chinese 
government requests for assistance in the 
development of other key areas of China. 


CIDA’s program in India addresses the dual 
nature of India through its support of projects 
that meet basic needs and projects that 
strengthen the modern sector. The recently 
launched India Fertilizer Project in the state

of Uttar Pradesh will increase agricultural 
productivity by supplying Canadian potash. 
The project also covers research, community 
development and the training of local farmers 
in improved agricultural practices. An agro- 
forestry project has entered its second phase. 
Half the participants in this community-based 
forest conservation program are women. It is 
co-sponsored by HOPE International of Van- 
couver and MYRADA, an Indian NGO. 


In the Biogas Development Program, the 
Canadian Hunger Foundation worked with 
Action for Food Production to promote the 
construction and use of 34,000 biogas units in 
Indian villages. These provide an inexpensive 
source of energy for cooking and lighting. 


The skills of Indian professionals are being 
upgraded through the Professional Develop- 
ment Training Facility. A number of short- 


term management and professional training 
programs have been set up with Canadian 
firms. Initially the emphasis will be on the oil, 
gas and railway sectors. 


The CIDA program in Indonesia includes 
support to the Open University Project which 
links the Universitas Terbukka with the Open 
Learning Agency of B.C. in providing distance 
education for over 100,000 students in East- 
ern Indonesia. The Environment Manage- 
ment Development project continued in 
1988-89. Managed by Dalhousie University 
and Indonesia’s Ministry of State for Popula- 
tion and Environment, it is improving the 
technical capabilities of government, univer- 
sities and NGOs in environmental planning 
and management through scholarship 
programs and linkages between Canadian 
and Indonesian institutions. 
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The Sulawesi Regional Development Project 
is being extended to cover two more regions 
in the area. The project is being conducted by 
the University of Guelph and the Indonesian 
Department of Home Affairs, and is 
strengthening institutions at the provincial 
and district level. CIDA’s Indonesia program 
was being decentralized in 1989 to permit 
greater involvement of Indonesians in its plan- 
ning and implementation, and more effective- 
ness in its daily management. 


CIDA’s program in Nepal supported the In- 
ternational Union for Conservation of Nature 
to develop a national conservation strategy for 
Nepal. The Nepal government established a 
council to oversee implementation of the 
strategy, which was completed in 1988. As 
part of a worldwide commitment to upgrade 
airport security systems, CIDA is supporting 
the installation of a security system in the new 
international airport in Kathmandu. 


A new phase has been approved for a project 
that provides institutional support for the 
Water and Energy Secretariat and the Nepal 
Electricity Authority. Professional advisory 
services and training in water and energy 
sector planning are being provided. Projects 
approved in human resource development in- 
cluded a program to assist institutions to 
adopt leadership training that is sensitive to 
gender, and to support initiatives to integrate 
women in development. 


Through the CIDA program in Pakistan, the” 


Rabies Vaccine Project put Canada’s Con- 
naught Laboratories together with the Pakis- 
tan National Institute of Health to create a 
facility that could produce its own rabies vac- 
cine. Training, technology and equipment 
from Canada have established Pakistan as a 
producer of rabies vaccine along with the 
United States, Canada and France. 


The Barani Agricultural Research and 
Development Project, set up to increase 
agricultural productivity among the Barani 
area farmers, has successfully test-marketed 
an oil which can be produced locally as a 
substitute for imported oils. The Oil and Gas 
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Technical Institute was officially opened in 
October 1988 and, together with an accom- 
panying project, it is developing Pakistan’s oil 
and gas resources, by mobilizing human and 
technological resources for exploration and 
production. 


The Philippines program, the first in Asia to 
decentralize in accordance with the new aid 
strategy, produced a new development plan, 
using extensive input from local and Canadian 
NGOs. New bilateral projects were also dis- 
cussed extensively with these groups. 
Meanwhile, the UNICEF Child Survival 
Project received support towards improving 
the health conditions of Filipino women and 
children. The aim is to improve the capacities 
of government agencies and NGOs to work 
together in the provinces of Maguindanao, 
Sulu and Negros Occidental. In addition, 
Canada is contributing support for technical 
assistance to the Philippine Department of 
Communications and other agencies. 


A new project in Sri Lanka, initiated in 1988- 
89, was created in response to the current 
situation of civil strife. The Project for 
Rehabilitation through Education and Train- 
ing is being implemented by World University 
Service of Canada to assist in the resettlement . 
and rehabilitation of some 40,000 refugees in 
the north and eastern regions of the country. 
The main beneficiaries are widows and youths 
from Tamil, Sinhalese and Muslim com- 
munities. CIDA also established a Project 
Support Unit in Colombo that engages local 
people to develop and implement assistance 
programs for women’s NGOs, provides advice 
to visiting missions, and serves as a link to the 
Sri Lankan community. UNICEF will receive 
funding for the Integrated Basic Services 
Project, to provide basic health and sanitation 
services in 14 urban centres, establish a na- 
tion-wide program of non-formal education, 
and undertake a malnutrition study. 


CIDA’s program in Thailand involves the 
Enterprise Collaboration Program, which is 
designed to increase cooperation between the 
Thai and Canadian private sectors, in support 
of joint ventures, business development in 


Thailand, technology transfer, and trade with 
each other and with third countries. The Small 
and Medium Enterprise Development Project 
supports the growth of enterprises in north- 
east Thailand, through the Department of In- 
dustrial Promotion (DIP). The goals are to 
provide credit, training and advisory services 
as well as to strengthen DIP. 


Involvement in economic management has 
included continuing support for the Thailand 
Development Research Institute and a project 
with the National Economic and Social 
Development Board to assist in the develop- 
ment of the next five-year macro-economic 
plan. Finally, a project to strengthen the role 
and participation of women in economic and 
political decision-making at local and regional 
levels began in 1988. The Women’s Economic 
and Leadership Development Project is sup- 
porting local women’s projects to help 
develop their skills and build up their or- 
ganizations. 


With respect to the smaller bilateral programs 
in Asia, assistance to the ASEAN institutions 
includes the establishment of a Canada- 
ASEAN Centre, which supports a range of 
activities designed to enhance mutually 
beneficial relations between Canada and the 
ASEAN member countries’. In the South 
Pacific, the Canada-South Pacific Ocean 
Development Project supports six key 
development institutions in the region, mainly 
through training and technical assistance. In 
February 1988, the project’s Canadian 
Cooperation Office was established in Fiji, 
also serving as a regional office for the Inter- 
national Centre for Ocean Development, a 
Halifax-based organization that supports 
programs to better manage and use ocean 
resources. In Malaysia, the program con- 
tinued to emphasize human resource develop- 
ment assistance, while plans to enhance 
industrial development through business col 
laboration between Malaysian and Canadian 
firms intensified.

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Multilateral 


CANADA IS AN ACTIVE MEMBER 
of the multilateral system - a network of inter- 
national organizations working together for 
global solutions to global problems such as 
the environment, refugees, AIDS, Third 
World debt and food security. Canada’s invol- 
vement consists of official development assis- 
tance (ODA) funds and policy advice to 
international financial institutions, UN agen- 
cies, international agricultural institutes, the 
Commonwealth and La Francophonie, as well 
as to various research and humanitarian or- 
ganizations. Total Canadian multilateral con- 
tributions in 1988-89 amounted to $892.04, of 
which $256.14 from the Department of 
Finance went to the the World Bank Group. 


International Financial 
Institutions (IFIs) 


Canadian influence in the IFIs varies accord- 
ing to Canada’s level of subscribed capital,® 
contributions and consequent vote share. 
Generally, Canada works with other member 
states to ensure the effective management of 
the multilateral development banks, to pro- 
vide support and/or constructive criticism 
when needed, and to foster policies consistent 
with the development and humanitarian prin- 
ciples of Canadian aid policy. In 1988-89, 
Canada contributed a total of $432.9 million to 
the multilateral development banks. 


8. “Subscribed capital” refers to a member country’s share in the most recent 
capital increase (market-rate interest loan funds), whereas “contribution” 
refers to a member country’s share in the most recent replenishment 
(low-interest loan funds). 


Programs 


World Bank Group - International 
Bank for Reconstruction and 
Development (IBRD) 


A general capital increase of $76.5 billion be- 
came effective in April 1988, increasing the 
Bank’s authorized capital to $171.4 billion. 
Negotiations of the Ninth Replenishment of 
the International Development Association 
(IDA), the Bank’s fully concessional arm, 
started in February 1989 and are expected to 
raise an additional USS12-16 billion. In terms 
of IBRD’s subscribed capital among member 
countries, Canada ranks sixth; in terms of IDA 
contributions, seventh. 


The Bank’s commitments in FY89 are ex- 
pected to increase by 11.5 per cent to $17.0 
billion, while those of IDA are expected to 
increase by 10.9 per cent to $3.6 billion. 


On the policy side, the Bank’s Executive 
Board focussed in 1988 on the major issues of 
the Bank’s role in debt management, struc- 
tural adjustment, poverty alleviation and en- 
vironmental enhancement, leading to a 
number of new Bank initiatives in these areas. 


Asian Development Bank (AsDB) 


The year 1988 was a good year for the ASDB, 
with an increase of 29 per cent in the volume 
of lending (up to $3.15 billion). During the last 
two years the growth in lending has ac- 
celerated rapidly, reflecting the new program 
lending facility, as well as new and sizeable 
programs in India and China, the revival of a 
lending program in the Philippines, larger 
loan amounts and expanded private sector 
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operations. The importance of the Bank’s 
developmental role in Asia was further con- 
firmed by the conclusions reached by a Panel 
of Experts’ study (released in January 1989) 
on the Bank’s role for the 1990s. Canada ranks 
seventh among members in subscribed capi- 
tal, and fourth in contributions. 


Inter-American Development Bank 
(IADB) 


The year 1988 was a difficult one for the IADB. 
Loan approvals, at US $1.682 billion, returned 
to the level of the mid-1970s; net cash flows to 
Latin America and the Caribbean decreased 
significantly; and there was no progress in 
negotiations for a Seventh General Resource 
Increase for the Bank. 


Nevertheless, there were some encouraging 
developments: anew President was influential 
in obtaining additional financial resources for 
the Bank, and in establishing a High Level 
Committee to advise on the Bank’s future role 
and policies. Canada contributed substantially 
to both of these developments. Canada 
remains sixth among members in subscribed 
capital, and fourth in contributions. 


African Development Bank (AfDB) 


AfDB non-concessional lending increased in 
1988 by 10.5 per cent to USS$1.41 billion. Con- 
cessional loan approvals to the poorest 
countries in 1988 increased by 4.6 per cent to 
USS763 million. 


The tripling of the Bank’s capital under the 
Fourth General Capital Increase did not 
proceed quite as rapidly as expected, due 
mainly to delays by regional members. Cer- 
tain member states were also late in subscrib- 
ing their first of three tranches to the Fund’s 
Fifth Replenishment, leading to delays in sign- 
ing some loan agreements. Canada ranks 
tenth among members in terms of subscribed 
capital and third in contributions. 
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On the policy side, country programs started 
to be discussed at the Board, and evaluation 
feedback has made some progress in both 
content and process. 


Caribbean Development Bank 
(CDB) 


The Bank’s activities during 1988 were reason 
for general satisfaction. Approvals of loans 
and grants in 1988 increased by 45 per cent to 
USS74 million, and negotiations for a US$200 
million increase of the Bank’s Ordinary Capi- 
tal Resources were initiated. At the policy 
level, the Bank opted to re-examine its posi- 
tion in the region in response to an imminent 
World Bank study on its relations with CDB, 
which assumes a downward adjustment in the 
World Bank lending operation in the Carib- 
bean region. Canada, along with the UK, 
ranks third among members in subscribed 
capital and first in contributions. 


International Fund for Agricultural 
Development (IFAD) 


Loan commitments and grants in 1988 by 
IFAD increased by 10.6 per cent to USS242 
million. 


The main highlight of IFAD’s year was, how- 
ever, the negotiations of the Third Replenish- 
ment, which started in April 1988. Slow 
progress was made throughout the year, but 
by the end of March, 1989, there was cautious 
optimism that a modest replenishment level 
would eventually be agreed. Among mem- 
bers, Canada’s contribution ranks tenth. 


Multilateral Technical 
Cooperation 


Canadian participation in multilateral techni- 
cal cooperation institutions enables Canada to 
play an effective role in dealing with pressing 
global issues, through programs and projects 
which aim to increase the technical capability 
of people and countries in the Third World. In 
1988-89, Canada contributed a total of $162.6 


million to organizations such as the United 
Nations Development Program (UNDP), the 
United Nations Children’s Fund (UNICEF), 
and the United Nations Population Fund 
(UNFPA), as well as Commonwealth and 
Francophone organizations and agricultural 
research centres. A major focus for the year 
was the relationship between environment 
and development. 


In 1988-89, CIDA contributed $73.5 million to 
the core program of the UNDP - the central 
fund for United Nations technical cooperation 
activities - as well as several specific financial 
contributions for environment-related ac- 
tivities. For example, $165,000 was provided 
to the World Resources Institute through the 
UNDP to review a broad range of options for 
the financing of conservation projects. 


CIDA contributed $16.5 million to UNICEF in 
1988-89 for the delivery of grassroots develop- 
ment programs for the most vulnerable group 
in developing countries - mothers and 
children. Recognizing the negative impact of 
“silent” environmental threats such as con- 
taminated drinking water and unsanitary con- 
ditions, UNICEF’s programs focussed on 
community involvement, development of 
local institutions and the use of appropriate 
technology to provide basic needs. 


Canadian contributions to UNFPA in 1988-89 
totalled $13.1 million for program areas which 
covered a range of population activities: family 
planning; maternal and child health care; 
communication and education; basic 
demographic data collection; and population 
policy. UNFPA’s programs helped to draw in- 
ternational attention to environmental 
problems associated with population growth. 


Canada also contributed an additional $8.1 
million to international health organizations in 
1988-89, including $1.7 million to the 
Onchocerciasis (river blindness) Control Pro- 
gram. The resettlement of areas, abandoned 
once to blackflies carrying blindness-causing 
parasites, will vastly increase the amount of 
habitable arable land. 


In 1988-89, Canada contributed $16.9 million 
to the Consultative Group on International 
Agricultural Research, a network which sup- 
ports 13 independent agricultural research 
centers and their programs throughout the 
world in the quest to close the gap between 
food production and demand. Recognizing 
the importance of agro-forestry and soil 
management to both the environment and 
sustained agricultural productivity, Canada 
also contributed an additional $250,000 to the 
International Board for Soil Research and 
Management, and $700,000 to the Interna- 
tional Council for Research in Agro-Forestry. 


Canada provided $22.4 million in 1988-89 to a 
wide range of international institutions which 
aim to meet the particular needs of members 
of the Commonwealth and of La Fran- 
cophonie. In recent years these organizations 
have focused attention on problems in Africa, 
where environmental degradation has 
heightened the role that can be played by 
multilateral technical cooperation institu- 
tions. 


International Humanitarian 
Assistance 


During 1988-89, International Humanitarian 
Assistance (IHA) Division continued to pro- 
vide support to refugees and to people dis- 
placed by natural and human-made disasters, 
and assisted in international efforts to plan for 
timely and efficient relief delivery in emergen- 
cy situations. 


Assistance to refugees and displaced people 
was provided primarily in response to emer- 
gency appeals issued by multilateral institu- 
tions, such as the United Nations High 
Commissioner for Refugees (UNHCR), the 
United Nations Disaster Relief Organization 
(UNDRO), the United Nations Relief and 
Works Agency for Palestinian Refugees 
(UNRWA), the United Nations Children’s 
Fund (UNICEF), the International Commit- 
tee of the Red Cross ICRC) and the League 
of Red Cross Societies (LRCS). Canadian non- 
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governmental organizations with relief 
programs in developing countries also 
received support from IHA Division in 
response to their appeals. 


IHA Division provided core funding in 1988-89 
to several of these multilateral organizations 
active in the delivery of emergency relief: $7.5 
million to UNHCR, $9.5 million to UNRWA, 
$1.2 million to the ICRC, and $1.0 million to 
the United Nations Border Relief Organiza- 
tion caring for Indochinese refugees in 
Thailand. 


According to UNDRO, 1988 may well go down 
in history as one of the worst disaster years 
on record. The impact of this on IHA’s opera- 
tions was reflected in a total budgetary expen- 
diture of $75.4 million, substantially more 
than the $57.2 million originally planned. IHA 
responded to a wide range of emergency 
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situations in individual countries. Examples 
include: $5.12 million to multilateral organiza- 
tions assisting Afghan refugees in Pakistan; 
$2.0 million to victims of the conflict in Af 
ghanistan; and $6.44 million for the transport 
of food and emergency supplies to the victims 
of civil war, drought and floods in Sudan. For 
disasters of shorter duration during 1988-89, 
IHA responded with $1.1 million to multi- 
lateral agencies and NGOs providing relief to 
victims of Hurricane Joan in Nicaragua and 
Costa Rica, and $2.5 million for victims of 
Hurricane Gilbert in Mexico, Haiti, Hon- 
duras, and the Dominican Republic. 


Finally, a total of $2.46 million was devoted to 
disaster-preparedness and planning activities 
through such organizations as the Pan- 
American Health Organization, UNDRO and 
LRCS.O 


Food Aid 


CANADA TAKES SPECIAL CARE TO 
ensure that its food aid is part of the develop- 
ment solution, providing food aid only when 
needed, and only where it will be effective. 
Properly planned, food aid can contribute sig- 
nificantly toward food self-sufficiency and 
economic progress. 


Directed to developing countries, Canadian 
food aid is supplied for both its humanitarian 
and developmental impact. The type of food 
Canada supplies is based on what developing 
countries need and most often consists of 
wheat and wheat flour. The other com- 
modities in the food aid basket are vegetable 
oil, pulses, maize, skim milk powder and fish. 
In 1988-89, Canada provided $431.2 million 
worth of food aid to Asia, Africa, Latin 
America, and the Caribbean, which repre- 
sented over 1.5 million tonnes of food 
produced by Canadians. 


Food aid is provided through the following 
three channels: 


Bilateral or government-to-government food 
aid is supplied directly to recipient govern- 
ments, most often so that it may be sold on the 
local market. In such cases, the revenue 
gained from selling the food is used for 
development purposes, particularly for 
agricultural projects and programs, including 
rural water and irrigation works, farm credit 
schemes, producer incentives and technologi- 
cal improvements. Emergency food aid is also 
provided on a government-to-government 
basis. In 1988-89, CIDA’s total government-to- 
government food aid contributions amounted 
to $217.6 million and went to 24 countries. 


Multilateral food aid is provided primarily 
through the World Food Program (WFP) 


which uses it for food-for-work projects, feed- 
ing programs for nutritionally vulnerable 
groups and school children, and other food 
aid projects. The WFP also administers the 
International Emergency Food Reserve 
(IEFR), which serves as a vehicle for emer- 
gency food aid. In 1988-89, Canada con- 
tributed $160 million to the WFP and $25 
million to the IEFR, which supplied 475,800 
tonnes of food to some 65 countries. 


CIDA also contributed $24 million to help 
Canadian non-governmental organizations 
(NGOs) use food aid in their overseas ac- 
tivities. CIDA provided $16 million to supple- 
ment the donations made by Canadian 
farmers to the Canadian Foodgrains Bank, a 
consortium of church groups which en- 
courages agricultural producers to become 
more involved in international development 
by contributing part of their crops as food aid. 
In addition, CIDA pays for skim milk powder 
and other food products to help NGOs meet 
emergency situations and to complement 
small-scale, food-for-work projects and feed- 
ing programs. In 1988-89, 15 NGOs provided 
3,767 tonnes of skim milk powder valued at 
$6.0 million to a wide range of developing 
countries. 


Developing countries are going to need food 
aid well into the next century. They will con- 
tinue to look to Canada, an efficient food 
producer and a major exporter of agricultural 
products, for food assistance. The Canadian 
food aid program will therefore have an im- 
portant role to play in encouraging and assist- 
ing long-term development, and in helping 
countries meet emergency food shortages.O 
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Special Programs

Partnership is the foundation of the programs 
and activities supported through the Special 
Programs Branch. These development initia- 
tives of non-governmental organizations and 
institutions (NGOs and NGIs) involve people 
in their own development in a working 
relationship of mutual respect and equality, 
fostering and strengthening links between 
Canadians and the people of the developing 
World. 


The relationship between CIDA and these 
Canadian groups has evolved into a true 
partnership as well. In 1968, Canada became 
the first country to support the development 
activities of the non-governmental sector witl 
government funds. In the intervening twenty 
years, these groups have proven very effec- 
tive because of their responsiveness to human 
needs and their independence from govern- 
ments, which gives them the flexibility to act 
quickly. 


Most of the programs of Canadian NGOs and 
institutions seek to increase the capabilities of 
their developing country partners to mobilize 
and manage their own resources. They con- 
centrate on the poorest countries and the 
poorest people within those countries, en- 
couraging self-development and self-reliance 
through programs in literacy, technical and 


skills training and managerial development. 
In supporting these programs, CIDA respects 
their independence, integrity and personality. 


Canadian fund-raising NGOs, whose 
programs are co-financed on a matching basis 
by the NGO Division, are supported by 
thousands of volunteers across Canada from 
all walks of life, who contribute their time and 
effort. They are thus linked in tangible and 
mutually beneficial ways to the people of the 
developing World through the community- 
level projects funded by their organizations. 


Canadians are directly involved as cooperants 
or advisors through programs initiated by 
volunteer-sending groups, universities, col- 
leges, professional associations, cooperatives 
and unions.The most successful of these 
programs are those in which the developing 
country partner designs and implements the 
program with input from the Canadian institu- 
tion. These programs are supported by the 
Institutional Cooperation and Develop- 
ment Services Division. 


One of the most effective means to create an 
informed citizenry in Canada about the chal- 
lenges and opportunities facing the peoples of 
the developing world is the development 
education programs Canadian NGOs and 
NGIs administer. These are supported by the 
Public Participation Program. 


The Management for Change Program 
strives to bring together Canadian senior ex- 
ecutives from a variety of constituencies, 
public and private, with two objects in mind: 
first, to explore new approaches to practical 
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management problems; and, second, to 
strengthen the managerial capacities of 
developing country managers in adapting to 
changing needs and environment. 


Since 1975, Canada has provided support to a 
number of international NGOs, many of 
whom are based in developing countries and 
in Canada, through the International NGO 
Division. The program focuses on those or- 
ganizations that complement and enhance 
other CIDA and Canadian development initia- 
tives in areas requiring the pooling of resour- 
ces and experience on an international scale. 
The program concentrates on the areas of: 
basic health and population; practical training 
and literacy; environment and human settle 
ments; dialogue on human rights. The main 
focus is capacity-building of developing 
country NGOs; however, the priority to in- 
tegrate women into the development process 
has resulted in the promotion of women into 
decision-making positions at all levels. 


Africa 2000 is a fifteen-year commitment to 
assist African recovery and long-term 
development. A $150 million fund was 
created, most of which will be disbursed 
through the Special Programs Branch. The 
largest component, Partnership Africa- 
Canada, will be managed ina highly decentral- 
ized way by aconsortium of Canadian NGOs. 
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Highlights of the year 


Major accomplishments of the Special 
Programs Branch during the year have 
reflected a fusion of the concepts outlined in 
the new strategy, “Sharing Our Future”, and 
the policies and practices of the Branch. Some 
of the notable accomplishments are: 


@ Programs for training staff in 
management, informatics,environment 
issues and women in development have 
been launched by Canadian NGOs assisted 
by a pilot grant of $200,000 from CIDA. In 
turn, the NGOs will provide similar training 
for their counterparts in developing 
countries; 

@ Canadian NGOs are increasing the 
human resource development content of the 
community level projects they support, with 
particular reference to the involvement of 
women. They are also being encouraged to 
provide increased flexibility and 
decision-making powers to their 
counterparts; 

@ Financial support was significantly 
increased to Canadian universities, colleges 
and professional associations for linkage 
projects to strengthen developing country 
partner organizations; 

@ The size of the Management for Change 
Program was increased to fund more 


projects to strengthen the managerial 
capacity, at the senior executive level, of key 
regional institutions and networks; 

@ All components of Africa 2000 moved into 
full stride: 

The Board of Directors now includes four 
African members; 

Partnership Africa-Canada, a consortium 
of over 80 NGOs, approved 176 projects 
designed to strengthen the capabilities of 
African NGOs; 

The first group of African women took up 
their scholarships in Canadian 
universities in programs ranging from 
agriculturaleconomics and business 
administration to cooperative law; 

Assistance was provided for African women 
to access credit for small enterprises; 

A program to establish working linkages 
between 11 African and Canadian 
municipalities was set up; 

The establishment of the Africa 2000 Social 
Forestry Networkwas announced by the 
Minister. The Network was initiated by 
Canada and 1s funded by four other 


donors so far: Italy, Japan, Denmark and 
Norway. It will support village- level 
projects to promote ecologically 
sustainable development; 


@ Anew five-year, $25 million Youth 
Initiatives Program was launched to 
increase the awareness of young Canadians 
of development issues through visits to 
developing countries and/or development 
education activities; 

@ Another youth-oriented program 
involved the signing of a Global Education 
Strategy with teachers’ associations in New 
Brunswick, Ontario, Quebec and Alberta, to 
introduce global education issues into 
school curricula; 

@ The Centres of Excellence Program, 
which will foster in-depth expertise in key 
development areas at eight to ten 
universities across Canada, was launched. 
These centres will be available to aid 
practitioners both within Canada and in 
developing countries.O 
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Business 


DEVELOPMENT ASSISTANCE IS BASED 
on the principle of sharing. This sharing was 
primarily the government’s concern in the 
beginning, but it has become evident that the 
participation of every part of Canadian society 
is required for it to be fully effective. 


The business community, for example, has a 
great deal to share: a myriad of skills in a wide 
variety of disciplines, and especially the 
vitality it engenders in a country’s economy. 
Moreover, it has become increasingly ap- 
parent that this vitality is the driving force 
behind the national development of many 
developing countries. 


In 1984 the Business Cooperation Branch was 
created expressly to foster this sharing which 
plays a most critical role in international 
economic development. The indispensable 
transfer of skills, technology and expertise is 
made through many mechanisms, including 
investments, joint ventures and services. 
These provide opportunities to establish last- 
ing and profitable linkages between equal 
partners, while at the same time carving out a 
place for Canada in the rapidly expanding 
markets of Asia, Latin America, the Caribbean 
and Africa. 


The Business Cooperation Branch comprises 
three divisions: the Industrial Cooperation 


Cooperation Program 


Division, the Policy and Liaison Division, and 
the Consultant and Industrial Relations 
Division. 


Industrial Cooperation Program 


Industrial growth entails investments, skills 
and experience. Developing countries need 
assistance from abroad in all these areas. The 
Canadian private sector contributes in these 
areas to a developing country’s economic 
development when it arranges long-term busi- 
ness cooperation agreements with that 
country’s private sector. 


In 1978, CIDA established the Industrial 
Cooperation Program (INC) in order to share 
the risks and costs incurred by such ventures 
and to provide support to Canadian busi- 
nesses wishing to get involved in such ac- 
tivities. The program includes various 
assistance mechanisms. For example, it can 
provide financial assistance during the pre-in- 
vestment stages, or assist companies offering 
professional services to partners in develop- 
ing countries. It can even help implement spe- 
cial activities which have an impact on the 
economic development of developing 
countries. 


Since the Industrial Cooperation Program 
was created, over 1600 companies from every 
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region of Canada have gained access to new 
markets and new resources in some 109 
developing countries. 


During the last fiscal year, INC disbursed $60 
million in financial assistance to more than 
880 projects carried out by over 450 Canadian 
businesses. These contributions were dis- 
tributed in 1988-1989 as follows: Africa and the 
Middle East, $24.5 million; Asia, $20 million; 
Central and South America, $14.6 million. 


In total, the Program co-funded 133 starter 
studies, 248 feasibility studies, 155 viability 
' studies, 77 project support activities and eight 
projects to test and adapt Canadian technol 
ogy. The Program also funded missions, semi- 
nars and exhibits. 


Policy and Systems Division 


The Policy and Systems Division contains two 
groups: the Business Policy and Liaison 
Group and the Systems and Operations 
Group. 


Business Policy and Liaison 


The Business Policy and Liaison Group per- 
forms the analytical, planning, consultative, 
and advisory functions required to improve or 
design new policies and mechanisms that will 
make optimum use of the capacity of the 
Canadian private sector to participate more 
fully in Third World development. 


The Group also systematically monitors key 
issues and maintains contact with a variety of 
organizations to keep CIDA informed, and to 
inform other government departments, of the 
aid viewpoint in relation to trade issues, con- 
cessional financing, business development 
and technology transfer. For example, it 
monitors shifts in the role of the private sector 
in development practice, studies economic 
trends (such as the emergence of Pacific 
economic cooperation), and analyzes 
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programs to strengthen private enterprise in 
the LDCs. Its main outputs are policy papers 
supporting the operation of INC, strategic 
plans to define new approaches, position state- 
ments on business issues and numerous rep- 
resentations. 


Systems and Operations 


Business Cooperation Branch was the first 
Branch in CIDA to introduce automated office 
systems and local area networking. The Sys- 
tems and Operations Group is responsible for 
providing the whole Branch with the systems 
development, user and training support 
needed to manage efficiently the industrial 
cooperation projects and financial resources 
for the business cooperation program. 


Consultant and Industrial 
Relations Division 


The Consultant and Industrial Relations 
Division is responsible for establishing and 
maintaining contacts with Canadian firms 
wishing to participate in CIDA programs. It 
registers consultants in CIDA’s directory and 
informs them about the Agency’s operations 
and about contract possibilities with CIDA or 
other agencies and institutions. 


CIDA has established a network of regional 
offices to better serve its business partners. 
Many companies have already benefited from 
the information services provided by the 
Montreal and Vancouver offices (each located 
in its city’s international trade centre). The 
Consultant and Industrial Relations Division 
also participates in trade and business shows, 
providing it with another opportunity to 
secure ties between CIDA and the private 
sector. 


The division received some 2,000 visitors and 
answered over 5,000 requests for information 


during the year. Its directory of consultants 
lists more than 6,000 individuals, firms and 
businesses.

a breakdown of the disbursements for official 
development assistance (ODA) made by the 
Canadian International Development Agency 
(CIDA), the official government agency 
responsible for administering about 75 per 
cent of Canada’s development efforts in the 
world. The major assistance contributions of 
federal departments as well as provincial 
government contributions to non-governmen- 
tal organizations and institutions are also in- 
cluded. 


The tables show disbursements of assistance 
by geographic region and do not reflect the 
groupings of countries used by CIDA for ad- 
ministrative purposes. ~ 


Official development assistance is measured 
at the time when promissory notes to interna- 


tional financial institutions are deposited with 
the Bank of Canada (commitment basis) and 
not at the time of the encashment of the notes 
(cash basis). 


All disbursements of assistance are shown 
net, i.e., minus capital repayments of earlier 
loans. In other words, they represent actual 
Canadian assistance. Terms used in the tables 
are defined in Part 2. 


The addition of the figures may differ slightly 
from the totals provided due to rounding and 
because the numbers are calculated by com- 
puter, which carries figures to several decimal 
places.

Over the years, a number of countries have had part of 
their outstanding debts rescheduled. The deferred interest 
payments are included in net Official Development 
Assistance. 


. In addition to the contributions made by CIDA, the Depart- 


ment of External Affairs makes contributions to the regular 
budgets of certain international organizations. For some of 
these organizations only a percentage of each contribution 
is considered related to development (and therefore 
assistance). The percentage (or coefficient) for each organi- 


zation is calculated by the Development Assistance Commit- 


tee (DAC) of the Organization for Economic Cooperation and 
Development (OECD). 


. In addition to these contributions to NGOs, some provincial 


and municipal governments also contribute directly to de- 
veloping countries, but these figures are not readily availa- 
ble and are not included here. 


. When Canada joined the Inter-American Development Bank 


on May 3, 1972, it agreed to return to the Bank the 
repayments (including interest) of the loans made to Latin 
America under the Canadian Trust Fund. These repayments 
are made directly from Latin American countries to the 
Bank. They are a Canadian contribution to the Bank’s Spe- 
cial Fund and are added to Canadian Official Development 
Assistance. See also Table E-2. 


5. In 1982, DAC members, including Canada, agreed that Offi- 


cial Development Assistance (ODA) figures should include 
the administrative costs of extending assistance. This 
inclusion of administrative cost data was made to improve 
the comparability of total ODA figures among donor coun- 
tries, since previously some countries were including some 
administrative costs while others were not. The administra- 
tive costs include the expenses incurred by CIDA, IDRC, 
ICOD and PCIAC, as well as External Affairs’ representatives 
working on Official Development Assistance. 


. In 1981, CIDA decided to reinforce the geographic orienta- 


tion of the organization in order to strengthen the Agency’s 
focus on the requirements of recipient countries. In other 
words, country-to-country mechanisms would be used in a 
coherent, coordinated fashion to attain the Agency’s overall 
objectives in specific countries. This is also known as the 
“country focus” approach. Country focus projects ad- 
ministered by the Special Programs Branch in 1986-87, 
1987-88, and 1988-89 amounting to $67.6 million, $80.8 
million and $103.9 million respectively, were charged to 
Government-to-Government while in previous fiscal years 
they were charged against Special Programs Branch.

Part 2 
Definitions 


Aid or Official Development Assistance 

The word “aid” or “assistance” refers only to 
flows which qualify as official development 
assistance (ODA), i.e. grants or loans undertaken 
by the official sector (see definition) with the pro- 
motion of economic development and welfare as 
main objectives. Loans are provided at concession- 
al financial terms and must have at least a 25 
per cent grant element (see definition). 


BILATERAL ASSISTANCE: When Canada maintains 
control over its contribution to such an extent that 
the decisions regarding disposal of the funds are 
taken at the discretion of Canada. 


MULTILATERAL ASSISTANCE: Contributions are 
recorded as multilateral if the recipient organization 
is active in development and if: 

a) amounts received are pooled so that they lose 
their identity and become an integral part of the 
organization’s financial assets. 

b) members of organizations are government 
representatives acting in an official capacity 
and not as individuals. 


Capital Subscriptions (Investments) 

Capital subscriptions are also known in Canada as 
“investments”. These subscriptions are assigned to 
each country when it becomes a member of an 
international institution. Shares are issued to mem- 
bers according to the amounts of their capital sub- 
scriptions. According to the articles of agreement, 
these shares are to be repurchased by the institu- 
tion when a country ceases to be a member. 


Contributions to Special Funds (Advances) 
Contributions to the special funds of financial 
institutions are known in Canada as “advances”. 
These advances are similar to capital subscrip- 
tions, but no shares are issued to member coun- 
tries. Contributions to special funds are returned 
only when a country ceases to be a member. 


Developing Countries (LDCs) 

The Development Assistance Committee of the 
Organization for Economic Cooperation and 
Development uses the following list: all countries 
and territories in Africa (except South Africa); in 
America (except the U.S. and Canada); in Asia 
(except Japan); and in Oceania (except Australia 
and New Zealand). In Europe the list comprises 
Cyprus, Gibraltar, Greece, Malta, Portugal, Turkey 
and Yugoslavia. 


Canada is helping over 100 countries, but as- 
sistance is concentrated in about 30 countries. 


Grant Element 

The grant element is an index measure of a loan’s 
degree of concessionality, or “softness”, calculated 
on the basis of interest rate, grace period (interval 
to first repayment) and maturity (interval to final 
repayment.) Specifically, the grant element is the 
difference between the face value of the loan and 
the discounted (at 10 per cent) present value of 
the service payments to be made by the borrower 
during the lifetime of the loan, expressed as a per- 
centage of the face value. Thus, the grant element 
would be nil for a loan carrying an interest rate of 
10 per cent; it would be 100 per cent for a grant; 
and it lies between these two limits for soft loans. 
(See Loans) 


Gross National Product (GNP) 

GNP is the measure of total domestic and foreign 
output claimed by residents of a country.* The as- 
sistance volume (net disbursements) of donor 
countries is expressed as a percentage of their 
GNP. In 1988-89 Canadian assistance represented 
.49 per cent of its GNP. 


* By contrast to gross domestic product (GDP), GNP excludes goods produced and 
Services rendered within its territory by non-residents. 
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Least-Developed Countries (LLDCs) 

An initial list of 25 LLDCs was defined by the 
United Nations in 1971 according to the following 
Criteria: 


i) per capita gross domestic product (GDP) below 
U.S. $100 per annum, 

ii) manufacturing under 10 per cent of GDP, 

iil) literate population (15 years and over) below 
20 per cent of total. 


Seventeen countries have since been added to this 
list by the Committee on Development Planning of 
the UN General Assembly for a total of 42 LLDCs 
(see Table L). 


Loans 
Since 1986, Canada no longer provides loans to 
developing countries. 


Official Sector 

CIDA is the official government agency that has 
the task of aiding development efforts in the 
world, but other federal departments and provincial 
governments also contribute to Canadian as- 
sistance. In our data we identify the major contri- 
butions of federal departments as well as 
provincial government contributions to non- 
governmental organizations and institutions. 
However, other smaller contributions from federal 
departments or from provincial or municipal 
governments are not included. Flows from the 
Export Development Corporation are not reported 
as ODA but as Other Official Flows (OOF).

in Africa, the Middle East and the Caribbean. 


Our international development effort reflects 
very clearly the goals, principles and priorities 
set out earlier in my mandate in Sharing Our 
Future, Canada’s strategy for official assis- 
tance: alleviating poverty, developing human 
resources, reforming economies, increasing 
the participation of women, making develop- 
ment environmentally sound, meeting basic 
needs for food and energy... and doing all this 
in ways that build partnerships, and help 
people to help themselves. 


Developing a better world is not a short-term 
project, but an ongoing work-in-progress. It 
has no foreseeable end - so it is important for 
young Canadians to understand develop- 
ment, and we took further initiatives in 1989- 
90 to make global education part of their lives. 


If our development cooperation can help the 
world deal better with its pressing problems 
in such vital areas as ecology, demographics 
and macroeconomics, we will be doing our 
part to ensure better global management, and 
all people, present and future, will share the 
profound benefits.

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President’s message 


Third World, North-South, developing and 
developed - for four decades these have been 
key terms in the language of development. 
Now, in the last decade of the twentieth cen- 
tury, their usefulness is diminished, their 
ability to capture global realities doubtful. 


In a world where some developing countries 
export cars and computers while others strug- 
gle to meet basic human needs, is it still pos- 
sible to talk about a North and a South? About 
a Third World? The questions are of more 
than semantic interest. For an aid agency like 
CIDA, they go to the very root of what we do. 


That vast region we call the Third World - 
most of Asia, Africa, Latin America and the 
Caribbean - has undergone sweeping chan- 
ges, particularly in the 80s. Divergent trends 
have been at work, creating a far more diverse 
mix of countries with increasingly complex 
needs. Some have made enormous economic 
gains and are rapidly industrializing. They 
are becoming major players in the global 
economy and important growth markets for 
Canada and other industrialized countries. 


For other nations, the path has been more 
difficult. They have endured a decade of stag- 
nation, even decline. These countries, most of 
them in Africa, continue to face the familiar 
set of development challenges - poverty, dis- 
ease, limited opportunities for education and 
employment. 


This growing diversity in the developing 
world requires a more flexible approach from 
CIDA - one that takes into account rapidly 
changing global realities. For the poorest 
countries - which remain the focus of our 
efforts - our immediate concerns are meeting 
basic needs, fighting poverty and helping to 
develop much-needed human and institution- 
al resources. 


These traditional aid objectives are still major 
concerns in our cooperation with the more 
advanced countries, where we also have an 
additional goal - to build mutually beneficial 
linkages that will survive once our aid 
relationship has wound down. This means 
encouraging the entire range of our Canadian 
partners - NGOs, the private sector and 
educational institutions - to develop closer 
bonds with their counterparts in these 
countries. 


In our relations with all of these countries, one 
issue in particular - the environment - has 
brought into sharp focus the fundamental 
truth that we share a common interest - that 
our future is inextricably linked with theirs. 
Global warming, the threat to the ozone layer, 
deforestation and desertification - all these 
issues point to the essential interdependence 
of our world and the urgent need for greater 
international cooperation. Canada’s aid pro- 
gram is one means of tackling these problems 
at the global level and is therefore very much 
an investment in our future. 


The face of the developing world has changed 
tremendously over the years, and never faster 
than in the last decade. The world of the 
twenty-first century will be shaped largely by 
change in the developing countries. As they 
continue to evolve, CIDA’s program will 
change as well, ensuring that Canada plays a 
creative role in this most crucial part of the 
world.

Annual Report 1989-90 a 


Countries receiving Canadian 
government-to-government 
assistance in 1989-90 


As approved by Parliament, the Official Development 
Assistance (ODA) Program is one of the main 
instruments with which Canada advances the goal of 
international social justice. The assistance program seeks 
to support the efforts of developing countries in fostering 
economic and social programs, placing emphasis on 
poorer developing countries and the needy within 
developing countries. These objectives are pursued 
through official bilateral (government-to-government) 
channels, multilateral development institutions and 
support of the development activities of non-governmental 
organizations and institutions and the private sector. 
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Development has been defined as a process by which 
societies change so that they are able to meet the basic 
needs of their populations, in a way that is sustainable 
in the long term and is based largely on indigenous 
resources and values. 


Introduction 


1989-1990 — A MEMORABLE YEAR 
—a year of increasingly fast-paced events 
which redrew the political and economic map 
of the world. While countries in the Eastern 
Bloc leaned toward democracy and a market 
economy, and a new Europe emerged, the 
process toward peace and democracy was 
being strengthened in Central America, Viet- 
namese troops withdrew from Cambodia, the 
first elected assembly in Namibia prepared to 
draft the country’s constitution, and new hope 
dawned for a negotiated settlement in South 
Africa. Meanwhile, conflicts, fueled by 
violence and uprisings, did not disappear; 
they claimed many victims in 1989-1990, in 
China and Ethiopia, among other countries. 


In the world economy, there was a marked 
increase in South-South disparities, creating 
a great gulf between the least-developed 
countries and those developing countries in 
which an economic upturn is well under way. 
The former are mainly in Africa and the latter 
are principally in Southeast Asia, where good 
economic strategies and a high rate of invest- 
ment have fostered rapid growth. For many 
countries in Africa and South Asia, the reduc- 
tion in revenues was due to such factors as 
debt repayment, the need to carry out struc- 
tural changes and reduce government deficits, 
mediocre trade terms and, in some cases, 
natural disasters. Although Latin America 
and the Caribbean were affected by similar 
troubles, they experienced slight improve- 
ments in regional trade. 


For developed countries, 1989-1990 was the 


seventh consecutive year of growth since the 
1981-82 recession, but a shadow was cast over 
the year’s end with the prospect of a new 
recession. Over the course of the year, the 
globalization of business and production was 
highlighted, and new economic opportunities 
were created. Canada prepared to face the 
future, on the one hand, by signing a free trade 
agreement with the United States, and on the 
other hand, by making a solid effort to im- 
prove the country’s finances, beginning with 
budget cuts to reduce the deficit that is strain- 
ing the economy. 


The events which occurred during 1989-1990 
and the pace at which they occurred sent an 
unequivocal message to the world that noth- 
ing is impervious to external forces, forces that 
are growing with increasing speed. While bor- 
ders are a continuing source of conflict, they 
are so penetrable that most major problems — 
social, economic, environmental or medical— 
really have become world problems, and they 
cannot be solved unless we share the manage- 
ment of our planet. 


The state of the world and the phenomenon of 
globalization also have implications for 
Canada’s Official Development Assistance 
program and for the Canadian International 
Development Agency (CIDA)! — the agency 
principally responsible for administering it.

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It is impossible to be unaffected by the course 
of world events. It is absolutely imperative, 
therefore, that development cooperation have 
the active support of all Canadians. During 
the year, a national consulting committee was 
set up to direct efforts being made to inform 
and sensitize Canadians. The Youth Initia- 
tives program was launched with this aim in 
1988 and became fully operational this year. 
CIDA’s Communications Branch set up the 
Development Information program, whose 
publications are aimed at making Canadians 
more aware of major planetary issues. In 
1989, centres of excellence were created in 
Montreal and Calgary to improve the quality 
of Canadian cooperation in the future, and to 
train the experts required. 


In this context of globalization, coordinated 
and concerted efforts at an international level 
are essential in formulating development as- 
sistance policies. Numerous talks concerning 
development policies were held among donor 
countries, including the Canada-Japan 
dialogue in Tokyo, the General Meeting of the 
Inter-American Development Bank in 
Montreal, and the Commonwealth and Fran- 
cophonie Summits. Countries continued to 
pool their resources for multilateral projects, 
through contributions to multilateral institu- 
tions” such as the Asian Development Bank 
and the World Health Organization, among 
others. Contributions for1989-90 were valued 
at $909 million. 


The total Canadian development assistance 
budget was $2.8 billion in 1989-90, despite 
budget constraints which slowed growth. 
CIDA administers most of that amount, 
making decisions on how it is distributed and 
setting priorities for allocating it based on 
economic and social circumstances. A large 
portion of bilateral assistance (45 per cent) for 
1989-1990 was allocated to supporting African

countries trying to meet their basic needs, 
while courageously undergoing necessary 
reforms. The Asia program, which includes 
Laos, Cambodia and Viet Nam as of January 
1990, is devoted, on the one hand, to alleviat- 
ing the poverty of the world’s poorest countries 
and people — and they number in the millions 
— and on the other hand, to supporting 
developing countries at the “take-off” point in 
their economies. Assistance extended through 
partnership links helps these latter countries 
to join the ranks of developed countries and to 
one day become donor countries themselves, 
as Japan has done, for example. Debt relief 
and human rights were the priorities of a new 
strategy approved in 1989-90 for the Americas 
(13 per cent). 


The primary and unwavering objective of the 
Canadian program remains the battle against 
poverty. The problem of poverty is so wide- 
ranging, however, that ecology, demographics 
and macro-economics must be taken into con- 
sideration for the battle to be effective. In 
1989-1990, the environment played an even 
larger role, as much at the multilateral level 
as the bilateral level. One-quarter of the 
bilateral projects this year were directly re- 
lated to the environment: a survey of natural 
resources in the Western Caribbean; an in- 
ventory of aerial photographs of Cameroon’s 
forests; support for Indonesia’s environmental 
management program; and a new restoration 
project in Sri Lanka — a wide variety of 
projects based on the principle that environ- 
mental protection is a sine qua non of develop- 
ment. A series of workshops was held in the 
fall of 1989 to assist project planners in 
vigorously applying this principle, as required 
by the Agency’s directives. 


The world’s population increased by 90 million 
people during 1989-1990. This increase will be 
repeated every year this decade, further 
stressing the increasingly fragile ecosystem. 
This prospect gave rise to the recommenda- 
tion that CIDA redirect a large part of its 
resources toward controlling population 
growth. In 1989-1990, the Agency contributed 
to the United Nations Population Fund, 
CELADE (Latin American Demographic 
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Centre), the International Planned Paren- 
thood Federation (IPPF), and other associa- 
tions and groups pursuing the same objective. 


In terms of the economy, CIDA’s long-term 
goal is to increase productivity, without which 
there is no real economic progress. This goal 
was pursued on two levels: by carrying out 
various programs aimed at increasing the 
production capacity of poor people; and by 
providing assistance to governments to boost 
their national economies. In 1989-1990, the 
Government of Canada forgave the debt in- 
curred through development assistance of a 
number of member countries of La Fran- 
cophonie and the Commonwealth; and CIDA 
made human and financial resources avail- 
able to several countries in Africa and Latin 
America undergoing structural adjustment. 
This structural adjustment assistance con- 
sisted principally of providing essential com- 
modities, such as wheat to Tanzania, or lines 
of credit, to the Andes region and Ghana, 
among others. In addition, CIDA established 
programs to protect the most vulnerable 
groups from the negative repercussions of ad- 
justment policies. The Agency also provided 
financing for the infrastructure (road and 
telecommunications systems, and so forth) 
needed for economic recovery. 


In a healthy economy, the poor are able to 
produce if they are given the means. CIDA 
endeavored to give them the means through 
various projects, such as improving agricul- 
tural practices in Lesotho, a country that lives 
by its agriculture; setting up a program for 
access to credit aimed at African women; 
providing management training for micro- 
projects; or setting up cooperatives. CIDA’s 
Business Cooperation Branch contributed to 
the transfer of capital and expertise by en- 
couraging Canada’s private sector to establish 
business links with the private sectors of 
developing countries. 


Alongside these projects that will improve the 
lives of the very poor in the long term, CIDA 
has implemented or supported many other 
projects which have already improved living 
standards and health conditions, particularly 
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in the least fortunate countries. For example, 
there are numerous rural development 
projects, such as the one in Bangladesh, the 
second phase of which involves setting up 139 
cooperatives; there are health care projects in 
Nepal, water supply projects in Ethiopia, and 
there are urban projects which are becoming 
more and more indispensable in view of the 
current intense rate of urbanization in 
developing countries. 


CIDA partners, who represent nearly every 
sector of Canadian society, have played a large 
role in the Agency’s achievements. The - 
Canadian Bar Association participated in set- 
ting up a model for human rights laws in 
Cameroon; McGill University collaborated in 
an AIDS prevention program in Haiti, and so 
on. Institutions, cooperatives, unions, profes- 
sional associations and municipalities are all 
doing their part. Non-governmental organiza- 
tions involved in development merit a special 
mention. They collected close to $200 million 
from the Canadian public this year, and with 
CIDAs assistance, carried out a multitude of 
projects. 


Each group brought and, in particular, shared 
its expertise. The Seva Service Society of Van- 
couver made it possible for Nepal to set up and 
administer its own campaign to eradicate 
blindness. Taking advantage of human 
resources truly is the cornerstone of develop- 
ment; it is this focus which drives the training 
aspect of each project, and the large number 
of education and bursary programs. Whether 
these projects are undertaken or simply sup- 
ported by CIDA, they are generally carried out 
by Canadian universities and colleges. This 
year, Canada received an honorary award 
from Thailand for its contribution to educa- 
tion in that country. It must be underscored 
that in the area of education, as in other 
domains, CIDA strictly applied its policy of 
integrating women in development. 


While CIDA emphasizes future self-sufficien- 
cy, its mandate also includes meeting immedi- 
ate and urgent needs in times of human 
conflict and natural disasters. Civil strife in 
Asia, drought in Africa, hurricanes in the 


Caribbean, flooding in Bangladesh — CIDA 
brought aid from Canada to the victims of all 
of these disasters. 


Domestically, 1989-1990 marked a turning 
point for the Agency, as decentralization of 
bilateral programs became operational. The 
transfer of authority to teams in the field 
began in 1988 in nine geographic regions. 
Initial evaluations conducted in Francophone 
Africa, the Philippines and the Caribbean 
revealed that the quality of the programs had 
improved and that they had become more 
efficient. Everything seems to indicate that 
decentralization is producing the desired 
results. 


Just as the fields of intervention vary, 
management methods, types of activities, and 
the nature of operations vary according to a 
country’s needs and the context in which the 
assistance program must operate. Develop- 
ment assistance requires great flexibility; it is 
a difficult and complex task which, along the 
way, encounters a multitude of problems and 
constraints; but of all of Canada’s interven- 
tions worldwide, it draws the highest degree 
of approval in the country. As in past years, 
Canadians were tremendously supportive of 
development in 1989-1990. 
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Anglophone Africa 


THE AFRICAN CONTINENT, HOME 
to 27 of the world’s 40 least developed 
countries, may prove to be the most difficult 
development challenge facing the world today. 


Most African countries have witnessed a sig- 
nificant drop in per capita income and food 
production during the last decade, due to 
events aggravated by high population growth, 
political turmoil in southern Africa, the AIDS 
pandemic, a debt-service ratio estimated to 
exceed 50 per cent of annual export earnings 
and environmental degradation. 


Anglophone Africa’s core programming ex- 
tends to six countries (Egypt, Ghana, Kenya, 
Tanzania, Zambia and Zimbabwe) and one 
regional grouping: the Southern African 
Development Coordination Conference 
(SADCC).’ CIDA also provides other more 
limited bilateral programming to the Horn of 
Africa as well as to a number of other sub- 
Saharan African countries, black South Africans 
and various development institutions operating 
regionally in Africa. 


In 1989-90, CIDA’ program in Anglophone 
Africa focused on several priority themes, in- 
cluding economic reform and structural ad- 
justment, poverty alleviation, human 
resource development, food security and the 
rehabilitation and maintenance of infrastruc- 
ture. The dominant theme in CIDA’s

programming remains one of structural ad- 
justment, with a growing emphasis on 
development programming designed to 
reduce the social and human costs of economic 
reform. CIDA has provided quick-disbursing 
aid in the form of lines of credit and commodities 
— for example, to Ghana, Tanzania, Uganda, 
Malawi, Mozambique and Zambia. On a sec- 
toral basis, Anglophone Africa Branch disburse- 
ments were concentrated on energy, agriculture, 
education/human resource development, 
transportation and general economic support. 


During 1989-90, CIDA disbursed a total of 
$195.8 million for its entire bilateral 
Anglophone Africa program. 


Egypt 


Egypt is facing major challenges in population 
growth, a declining resource base, environ- 
mental deterioration and foreign debt. Within 
this economic environment, CIDA has main- 
tained its goal of promoting social and 
economic development. Of particular note is 
the Integrated Soil and Water Improvement 
project, which accounted for approximately 
one-third of the development assistance 
transferred to Egypt in 1989-90. The year 
was also highlighted by the opening of the Aga 
Plant, a manufacturing facility for 
polyurethane irrigation pipe. The Aga Plant 
project also provided installation and training 
for a complete computer-assisted design sys- 
tem to prepare engineering designs for 
drainage works.

Ghana 


In April 1983, Ghana signed an agreement 
with the International Monetary Fund (IMF) 
to begin a structural adjustment program to 
redress its cyclical economic downturn. CIDA 
has played a key role in supporting Ghana’s 
subsequent recovery and in encouraging other 
donors to provide additional assistance. 
During 1989-90, CIDA continued to provide 
support for structural adjustment programs 
and food aid. CIDA provided support to the 
Ghana Foreign Exchange Auction System as 
well as the Program of Action to Mitigate the 
Social Costs of Adjustment. At the project 
level, three components of the CUSO Women 
in Development project have become fully 
operational: a revolving loan fund, the opera- 
tion of three resource centres in the northern 
and upper regions and a fund for research on 
issues of concern to women in Ghana. Among 
the projects approved this year are: the 
Ghana Water and Sewerage Corporation As- 
sistance project for water sector improve- 
ments in northern Ghana and the Grains 
Development project, Phase III to support 
Ghana’s efforts to attain food security. 
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Kenya 


Kenya continued to record steady economic 
progress with the support of an IMF-sanc- 
tioned structural adjustment program. 
CIDA’s development support in Kenya is con- 
centrated on energy, rural development and 
human resources development. Achieve- 
ments for 1989-90 included the construction of 
100 km of rural access roads and the provision 
of university-level training. During the year, 
CIDA provided assistance for the implemen- 
tation of the second phase of the General 
Training Fund project (GTF II), which 
provides Kenyan public sector employees with 
post-secondary technical and academic train- 
ing in universities across Canada as well as 
with training assignments in Kenya. In 1989- 
90, the GTF II supported 48 Kenyan civil ser- 
vants in Canada, including 18 women, and 19 
women students in Kenya. 


Tanzania 


In 1986, Tanzania reached an agreement with 
the IMF for an economic recovery program.

Canada has endorsed this structural adjust- 
ment program and has concentrated its assis- 
tance in the agriculture, transport and energy 
sectors. The most notable project in 1989-90 
was the Tanzania-Canada Wheat project 
(TCWP), which achieved output levels of 
50,000 MT - approximately 40 per cent of 
Tanzania’s consumption. CIDA continues to 
provide balance of payments support in the 
form of commodities, including import sup- 
port and spare parts. 


Zambia 


Until 1975, Zambia was one of the most 
prosperous countries of sub-Saharan Africa. 
Acollapse in copper prices, oil price shocks and 
unsuccessful efforts at diversification have led 
to economic decline. In 1990, Zambia began 
the road to economic recovery when it adopted 
an internationally accepted structural adjust- 
ment program. Canada was one of the first 
donors to respond with interim balance of 
payments support and pledges of further as- 


sistance. CIDA is playing a decisive role in the 
economic restructuring by providing (for up to 
three years) a senior Bank of Canada official 
as Governor of the Bank of Zambia. As Gover- 
nor of Zambia’s central bank, a Canadian will 
occupy perhaps the most influential and im- 
portant economic policy-making position in 
Zambia during this key period in the country’s 
history. 


Zimbabwe 


Zimbabwe is potentially one of the richest 
nations in Africa, being well endowed with 
natural resources (fertile soils and minerals) 
and a relatively large skilled labor force. Ef- 
fects of drought, heavy borrowing after inde- 
pendence and falling world commodity prices 
have slowed economic growth. Canada’s 
bilateral assistance program focuses on three 
key aspects of the Zimbabwean economy: 
human resource development, developing the 
capacity to manage natural resource extrac- 
tion responsibly, and support for the private 
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sector by providing lines of credit for 
Canadian goods and equipment. Each year, 
over 100 Canadian suppliers respond to or- 
ders placed by Zimbabwean business through 
the line of credit project. 


Horn of Africa 


The Horn of Africa (Ethiopia, Sudan, Djibouti 
and Somalia) continued to suffer from civil 
strife, drought and famine. Food aid and 
humanitarian relief comprised the major por- 
tion of CIDA’s assistance to the area. In 
Ethiopia, operational projects focused on 
potable water, community health and reset- 
tlement. The Southern Region Rural Water 
Supply and Sanitation project installed new 
water supply systems and provided manage- 
ment and technical training. Part of the train- 
ing component made provision for 19 civil 
engineering students to be trained in India 
and five engineers and social scientists to con- 
duct post-graduate training in Canada. 


Southern African Development 
Coordination Conference 


Since its inception in 1980, SADCC has 
formed a strong regional presence. In 1983 
SADCC became a programming unit and has 
received continued support from CIDA for 
projects related to agriculture, energy, human 
resources development, transport and com- 
munications. During 1989-90, CIDA decentral- 
ized its SADCC program to Harare, creating 
closer links with its development partners and 
shortening response time to requests. 


Projects approved during 1989-90 included 
Phase II of the Lesotho Dairy, Phase II of the 
Sorghum and Millet Research Unit, the Rail 
Transport Sector Program and the University 
of Botswana/University of Manitoba Institu- 
tional Linkage. In addition, more than 50,000 
tonnes of food aid was delivered to Angola, 
Malawi and Mozambique, of which 14,000 
tonnes was designated for emergency assis- 
tance. Rehabilitation and infrastructure 
development projects underway during the fis- 
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cal year contributed to the reconditioning of 
100 km of the Limpopo rail line in Mozambique 
and 300 km of the Zimbabwe-Botswana Inter- 
connector line (220 Kv). CIDA, in partnership 
with several other donors, contributed to a 
power supply project in the relatively secure 
Beira Corridor linking Zimbabwe and Mozam- 
bique. Power supply to Beira had been persist- 
ently interrupted by guerilla attacks since 1982, 
resulting in power outages in excess of 100 days 
per year. CIDAs rapid provision of conductors, 
insulators and line hardware was instrumental 
in completing the Beira Corridor Power Supply 
project. In 1989, following commissioning of the 
relocated line, Beira experienced only 10 days of 
interrupted power. 


Regional initiatives 


CIDA contributed to regional initiatives in 
Anglophone Africa including the Inter- 
Governmental Authority on Drought and 
Development, the International Maize and 
Wheat Improvement Centre, the Internation- 
al Centre for Tropical Agriculture, the African 
Economic Research Consortium, the Africa 
Medical Education and Research Foundation, 
the North-South Institute’s structural adjust- 
ment studies program and Harvard 
University’s international relief/development 
project. CIDA has also contributed to an inter- 
national research project which aims to find a 
method for biologically controlling locusts and 
grasshoppers. 


South Africa 


Canada has a development assistance pro- 
gram for the disadvantaged population in 
South Africa. Now in its second year, the 
Canadian Education Program for South 
Africa (CEPSA) aims to assist the dis- 
enfranchised majority in order to prepare 
them for full participation in a post-apartheid 
society. Also through CEPSA, the Canadian 
embassy funds community-based educational 
and training opportunities inside South 
Africa, as well as establishing linkages be- 
tween Canadian trade unions and their South 


African partner organizations to train their 
membership in work-related issues. Through 
funds made available through CEPSA, the 
South Africa Education Trust Fund provides 
South Africans an opportunity to pursue 
education and training in Canada.

OF TH ECON TIN UlTEN GC 
economic crisis in Africa, African governments 
are unable to foresee any improvement in 
conditions in the short term. The situation is 
especially difficult for the populations of these 
countries. In addition, the wave of democracy 
sweeping Eastern European countries is 
shaking some African nations, whose people 
are calling for more democracy. Their govern- 
ments are having to look beyond issues like 
public financing, monetary policies, prices and 
markets, to tackle fundamental problems con- 
cerning human resources, institutions, busi- 
ness management, the environment, growth 
and distribution of the population and tech- 
nology. One fact remains: Africans are nearly 
as poor today as they were 30 years ago. 


Governments in Africa are facing enormous 
challenges. Without a concerted effort and 
assistance from aid organizations, they will be 
unable to improve conditions and become full 
partners with developed countries. 


More and more, finding viable solutions 
depends on consultation, and the participa- 
tion within a closer association, of African 
countries, in formulating development 
policies and strategies that are truly African. 


Strategy: an overview 


Canada must continue to play a role in any 
deliberations, while at the same time carrying 
out activities, projects and programs aimed at 
alleviating poverty. 


Measures which were adopted in 1988-1989 
in accordance with CIDA’s priorities and ac- 
tivities in Francophone Africa were ongoing in 
1989-1990. 


Francophone Africa programs will continue to 
have a three-tiered approach: 


1) macro-economic, principally in support of 
structural adjustment programs; 


2) micro-economic, through community- 
based development, with increased 
measures adopted in areas such as micro- 
projects and soil management; and 


3) development of physical and human re- 
sources, with particular emphasis on food 
security, energy supplies, improving and 
maintaining infrastructures, protecting the 
environment and fighting desertification. 


In 1989-90, Canada was steadfast in its sup- 
port for structural adjustment programs. It 
participated in several programs and made 
human and financial resources available to 
several African countries to enable them to 
stabilize government spending. 


Francophone Africa continued to work in such 
traditional sectors as agriculture, energy and 
human resources development. Nearly all 
CIDA fellowships available to non-Canadians 
were awarded in the human resources 
development sector. CIDA’s orientation in this 
sector is aimed at increasing the quality and 
quantity of technical and professional human 
resources, through improving opportunities to

specialize and through the quality of 
programs offered in these countries. These 
goals will be accomplished by providing tech- 
nical and financial assistance in this sector to 
schools and universities. 


Highlights 


In 1989-1990, bilateral assistance disburse- 
ments to Francophone Africa amounted to 
$208.6 million for 344 operational projects. 
Disbursements to the main recipients, includ- 
ing bilateral food aid, were as follows: 
Cameroon, $24.4 million; Senegal, $22.9 mil- 
lion; Mali, $17.6 million; Niger, $15.7 million; 
Zaire, $15.6 million; Rwanda, $11.1 million; 
Burkina Faso, $10.1 million; Gabon, $8.9 mil- 
lion; and Céte dIvoire, $8.5 million. Other 
countries receiving substantial Canadian con- 
tributions included: Morocco, $7.2 million; 
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Tunisia, $4.6 million; and Algeria, $3.3 mil- 
lion. Disbursements for the regional Sahel 
program amounted to $5.8 million. 


As in the past, Canada was generous in its 
contributions of food aid, providing $24.1 mil- 
lion in supplies such as wheat, vegetable oil, 
skim milk powder and dried or salt fish. 


Some 67 projects worth $310 million were 
completed in Francophone Africa, including 
27 under the Canadian Fund for Local Initia- 
tives worth a total of $4.4 million. In addition, 
53 projects valued at $217.2 million were ap- 
proved. The main areas of activity, in terms of 
the number of approved projects, were as fol- 
lows: economic and financial support, in- 
dustrial and institutional support, agriculture 
and natural resources, social development, 
transportation and communications and 
energy.

EXAMPLES OF PROJECTS 
APPROVED IN 1989-1990 


Sahel-Cote d’Ivoire program 


The main areas of activity in the Sahel, in 
terms of the number of projects, were as fol- 
lows: agriculture and natural resources, 
economic and financial support, institutional 
support, social development and energy. 


In Mali, extreme poverty in the intervention 
zone called for a rural integrated development 
project, Kaarta III. The success of the preced- 
ing phases of this project, particularly in 
maintaining the socio-economic balance, has 
been a key factor in the development of this 
relatively underpopulated region. 


In Burkina Faso, an evaluation completed in 
1988 concluded that the micro-project pro- 


gram, which has been in existence for six 
years, is an appropriate, flexible and efficient 
mechanism for making direct contact with 
target groups of people, since it responds 
quickly to their needs and allows them to be 
actively involved in implementing their small 
development projects. Moreover, the 
program’s orientations have coincided with 
the countrys development objectives and 
Canada’s cooperation strategy for the Sahel. 
The project aims to support local communities 
in their efforts to create, implement and 
manage small, local development projects. 


In Niger, the fifth phase of a vegetation cover 
stabilization project was approved. This 
project aims to help Niger attain food self-suf- 
ficiency through plant protection, by training 
monitors, protecting seed storage and sup- 
porting applied research. 
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Cameroon program 


This year four projects became operational, 
the sectors of activity being institutional sup- 
port and transportation. 


In Cameroon, the goal of the Social Dimensions 
of Structural Adjustment project is to increase 
the effectiveness of government programs 
aimed at people most deprived by the crisis and 
the structural adjustment program. 


Zaire-Rwanda program 


The main areas of activity in terms of the 
number of projects are as follows: industry, 
institutional support, economic and financial 
support and agriculture. 


Rwanda devoted itself to diversifying its 
economy in order to create employment and 
speed up growth in the country. This was 
achieved mainly through industrialization 
and human resources development. It en- 
countered constraints requiring structural 
adjustment. Canada’s contribution through 
the Structural Adjustment Assistance pro- 
gram consists of a general line of credit made 
available to two target groups: ordinary im- 
porters and ministries. It includes parallel 
financing with the Export Development Cor- 
poration (EDC) for an electricity project. 


In Zaire, a project supporting agricultural 
cooperatives in Nord-Kivu aims to help set up 
and consolidate cooperatives to be used in 
marketing local agricultural produce. 
UCOOPANOKI was the principal cooperative 
organization in Nord-Kivu; however, it con- 
sisted of only 1,200 members in three out of six 
administrative regions of the department. In 
order to guarantee revenues for producers 
and regular supplies for consumers, therefore, 
it was crucial that the cooperative movement 
in the region be strengthened. 
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Senegal-Guinea program 


For the financial year 1989-1990, the main 
areas of activity, in terms of the number of 
projects, were as follows: economic and finan- 
cial support, social development and, on equal 
footing, agriculture, transportation and in- 
stitutional support. 


In Senegal, phase five of the “Ecole polytech- 
nique de Thiés” project aims to consolidate the 
establishment of the Ecole polytechnique in 
view of Canada’s impending withdrawal. 
Canada has collaborated with the “Ecole 
polytechnique de Thiés” since 1970, as part of 
its country-to-country cooperation program. 
The institution provided instruction in civil 
and mechanical engineering and includes not 
only Senegalese students, but also students 
from neighboring countries. 


For several years, the Guinean Government 
has demonstrated a concern for improving the 
country’s human resources. This has coin- 
cided with Canada’s cooperation policies in 
which human resources development is con- 
sidered to be essential for developing 
countries. Through a grant and training al- 
lowance project, Canada will contribute fund- 
ing toward manager training, scholarships, 
administration services and travel costs for 
Guinean trainees. 


Regional program 


The regional program includes numerous 
countries where there is less Canadian inter- 
vention than for other programs. The main 
areas of activity for the regional program are as 
follows: economic and financial support, in- 
dustrial and institutional support, agriculture 
and natural resources and social development. 


In Algeria, by the end of the 1980s, it was 
crucial for the government to make agro-in- 
dustry its top priority. There were two reasons 
for this. A weak petroleum market no longer 
guaranteed the valuable foreign currency it 
needed to purchase food imports, as it had 
done in the 1970s; and there was increasing 


urbanization, accompanied by an increasing 
number of mouths to feed. The quality control 
project for agro-industry products aims to con- 
tribute toward establishing an efficient food 
inspection system for products on the interna- 
tional market, by financing the cost of techni- 
cal assistance and of training agro-industry 
technicians in Canada. 


In Morocco, a project involving the wholesale 
market in the urban community of Casablan- 
ca aims to expand the market’s management 
and automate its administrative and financial 
services. This project was chosen to be a pilot 
project and demonstration model for other 
cities also having supply management 
problems in the large African centres. 
Canada’s contribution will contribute to 
financing technical assistance, purchasing 
transportation equipment and instructing 
people who use it, as well as training managers 
of the wholesale market in Casablanca. 


EXAMPLES OF ACHIEVEMENTS 
FOR 1989-1990 


The following is a description of some of the 
projects achieved during the 1989-1990 fiscal 
year in CIDA’s main sectors of activity. 


Agriculture 


In Rwanda’s agricultural sector, the Mutara 
Valley Rural Development project enabled 
450 hectares of marshland to be turned into a 
newly cultivated surface area. Nearly 640 
families were then relocated to the surround- 
ing irrigated region, and every plot of land is 
now being worked by either owners or 
tenants. The project was deemed a “success” 
regarding agricultural development, and “ac- 
ceptable” in terms of building infrastructures. 


Education 


In Senegal, the annual scholarship program 
increased the quantity and quality of 
Senegalese human resources working in key 
development sectors. The project enabled 


239.5 scholarship-years to be awarded, with 
119 Senegalese scholarship recipients study- 
ing in the following areas: 18 Senegalese 
professionals studied at four universities in 
the province of Quebec; 91 Senegalese profes- 
sionals received instruction in Senegal at six 
institutions of higher learning; and eight 
scholarship recipients studied in developing 
countries, including six in Morocco and two in 
Cameroon. ~ 


Communication 


Through the West African Telecommunica- 
tions Network, CIDA assisted in establishing 
a telephone communications corridor linking 
Senegal, Mali. Burkina Faso, Niger and Benin 
by radio waves. Today, PANAFTEL-CIDA is 
one of the most proficient networks in Africa 
and is maintained and managed by Africans. 
The project achieved its objective by providing 
these countries with a micro-wave network for 
telephone communications. 


Transportation 


Through the Régifer project to repair locomo- 
tives in Cameroon, Régifercam has been able 
to continue to service all moving parts. Two 
locomotives have been refurbished and a 
batch of spare parts has been provided. 


Forests 


In Cameroon, the aim of the photography-car- 
tography-forestry project was to create the 
basic implements required for working in the 
forestry sector. With the completion of this 
project, CENADEFOR is better equipped to 
fulfill its mandate of developing the forests, 
and of promoting wood and agriculture. Sixty- 
one per cent of the land has been mapped 
using aerial photographs. Ten Cameroonian 
technicians have completed technical training 
in film development and film quality verifica- 
tion, as well as in making templates. A facility 
was constructed for storing films, negatives 
and maps.

Americas 


IN 1989-90, CABINET APPROVED 
a new long-term strategy in Latin America, 
the objective of which is the promotion of 
Canadian priorities such as democracy and 
human rights, debt reduction and economic 
development, environmental protection and 
international trade. The Canadian aid pro- 
gram in the Americas promotes these mutual 
interests by supporting economic recovery, the 
efforts of the poor to expand their productivity, 
the development of industrial and natural 
resources, and the development of partner- 
ships through the strengthening of national 
and regional institutions. 


The Prime Minister, at the Commonwealth 
Heads of Government Meeting in March 
1990, announced the intention of the Govern- 
ment of Canada to forgive outstanding official 
development assistance debts owed by Com- 
monwealth Caribbean countries. Earlier in 
the year, on January 4, 1990, Canadian mem- 
bership in the Organization of American 
States (OAS) was ratified. 


CIDA’s total bilateral, or government-to- 
government, contribution to the Americas in 
1989-90 was $157 million, including $21 mil- 
lion in food aid. Program decentralization 
continued. The office in Bridgetown, Bar- 
bados operated for its second year in the East- 
ern Caribbean and that of San Jose, Costa Rica 
completed its first year of administering 
decentralized programs for Central America. 


Although economic restructuring and the 
region’s overwhelming debt are still major 
issues, there is overall a clear improvement in 


the region's terms of trade and a slight reduc- 
tion in the debt burden. Canada is providing 
balance of payments assistance through lines 
of credit and is continuing its efforts in poverty 
alleviation. The majority of countries 
throughout the region have made progress 
towards democratization and respect for 
human rights, and have begun to move 
towards market and private sector-oriented 
economic strategies, restoring investor con- 
fidence and reducing inflation. As in most 
parts of the world, environmental degradation 
continues, owing to rapid population growth 
and urbanization, deforestation, and largely 
unregulated manufacturing, agricultural and 
mining activities. 


Andes region 


CIDAs aid program to the Andes region is 
geared primarily towards line-of-credit 
projects designed to support balance of pay- 
ments and generate counterpart funds. Dis- 
bursements for this year went to purchase 
mining, oil and gas and telecommunications 
equipment and for food aid (canola oil and 
wheat). Funds generated from the local sale 
of these commodities went to socially oriented 
projects directed at the region’s poor. In Peru, 
the counterpart fund disbursed the equivalent 
of over $5 million on 17 projects benefitting 
over 250,000 poor people directly and another 
380,000 indirectly in the agricultural, health 
and social services and small business sectors. 
Other projects in the region helped to build 
5,000 modest homes for 30,000 poor people, 
equip 30 health clinics, vaccinate 3,800,000

pregnant women and children, train 5,600 
nursing mothers and carry out prenatal 
monitoring for 1,560,000 women. 


Guyana and the Commonwealth 
Caribbean region 


Guyana is in the midst of a rigorous program 
of economic recovery and reform, clearing its 
arrears with such international financial in- 
stitutions as the World Bank. This has made 
Guyana eligible once again for loans from 
these banks and has also resulted in increased 
bilateral support from other donors. CIDA’s 
program emphasizes balance of payments as- 
sistance through commodity lines of credit for 
fertilizers, petroleum products and industrial 
inputs. Counterpart funds, generated from 
these lines of credit, are being used for social 
programming to help the groups most affected 
by the current austerity measures. CIDA has 
also provided Canadian paper for primary 
school exercise books, and encouraged 
Canadian NGO activities in Guyana. 


On a regional level, environmental issues, 
particularly in relation to the sustainability 
and growth of tourism, are an important con- 
sideration in future economic development. 
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Current region-wide projects include the 
Caribbean Airport Security Program, the 
Caribbean Regional Program on AIDS, the 
ongoing rehabilitation of nine airports in the 
wake of Hurricane Hugo and a long-term 
Caribbean economic viability study. 


Jamaica and Belize 


Canada provided Jamaica with a high level of 
balance of payments support in 1989-90. In 
addition, as part of its Caribbean debt forgive- 
ness initiative, Canada cancelled all 
Jamaican ODA loans. Canada also main- 
tained ongoing assistance in human resource 
and institutional development with the 
Bureau of Women’s Affairs, the College of 
Arts, Science and Technology, the Ministry of 
Construction, Bustamante Children’s Hospi- 
tal and the Ministry of Energy/Jamaica Public 
Service Corporation. In recognition of the im- 
portance of the environment to Jamaican 
economic development, particularly following 
Hurricane Gilbert in 1988, CIDA supported 
the preparation of a National Conservation 
Strategy in collaboration with the UN 
Development Program. In all, Canada 
ranked second among bilateral donors in 
terms of disbursements to Jamaica in 1989-

Eastern Caribbean region 


The Eastern Caribbean program, which in- 
cludes the Leeward and Windward Islands, is 
managed by the CIDA office in Bridgetown, 
Barbados. CIDA is concentrating its efforts in 
this region on human resource development, 
social infrastructure development, the en- 
vironment and structural adjustment. The 
objectives of CIDA’s program are sustained 
economic growth and development, improved 
employment opportunities, greater social 
equity and consolidation of past gains. 
Economic growth for the region in recent 
years has averaged 4 per cent per year, with a 
growing tourism sector on many of the is- 
lands. Though prospects for economic growth 
remain good, they are constrained by environ- 
mental degradation, the continuing decline of 
major CARICOM markets and the emergence 
of competitive and restrictive extra-regional 
trading blocs. 


Projects in the Eastern Caribbean include as- 
sistance to the Natural Resources Database 
($2.7 million over two years), to provide aerial 
photography training and equipment; a 
project to provide institutional support to ex- 
pand tourism in Nelson’s Dockyard National 
Park in Antigua ($4.95 million over two 
years); a $4.76 million project to upgrade the 
Grenada cocoa industry; the Roseau Basin 
Water Development II project, which aims to 
provide a reliable water supply to the 
northwest region of St. Lucia to the year 2010 
($22 million); a project to provide infrastruc- 
ture for the Diamond Industrial Estate in St. 
Vincent as a basis for light manufacturing 
($3.6 million); and a project to manage and 
protect St. Vincent’s forest resources ($4.52 
million over five years). 


Haiti 


Due to current political instability, develop- 
ment activities in Haiti are being im- 
plemented through non-governmental 
organizations and institutions. Their ac- 
tivities in community development and sup- 
port to the cooperative sector are aimed at 
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organizing the poorest communities. Their 
principal goal is social and economic 
enfranchisement that will ensure human 
rights, and particular attention is being paid 
to developing human resources, with stress on 
health projects and, in the future, primary 
education. 


During 1989-90 two rural community 
development projects to be carried out with 
the Canadian Centre for International 
Studies and Cooperation were approved, in 
St. Michel de l’Attalaye ($4.2 million) and in 
Carice and Mont-Organisé ($4.2 million). 
Two important AIDS information and preven- 
tion projects worth $3 million were carried out 
by McGill University. The Canadian Fund for 
Local Initiatives was raised to $800,000 to 
respond to the deteriorating economic and 
social situation of the country, and in par- 
ticular to complete the task of reconstruction 
following Hurricane Gilbert. 


Central America 


The Central American region showed consid- 
erable progress in 1989-90: the democratic 
process was consolidated in several countries, 
and regional political stability received a boost 
through the peace process, which expanded to 
include economic as well as political objec- 
tives. There was continued concern, however, 
over the conflict in El Salvador and over the 
human rights situations in both El Salvador 
and Guatemala. 


During the year, the programming strategy 
for the region was approved. Its three major 
objectives were: economic recovery and ad- 
justment, sustainable development of natural 
resources, and poverty alleviation. In Sep- 
tember of 1989, the program was decentral- 
ized to San Jose, Costa Rica. Major projects in 
the region included a $3 M project for agricul- 
tural research and extension with the regional 
institution CATIE (a regional tropical agricul- 
tural research institution); another to support 
the February 1990 national elections in 
Nicaragua ($650,000), implemented by Elec- 
tions Canada; support to rural cooperatives in 
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Costa Rica ($4.7 M). and for community 
development ($8.8 M) in Guatemala; and 
major studies in environment, women and 
cooperatives were carried out as well. New 
projects include an energy rehabilitation 
project in Nicaragua. 


Latin America region 


Approved regional projects for Latin America 
include: $4 million over five years through the 
Interamerican University Organization toim- 
prove the technical and management capacity 
of Latin American universities; $5 million 
over five years to PAHO to improve perinatal 
care of mothers and infants by strengthening 
local health care organization and resources; 
$1.99 million over four years for technological 
modernization in the labor market; and $4.73 
million over five years for CELADE (the Latin 
American Demographic Centre) Phase III, a 
project to help countries of the region plan and 
implement policies and programs directed 
towards economic recovery and sustained and 
equitable development. 


CIDA is also contributing to three projects in 
the human resources development sector, in 
Argentina ($950,000); in Uruguay ($800,000); 
and in Brazil ($8 million). The objective of 
these projects is to strengthen the administra- 
tive and management capacity of local institu- 
tions and organizations working in the 
priority sectors of the national economy of 
each of the countries. Finally, a major initia- 
tive for Brazil has been the planning, for early 
implementation, of the Amazon Environment 
Project. This $10.5 million forest manage- 
ment project will seek to establish a model for 
sustainable development of the extractive 
reserves created by the Government of Brazil.

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IN 1989, THE ECONOMIES OF 
Asia continued to outperform those in other 
regions of the world, growing at considerably 
higher rates than the world economy. The 
reliance on market forces enhanced efficiency 
while investment rates remained high, help- 
ing to facilitate the rapid introduction of new 
technologies and the structural transforma- 
tion of the economies. Nevertheless, the 
growth rate in developing Asia fell from 9.3 
per cent in 1988 to 4.3 per cent in 1989, 
primarily the result of a decline in growth 
rates in China, India and the newly in- 
dustrializing economies, including Taiwan, 
Singapore, South Korea, and Hong Kong. 


The countries of Southeast Asia had the most 
vigorous rate of expansion in the Asian region. 
In the major countries of Southeast Asia, the 
ability to sustain rapid growth in 1989 was 
due to policy reforms, which improved ef- 
ficiency, and to continued strong export 
growth. As well, financial and capital market 
reforms designed to attract foreign capital 
helped maintain the pace of investment and 
further stimulated the economies of several 
countries. 


In South Asia economic growth fell sig- 
nificantly from 8.5 per cent in 1988 to 4.4 per 
cent in 1989. In part, this resulted from slow 
growth in India’s agricultural production. A 
combination of domestic factors, natural dis- 
asters and policies to control government 
deficits and inflation also contributed to 
poorer economic performance. In Pakistan 
and Sri Lanka, industrial production was fur- 


ther affected by civil disturbances, while in 
Nepal disruption in trade with India substan- 
tially reduced non-agricultural output. The 
economy of Bangladesh was adversely af- 
fected by cyclones and the continued effect of 
the 1988 floods. In most South Asian 
economies, a reduction of large government 
deficits remained the dominant concern. 


In 1989, the priorities of CIDA’s government- 
to-government program in Asia were human 
resource development/nstitution building; in- 
dustrial development and private sector 
linkages; sustainable development; improv- 
ing the productive capacity of the poor; and 
women in development. There are nine major 
recipients of Canadian government-to- 
government assistance in Asia: Bangladesh, 
China, India, Indonesia, Nepal, Pakistan, the 
Philippines, Sri Lanka and Thailand. Other 
recipients include the Association of South 
East Asian Nations (ASEAN) and regional 
programs covering the Pacific Islands and the 
ASEAN institutions, as well as smaller 
programs in other countries. On January 25, 
1990, the Canadian Government announced 
that Laos, Cambodia and Vietnam would be 
eligible for Canadian Development Assistance. 


Fifty-four projects were approved in the Asia 
program in 1989-90 for a total value of $285 
million. The average value of the 35 major 
approved projects was $7.9 million. At least 
one project was approved for each country 
program, and for China, the Philippines, Sri 
Lanka and Thailand, the number of approvals 
varied from four to seven projects. Among the

major ones, several were noteworthy for 
either innovative approaches or as key initia- 
tives. Some of them are mentioned selectively 
under the description of country programs. 


Bangladesh 


A major CIDA objective in Bangladesh is to 
help improve the condition of the rural poor, 
particularly women and destitute groups. 
The Rural Development Phase II project in- 
volves the establishment of up to 139 coopera- 
tives to provide credit for income-generating 
activities to 16,000 self-reliant groups of poor 
rural men and women; the project also 
provides training for skills development. The 
Grameen Bank project provides credit and 
related services (group formation and train- 
ing) to destitute people for investment in 
productive activities. The project consists of 
opening 500 new Bank branches to serve up 
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to 750,000 new members, mostly destitute 
rural women. 


China 


One of the key strategic areas of CIDA’s pro- 
gram in China is the agriculture sector. China 
is pressed by the need to increase the modern- 
ization and efficiency of this sector. Through 
the Huining Economic Development project, 
in the province of Gansu, CIDA finances the 
sale of Canadian potash for rural economic 
development projects. The CIDA-funded 
potash is sold within China by the state 
chemical agency, SINOCHEM, with the 
proceeds going into a local currency counter- 
part fund. The counterpart fund is then used 
to co-fund (along with the Government of 
China) a number of sub-projects aimed at 
raising the income and grain supply of the 
poorest families in Huining County.

India 


CIDA’ program in India focuses on raising 
the standard of living and quality of life of 
India’s rural communities. Through the Oil- 
seeds project, unrefined canola oil purchased 
in western Canada is shipped to India where 
it is refined and sold by Indian oilseeds 
producer cooperatives. The proceeds from 
sales of the oil are used to organize farmers 
into new village cooperatives. Through the 
Rajasthan Agricultural Drainage project, 
CIDA assists India in reclaiming 25,000 hec- 
tares of land in the state of Rajasthan, 
damaged by excess salt and water-logging. 
Canadian technology is used in the installa- 
tion of sub-surface drainage. 


Indonesia 


CIDA’s program in Indonesia is supporting 
the integration of women in Indonesia’s 
economic and social development process as 
active participants and beneficiaries. The 
Women’s Support project has been designed 
with two main components: an institutional 
strengthening component, involving the In- 
donesian Ministry for the Role of Women, and 
an Advisory and Coordination Support Pro- 
gram for all CIDA projects in Indonesia. 
Through the Environmental Management 
project, CIDA aims to strengthen the technical 
capabilities of the Indonesian Ministry of State 
for Population and the Environment as well as 
the capacity of Indonesian institutions to con- 
tribute to the implementation of policies on sus- 
tainable development and environment. 
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Nepal 


The CIDA program goal in Nepal is to con- 
tinue to strengthen the human resource base 
and institutional building at all levels for both 
men and women. With respect to improving 
the productive capacity of the poor, CIDA is 
cooperating in the design of a rural model for 
self-reliant, community-based health care 
delivery in Surkhet, in mid-western Nepal. 
The Health Development project enables 
Canadian doctors, nurses and health manage- 
ment professionals to work with their 
counterparts at the Institute of Medicine at 
Tribhuvan University in Kathmandu. Con- 
cerning civil aviation, the Airport Security 
project is assisting the Nepali Department of 
Civil Aviation to establish a new security sys- 
tem at Tribhuvan International Airport in 
Kathmandu to ensure enhanced air travel 
safety. A project approved in 1989-90 to pro- 
vide Nepal with fertilizer and fungicide aims 
at increasing agricultural productivity. 


Pakistan 


Through the Left Bank Drainage project, 
CIDA’ program in Pakistan is improving 
agricultural productivity on 2.6 million hec- 
tares in the Lower Indus Basin. Subsurface 
drains are intended to capture precious irriga- 
tion water leaking from canals built over fifty 
years ago and return optimum agricultural 
production to a large area of irrigated 
farmland in Sind province. The Aga Khan 
Rural Support Program is aimed at reducing 
poverty and improving socio-economic 
development through community participa- 
tion in Pakistan’s northern areas. The overall 
approach involves a series of technical pack- 
ages from which the village organization can 
select, based on their needs, and a one-time 
grant for a small project to benefit the village. 


The Philippines 


CIDA’ program in the Philippines includes a 
project for the importing of telecommunica- 
tions equipment and services. The Philippines 
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Telecommunication Import Support project is 
a line of credit funded by CIDA and the Export 
Development Corporation. It is contributing 
to regional development in the Philippines 
through improved telecommunications at the 
community level. The Philippines Develop- 
ment Assistance Program (PDAP) facilitates 
the development of partnerships between 19 
Canadian NGOs, 6 Philippine NGOs and 90 
Philippine community-based organizations. 
Since 1986, the program has supported 93 
community development projects in areas 
such as food production, potable water, 
employment, housing, health and credit. 
PDAP’s success has led to the decision to ex- 
tend and expand CIDA assistance in a second 
phase. In addition, the NGO Support project 
approved in 1989-90 is designed to strengthen 
NGO capability through the development and 
strengthening of national partnerships and 
linkages regionally and with Canadian NGOs 
through the development of workshops and 
training. 


Sri Lanka 


CIDA’ 1989-90 program in Sri Lanka was 
aimed at promoting agricultural and rural 
development in order to increase the standard 
of living of the rural poor. The Mahaweli 
Regional Training Centre assists in estab- 
lishing a training and a community develop- 
ment program for women and youth. An old 
campsite was converted to the present train- 
ing centre and two Canadian cooperants were 
posted in 1988. Another initiative directed at 
the rural poor is the Soya Promotion project. 
The project seeks to improve the availability 
of protein through the use of soy beans and 
soya products. The Mahaweli Environmental 
Rehabilitation project approved in 1989-90 is 
aimed at reducing soil erosion through alter- 
native land use and stimulation of cottage 
industries. 


Thailand 


CIDA’s program in Thailand includes the 
Enterprise Collaboration project to support 
collaboration between private sector or- 


ganizations in Thailand and Canada to create 
joint ventures and other arrangements that 
foster development in Thailand. Activities in- 
clude providing information and advisory ser- 
vices to firms, financial support to Thai firms 
for investigating joint ventures with 
Canadian firms, and informal training of 
Thais in Canadian firms. Agricultural and 
fisheries development in Thailand is seriously 
straining the natural resource base. The 
Khung Krabane Bay Environment Centre 
project assists in the development of a Centre 
on the eastern coast of Thailand to promote 
integrated environment-sustaining develop- 
ment in its region. The Centre’s mandate 
consists of providing technical services, train- 
ing, and coordination for the local area to plan 
and carry out this development. 


Association of South East Asian 
Nations and regional institutions 


Canada is supporting the Association of South 
East Asian Nations and other regional institu- 
tions. CIDA provides assistance to the Asian 
Institute of Technology in the field of social 
and economic development with emphasis on 
the human settlements approach to urban 
and rural problems and related technical 
fields. The project supports academic 
programs, research, and information dissemi- 
nation and activities include scholarships, 
faculty secondments, research programs, con- 
ferences, and publications. The ASEAN 
Forest Tree Seed Centre project aims to in- 
crease the capacity of forestry institutions 
within ASEAN countries to perform seed re- 
search and development, and carry out field 
operations in effective reforesting. A regional 
training program was approved in 1989-90 
with the aim of increasing the contribution of 
the public sector of ASEAN countries to the 
region’s development. 


Malaysia and South Pacific 
CIDA is helping Malaysia to meet its future 


human resources needs. The Second In- 
dustrial Training project, set up to strengthen 


the management of technical/vocational 
training programs, provides technical assis- 
tance to the Malaysian Ministry of Labor in 
the form of overseas fellowships, advisory ser- 
vices and training aids. CIDA is also contribut- 
ing to Malaysia’s ability to develop national 
economic policy by assisting in the development 
of the recently established Malaysian Institute 
of Economic Research. The Enterprise 
Malaysia-Canada project was initiated in 1989- 
90 to promote the transfer of Canadian technol- 
ogy and expertise to Malaysia through joint 
ventures and other commercial collaborations. 


CIDA’ recently expanded South Pacific aid 
program is directed towards enhancing and 
strengthening key regional organizations in 
the ocean resources management sector. 
CIDA’s South Pacific Ocean Development 
project is providing technical advisory ser- 
vices, training and institutional support in 
this sector to: the South Pacific Bureau for 
Economic Cooperation, the Committee for 
Coordination of Joint Prospecting for Mineral 
Resources in South Pacific Offshore Areas, the 
South Pacific Forum Fisheries Agency, and 
the University of the South Pacific. The South 
Pacific Canada Fund is used to fund small- 
scale local initiatives and to supplement the 
program in ocean resource management. 


Principal projects completed 


In 1989-90, completed projects illustrate the 
gradual consolidation of the Asia program’s 
shift towards human resources development, 
institution building and linkages and away 
from previous trends focussing, among other 
things, on large capital projects, commodity 
and food aid. 


Twelve major projects of over $5 million were 
completed during the year. These ranged 
from disbursements of approximately $7 mil- 
lion for the Accelerated Immunization Pro- 
gram in Pakistan, with the target of 
immunizing 15 million children up to five 
years of age, to several large lines of credit. 
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Three lines of credit for Sri Lanka were com- 
pleted, providing approximately $60 million 
for fertilizer and other commodities. Three 
fertilizer lines of credit provided to Indonesia 
for $30 million, $35 million and $48 million 
were completed. The Philippines program 
completed a potash line of credit for nearly $10 
million. 


A significant project in Bangladesh, the 
Small-scale Water Construction project, was 
also completed. This project was designed to 
improve drainage, flood control and the irriga- 
tion aspect of World Food Program food-for- 
work projects. 


In Pakistan, two key projects to assist 
Pakistan’s Oil and Gas Development Cor- 
poration (OGDC) were completed. One in- 
volved upgrading OGDC’s capabilities in oil 
and gas production through staff training and 
increasing drilling operations. The other 
provided OGDC with the capability to conduct 
efficient petroleum exploration programs 
using modern seismic equipment operated by 
newly trained staff. 


Involvement in policy dialogue 


The Asia program has pursued its active in- 
volvement in Official Development Assistance 
policy dialogue with recipient and donor 
countries, either bilaterally or in the context of 
group meetings. 


In cooperation with External Affairs and In- 
ternational Trade Canada, the Asia program 
prepared and participated in the second 
Canada/Japan ODA consultations in Tokyo in 
May 1989. Numerous ODA-related visits of 
Japanese officials to CIDA to exchange views 
and share experience occurred in 1989. 


Asia, with the support from other branches in 
CIDA, has actively participated in the inter- 
departmental discussions concerning the Asia 
Pacific Economic Cooperation forum. Its first 
Ministerial meeting took place in Canberra, 
Australia, in November 1989.

Decentralization 


DECENTRALIZATION OF STAFF 
and authority to the field to improve the 
delivery of Canada’s ODA program was one of 
the chief recommendations of the Report by 
the Standing Committee on External Affairs 
and International Trade entitled For Whose 
Benefit? Canada’s Official Development As- 
sistance Policies and Programs. The response 
of the government to the recommendations, 
published under the title To Benefit a Better 
World, accepted this recommendation, among 
others, and the process of decentralization 
began. 


The benefits of this new approach are ex- 

pected to be: 

* improved dialogue with recipient 
countries; 

* a better knowledge of the local milieu; 

* more relevant aid programming; 

* greater local government participation; 

¢ shorter decision making processes, 
including speedier approvals for projects 
of less than $5 million; 

* better monitoring and control; 

* better coordination with other donors; 

* increased visibility and credibility for 
Canada’s aid personnel and programs; 
and 

* encouragement of continuity and 
long-term economic relationships. 


Implementation 


In February 1988, Treasury Board approved 
$233 million over the 1988-93 period for 
decentralization. Over the proceeding 18- 


month period, CIDA and the Department of 
External Affairs decentralized the delivery of 
20 programs in nine geographic areas involv- 
ing 155 Canadian-based and 163 locally- 
engaged program staff. All the decentralized 
missions are now operational. 


The decentralized teams are responsible for 
country program planning, sectoral studies, 
project identification, project planning and 
design, project approval up to $5 million, 
selection of local consultants up to $100,000, 
financial management, control, monitoring 
and follow-up and project evaluation. 
Country program planning and program 
review exercises carried out in the field con- 
tinue to require approval at CIDA head- 
quarters in Hull, Quebec. 


The geographic branches manage both their 
centralized and decentralized programs. 
Geographic program coordinators liaise be- 
tween missions, HQ and interested groups in 
Canada, facilitating communications. 


The following functions remain at HQ: the 
selection of Canadian consultants, Canadian 
procurement, Canadian-based personnel and 
administrative contracts, central financial ad- 
ministration and legal services. Policy for- 
mulation remains a centralized function. 


Progress to date 
Since the start of decentralization in the sum- 


mer of 1988, CIDA has monitored and 
reviewed the initial effects of decentralization 
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in areas such as the Caribbean, Francophone 
Africa and the Philippines. The indications 
from this monitoring are very positive; pro- 
gram quality is being improved by reduced 
project design time, better reflection of local 
conditions, improved ongoing discussion with 
the recipient government and significantly 
better ability to detect and correct problems. 
Experience to date also indicates that not only 
is decentralization achieving its basic objec- 
tive of more efficient programming, but also 
that administrative cost increases are being 
more than offset by savings in the cost of 
programs. 


CIDA, in consultation with Treasury Board 
and the Department of External Affairs, 
prepared a review of decentralization for the 
Expenditure Review Committee of Cabinet. A 
full evaluation of decentralization will be com- 
pleted after the initial five-year period.

Multilateral Programs 


CANADA IS AN ACTIVE MEMBER 
of the multilateral system - a network of inter- 
national organizations working together for 
global solutions to global problems such as the 
environment, refugees, AIDS, Third World 
debt and food security. Canada’s involvement 
consists of the provision of funds and policy 
advice to international financial institutions, 
UN agencies, international agricultural in- 
stitutes, the Commonwealth and La Fran- 
cophonie, as well as to various research and 
humanitarian organizations. The Branch 
disbursed some $837.2 million in support of 
the work of these organizations in 1989-90. 


During the year, CIDA achieved considerable 
success in promoting the themes of women in 
development, poverty alleviation and the 
protection of the environment through our 
participation in the governing bodies of such 
multilateral technical cooperation institu- 
tions as the Commonwealth Fund for Techni- 
cal Cooperation (CFTC) and the various UN 
Agencies, and through our support of the 
Commonwealth Heads of Government Meet- 
ing in Malaysia in October 1989. CIDA also 
continued to work actively in favor of manage- 
ment reform at the UN High Commission for 
Refugees in Geneva and other international 
institutions, particularly the African Develop- 
ment Bank. 


CIDA’s International Humanitarian Assis- 
tance Division played a key role in the assis- 
tance provided to the Caribbean following 
Hurricane Hugo and during the famine relief 
operation in Ethiopia, financing most of that 
program through special multilateral alloca- 


tions. The Food Aid Centre continued to sup- 
port all the themes set out in the Strategy, 
Sharing Our Future, and also worked actively 
in the management reform efforts of the 
Rome-based agricultural agencies. 


Also among the highlights of the past year, 
CIDA participated actively in the negotiations 
leading to the completion of the Ninth 
replenishment of the International Develop- 
ment Association (IDAQ9), part of the World 
Bank Group. This will produce a landmark 
document which could serve as a model for the 
replenishment of other development funds, 
setting policy directions in favor of shifts to the 
social sector and poverty alleviation. 
Canada, through CIDA, also hosted the An- 
nual General Meeting of the Inter-American 
Development Bank in Montreal, a major in- 
ternational event for Canada’s development, 
commercial and cultural relations with Latin 
America. 


International financial 
institutions (IFIs) 


Canadian membership in the multilateral 
development banks takes the form of sub- 
scribed capital in the banks themselves, along 
with contributions to the concessional funds of 
the institutions. As a member of the various 
Boards of Governors, Canada joins with other 
contributory members and with borrowing 
members in providing policy guidance to the 
banks, and in approving programs, policies 
and projects. In 1989-90, Canada contributed 
a total of $503.2 million to the multilateral 
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development banks, of which $375.2 million 
was channelled to the World Bank Group 
through the Department of Finance, and $128 
million was channelled through CIDA to the 
regional development banks and the Interna- 
tional Fund for Agricultural Development. 


World Bank Group - International Bank for 
Reconstruction and Development (IBRD) and 
International Development Association 
(IDA): Negotiations of the Ninth Replenish- 
ment of IDA, the Bank’s fully concessional 
arm, were completed in December 1989 with 
an agreement to increase resources to the 
equivalent of approximately US$ 15.5 billion. 
In terms of IBRD’s subscribed capital among 
member countries, Canada ranks sixth along 
with Italy and India; and in terms of IDA 
contributions, it ranks seventh. 


On the policy side, the IDA9 agreement in- 
cluded progress on improvements to the 
preparation of country lending strategies and 
their scrutiny by the Board of Directors; en- 
hanced integration of environmental assess- 
ment considerations of the Bank’s lending 
operations; and reaffirmed poverty alleviation 
as the central focus of the IDA lending program. 


Concerning IBRD operations, in fiscal year 
1989 the Bank took steps to improve its 
guidelines and procedures in support of debt 
and debt-service reductions and formulated 
an action program to further strengthen the 
contribution of the private sector to the 
development of the Bank’s member countries. 


Asian Development Bank (AsDB): The 
Bank’s lending and investment activities in 
1989 increased by 16 per cent to US$3,680 
million. The increased volume, despite a 
marked reduction in lending to China, was 
largely due to significant lending to 
Bangladesh, India, Indonesia, Pakistan and 
the Philippines. It also continued the trend 
begun in 1987 of rapid growth in lending. 


The Bank will begin negotiations shortly to 
replenish the concessional resources of the 
Asian Development Fund (ADF) and later for 
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a general capital increase (GCI) of the Bank’s 
ordinary resources. 


On the policy side, the Bank’s developmental 
role in Asia was extensively discussed after 
the release of a Panel of Experts study on the 
role of the Bank in the 1990s. Canada ranks 
seventh among the 49 member countries in 
terms of subscribed capital and fourth in con- 
tributions. 


Common Fund for Commodities: The 
Common Fund for Commodities was formed 
in 1980 but did not receive final ratification 
until 1989 when sufficient member states 
were able to ratify the Agreement. The Fund 
is designed to operate through two accounts. 
The first account, through directly con- 
tributed capital of member states, is used to 
finance buffer stock arrangements of price- 
stabilizing international commodity agree- 
ments. The second account, funded through 
voluntary contributions, limited allocations of 
share capital, and is used to provide loans and 
grants to international commodity bodies to 
finance commodity development measures 
other than buffer stocks. CIDA’s commitment 
is only to the second account, amounting to 
$12 million, to be paid in within the next few 
years after the Fund becomes operational. 


Inter-American Development Bank 
(IDB): In 1989 agreement was reached on a 
General Resource Increase (GRI) of US$26.5 
billion to support a new IDB lending program 
of US$22.5 billion over the next four years. 
Lending in 1989 increased to US$2.6 billion, 
up from US$1.7 billion in 1988. 


Progress was also made in the areas of reform 
and reorganization within the Bank. A Spe- 
cial Employment Termination Program and 
adjustments to the organizational structure of 
the Bank helped to inject new blood and a 
renewed vitality to IDB operations. The out- 
look for 1990 is for further increases in IDB 
lending and the development of more coherent 
country lending strategies. 


Canada’s participation in the Seventh GRI 
maintained Canada’s overall share and rank 


in the Bank as sixth largest contributor in both 
the Bank and Special Development Fund. 


African Development Bank (ADB): Fol- 
lowing a substantial 200 per cent capital in- 
crease for the ADB under the Fourth General 
Capital Increase, GCI-IV (1987-91), and a 50 
per cent increase in the Fund’s resources 
under the Fifth Replenishment (1988-1990), 
the African Bank continued in 1989 to in- 
crease net financial transfers to the continent 
(US$540.06 million for the ADB and 
US$468.19 million for the Fund). 


The ADB Mid-Term Review carried out by an 
Ad Hoc Committee of Governors led to the 
expression by Canada and others of concerns 
about the Bank’s performance. Clear direc- 
tives were given to management on actions to 
be taken in the near future to improve the 
Bank’s operational, financial and administra- 
tive capabilities. Furthermore, recommenda- 
tions were made for the Bank to limit its 
policy-based lending over the GCI-IV period to 
25 per cent of its total resources, and to limit 
its lending to Cdn$8.54 billion for the period. 


The Mid-Term Review for the ADF-V took 
place in June 1990 in preparation for the 
ADF-VI Replenishment. Some fundamental 
concerns regarding the Fund’s operations and 
its effectiveness in resolving poverty allevia- 
tion will be addressed prior to considering a 
further Replenishment. 


Caribbean Development Bank (CDB): 
CDB lending operations continued to expand 
in 1989 reaching US$75.1 million for 19 new 
loans approved. Net income grew by roughly 
US$7 million and resource allocation 
achieved a higher level of Ordinary Capital 
(OC) allocation in blended loans using OC 
together with Special Development Funds. 


At the Board of Directors, agreement in prin- 
ciple was reached on a capital increase of 
US$200 million and negotiations for an in- 
crease to the Special Development Fund were 
begun. It is expected that final agreement on 
both of these resource increases will be 
reached in 1990 along with the signing of a 


new agreement of cooperation between the 
CDB and the World Bank, providing the CDB 
with additional resources for on-lending to 
Caribbean borrowing members. 


International Fund for Agricultural 
Development (IFAD): Loan commitments 
and grants in 1989 by IFAD increased by 12 
per cent to US$273 million. The main high- 
light of IFAD’s year was the successful con- 
clusion in June of the negotiations of the Third 
Replenishment, providing resources to meet 
expected commitment needs up to mid-1992. 
Member countries pledged a total of US$566 
million, with Canada agreeing to contribute 4 
per cent (US$22.7 million). 


Multilateral technical 
cooperation 


The benefits of CIDA participation in multi- 
lateral and intergovernmental organizations 
were evident in 1989-90, a year marked by 
two major world summits in addition to the 
regular meeting of G7 leaders. CIDA’s Multi- 
lateral Technical Cooperation Division con- 
tributed $153 million in 1989-90 to key 
institutions. 


Heads of Governments of the Francophonie 
met in Senegal in May while those of the 
Commonwealth met in Malaysia in October. 
It was once again an opportunity for CIDA to 
promote Canadian development initiatives 
and respond to those of Third World members. 


At both Summits, development emphasis was 
on the environment. The Prime Minister an- 
nounced in Dakar that CIDA would con- 
tribute $5.5 million for multilateral 
agro-forestry projects in the Sahel. Two 
hundred Canadian-sponsored Common- 
wealth environmental awards were an- 
nounced in Kuala Lumpur. 


Promoting human resource development is an 
ongoing multilateral objective: during the 
Francophonie Summit Canada agreed to con- 
tribute $5 million over six years to the

Université des Réseaux d’Expression 
Frangaise, which is a program of the Associa- 
tion des Universités Partiellement ou 
Entierement de Langue Francaise. At the 
Commonwealth Summit, Canada announced 
contributions to special programs for Namibia 
($2 million over two years) and Technology 
Management ($500,000 over five years). 


CIDA contributed approximately $20 million 
to various United Nations voluntary 
programs in the health and population sec- 
tors, including over $8 million to four special 
programs of the World Health Organization 
focusing on AIDS, tropical diseases, diar- 
rhoeal diseases and onchocerciasis (river 
blindness). CIDA is the fourth largest donor 
to the Global Program on AIDS, actively 
promoting efficient resource management 
and effective programming. 


In the population sector, CIDA contributed 
$11.7 million to the UN Population Fund 
(UNFPA); Canada is the seventh largest 
donor, promoting increased allocations to the 
least-developed countries. Recognizing the 
important linkages amongst population, the 
environment and sustainable development, 
Canada has supported the Fund’s efforts to 
promote greater awareness and under- 
standing of those linkages. CIDA is working 
closely with UNFPA and CIDA bilateral 
programs to improve and increase joint mul- 
tilateral-bilateral population projects. 


Through the Multilateral Technical Coopera- 
tion Division, CIDA continues to provide core 
support to the thirteen member centres of the 
Consultative Group for International Agricul- 
tural Research (CGIAR) as well as to four 
related institutions. To increase emphasis on 
the development of sustainable agricultural 
practices, CGIAR is evolving rapidly to 
promote tropical forestry and natural 
resource management research. In 1989-90 
CIDA provided $17.3 million to these centres. 
This represents approximately 5 per cent of 
their core budgets; Canada is the fourth 
largest donor after the USA, the World Bank 
and Japan. 
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Just over 60 per cent of CIDA’s multilateral 
technical cooperation budget was allocated to 
the UN Development Program (UNDP), 
UNIFEM (the UN Fund for Women’s ac- 
tivities that is now headed by a Canadian), 
and UNICEF. Canada’s interests, concerns 
and priorities were clearly stated during 
negotiations leading up to UNDP’s launch of 
its Fifth Cycle (1990-95). CIDA repre- 
sentatives took the humanitarian outlook of 
the Canadian people to the heart of the discus- 
sions, regularly emphasizing the need to as- 
sist the poorest people in the poorest 
countries. At UNICEF, Canada is taking a 
lead role in international preparation for the 
September 1990 World Summit for Children, 
which Prime Minister Mulroney will be co- 
chairing. 


International humanitarian 
assistance (IHA) 


In fiscal year 1989-90, the International 
Humanitarian Assistance Division continued 
to provide funding for non-food emergency 
relief needed by disaster victims. A total of 
$62.2 million was channelled through multi- 
lateral organizations, such as the United Na- 
tions agencies and the League of Red Cross 
Societies, and through Canadian-based non- 
governmental organizations. 


An example of CIDA’s_ international 
humanitarian assistance during the year was the 
response to Hurricane Hugo which caused exten- 
sive damage in the eastern Caribbean. CIDA 
gave $275,000 towards an appeal from the 
Canadian Red Cross Society to provide emergen- 
cy relief supplies. A further $76,700 was provided 
to the Pan-American Health Organization to re- 
store vital medical supplies and ensure safe 
drinking water on the affected islands. 


In the African nation of Malawi, there are over 
750,000 Mozambican refugees who have fled 
the ongoing civil conflict in their country. 
Over the year, CIDA provided $1.99 million to 
the UNHCR and other organizations to 
deliver essential care and maintenance to 
these refugees. 


CIDA also funds disaster preparedness and 
prevention projects in developing countries. 
For example, in 1989-90, IHA provided $1.5 
million to the Pan-American Health Or- 
ganization to reinforce disaster preparedness 
in the health sector throughout Latin 
America. 


Food Aid 


Food aid is a valuable and flexible develop- 

ment resource. It can be used to support the 

priorities set out in Canada’s aid strategy and 

to encourage appropriate policy reforms in 

recipient countries. 

¢ Poverty alleviation: Food aid can be tar- 
geted at the poorest segments of a popula- 
tion by the free distribution of food to 
vulnerable groups through supplementary 
feeding schemes in schools, orphanages, 
clinics, hospitals, etc. The sale of food on 
local markets can generate funds which 
can be used to finance labor-intensive 
projects such as roads and dams or to cre- 
ate other income-earning opportunities 
such as rural credit schemes. 

¢ Food security: Food aid can be used to fill 
the gap in food deficit countries, to build up 
food reserves and to encourage policy 
reforms. If the food is sold, the resulting 
funds can be used to finance projects 
designed to improve availability and access 
to food. 

¢ Structural adjustment: Food aid can assist 
adjustment programs by freeing foreign 
exchange for the government to purchase 
other essential imports or by augmenting 
local budgets through the sale of the food. 
Food aid can also alleviate the negative 
effects of adjustment programs by helping 
the poorest through the free distribution of 
food or through food-for-work projects. 

¢ Participation of women: Food-for-work 
projects can be designed to give women not 
only income, but better access to vital 
resources, such as fuelwood and clean 
water. Supplementary feeding programs 
can help improve the health of both 
mothers and their children. Opportunities 
exist for women to be directly involved in 


designing, managing and carrying out 
these projects that have an impact on their 
lives and their communities. 

¢ Environmentally sound development: Im- 
proving the environment is a major goal of 
such food-for-work projects as reforesta- 
tion, terracing and bunding which promote 
soil and water conservation. 

* Energy availability: Wood represents as 
much as 80 per cent of the energy needs in 
some developing countries. Food-for-work 
projects can be used to establish new 
forests or fuel wood plantations, making 
energy available to whole populations. 


In 1989-90, total food aid contributions 
amounted to $371.7 million or more than $1 
million per day. Canadian food aid is supplied 
for both humanitarian and developmental 
reasons. Of the total contributions, $112 mil- 
lion or 32 per cent has been used for emergen- 
cies. Of this amount more than half was used 
to provide emergency food aid in four 
countries affected by famine and/or civil strife: 
Ethiopia, Sudan, Mozambique and Angola. 


The type of food Canada supplies is based 
primarily on what commodities the develop- 
ing countries need. The major commodity is 
usually wheat and wheat flour, which repre- 
sented 75 per cent of total shipments. The 
other commodities in the food aid basket are 
vegetable oil, pulses, maize, skim milk powder 
and fish. In 1989-90, CIDA shipped 865,267 
tonnes of food produced by Canadians. 


The Food Aid Centre, located in Multilateral 
Programs Branch, coordinates all of CIDA’ food 
aid flows through three delivery channels: 


Bilateral (or government-to-government): 
Food aid is supplied directly to recipient 
governments, often on the understanding that 
it can be sold on the local market to generate 
funds for agricultural development. In Peru, 
for example, the funds generated by the sale 
of Canadian vegetable oil are used to support 
small-scale agricultural projects. In order to 
encourage recipient countries to initiate im- 
portant policy changes or to implement new 
programs for agricultural development, 
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Canada is willing to enter into multi-year 
commitments which assure, as in Peru, the 
provision of food aid over a three-year period 
of time. In 1989-90, CIDA’s total government- 
to-government food aid contributions 
amounted to $173.0 million or 46.5 per cent of 
the total food aid budget and went to 18 
countries. Africa received 53 per cent of 
Canadian bilateral food aid while Asia and the 
Americas received respectively 35 per cent 
and 12 per cent. 


Multilateral: Food aid is provided primarily 
through the World Food Program (WFP) 
which uses food commodities for emergency 
situations, refugee operations, vulnerable 
group feeding projects and food-for-work 
schemes. In 1989-90, Canada contributed 
$155 million to the WFP, $12.7 million for 
emergency operations supported by WFP and 
$1.9 million to the United Nations Border 
Relief Operation (Cambodian refugees on the 
Thai border). Multilateral food aid was 
shipped to 57 countries and represented 45.6 
per cent of the total food aid budget. 


CIDA also provided $23.5 million or 6.3 per 
cent of the food aid budget to help Canadian 
NGOs use food aid in their overseas activities. 
CIDA pays for skim milk powder and other 
food products to help NGOs meet emergency 
situations and to complement small-scale, 
food-for-work projects and feeding programs. 
In 1989-90, 14 NGOs provided 2,720 tonnes of 
skim milk powder valued at $7.5 million. In 
addition, CIDA provided $16 million to sup- 
plement donations made by Canadian 
farmers to the Canadian Foodgrains Bank, a 
consortium of church groups which en- 
courages agricultural producers to become in- 
volved in international development by 
contributing part of their crops as food aid. 
This food has been delivered primarily to 
Africa. 
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Special Programs 


THE SPECIAL PROGRAMS BRANCH 
supports the international development and 
development education activities of a wide 
variety of non-profit organizations. These in- 
clude Canadian non-governmental organiza- 
tions, volunteer-sending groups, cooperatives, 
universities, colleges, professional associa- 
tions, municipalities, unions and internation- 
al non-governmental organizations. 


Through the Special Programs Branch, CIDA 
has gained access to the experience and exper- 
tise of hundreds of NGOs and non-profit in- 
stitutions. 


The NGO program 


There are now over 150 Canadian NGOs with 
development programs, represented by a 
broad range of organizations including service 
clubs, the major religious communities and a 
number of organizations specifically estab- 
lished to assist development in the Third 
World. These volunteer-based organizations 
enable millions of Canadians to continue the 
tradition of global concern with its 
humanitarian underpinnings which lies at 
the centre of the Canadian development assis- 
tance program. NGOs raised close to $200 
million from the Canadian public in 1989-90 
and CIDA, through the Special Programs 
Branch, provided $90 million in matching 
contributions. 


Canadian NGOs work in partnership with 
developing country counterparts in assessing, 


designing and implementing community- 
based projects and programs. In order to 
achieve greater effectiveness, increased em- 
phasis has been placed in recent years on the 
development of integrated programming 
rather than the isolated projects that at- 
tracted Canadian support initially. In a world 
in which popular participation is seen as a key 
to sustaining the development process, NGOs 
are increasingly looked to to provide effective 
and professional management of programs 
integrating such diverse elements as primary 
health care, water supply, food production and 
income generation. To assist this process, 
Canadian NGOs now consider resources for 
the development of the technical and manage- 
ment capacities of their overseas partners to 
be at least as important as direct project sup- 
port itself. 


A typical example of this recent trend is 
provided in Nepal by the Seva Service Society, 
a small Vancouver-based NGO founded in 
1979 by a group of individuals with primarily 
a public health background. Over the last five 
years, Seva has developed, sponsored and 
monitored a series of management and 
professional training programs which have 
made it possible to create a national blindness 
prevention program. By switching its initial 
involvement from immediate needs for service 
delivery to program development and self- 
reliance, Seva Service Society has helped 
Nepal create and now manage its own cam- 
paign to eradicate blindness. 
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The Institutional Cooperation 
and Development Services 
program (ICDS) 


The ICDS program works with a variety of 
institutions that implement development 
programs: volunteer sending agencies, 
cooperatives, professional associations, 
universities, colleges and unions. Most of 
these make significant in-kind contributions 
of services and goods even though their fund- 
raising capacity is limited. 


Through the volunteer sending groups, the 
largest being CUSO, World University Ser- 
vice Canada (WUSC), Organisation 
canadienne pour la solidarité et le 
développement (OCSD), Canadian Executive 
Services Organization (CESO) and the 
Canadian Centre for International Studies 
and Cooperation (Centre canadien pour les 
études et la coopération internationale - 
CECI), Canadians are able to put their profes- 
sional and technical talents to work in 
developing countries. In 1989-90, CIDA allo- 
cated $41 million to place 1,000 long-term 
volunteers, most with substantial experience, 
and about 240 short-term volunteer-consult- 
ants, mostly retired professionals, in the Third 
World. 


The variety of assignments is illustrated as 

follows: 

* in Mozambique, a CUSO volunteer helped 
maintain the city of Beira’s power distribu- 
tion system in the face of persistent 
sabotage attacks launched by rebel groups; 

¢ in Bhutan, WUSC volunteers work with the 
national government as teacher trainers; 

* inSenegal,a young CECI volunteer is help- 
ing an all-women group run a village mill- 
ing enterprise; 

* in Haiti, an OCSD cooperant is training 
young farmers in reforestation; and 

* in Costa Rica, a retired 78-year-old execu- 
tive on a CESO assignment was able to 
increase output of a local shoe factory 
threefold through advice on management 
and organization. 


Since 1968, tens of thousands of Canadians 
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have worked as volunteers in developing 
countries and virtually all view the experience 
as being among the most valuable of their lives. 


The Canadian cooperative movement has 
been a vital force in Canada for decades, par- 
ticularly in the credit sector and agriculture 
and fishing communities. With over $11 mil- 
lion in support from ICDS in 1989-90, the 
movement is drawing on this experience to 
provide technical support for people in 
developing countries to improve their lives 
through participation in cooperatives. 


The Special Programs Branch works primari- 
ly through three umbrella groups: the 
Canadian Cooperative Association (CCA), 
SOCODEVI and the _ Societé de 
développement international Desjardins 
(SDID). Member cooperatives provide ad- 
visors to cooperatives in developing countries. 


Typical interventions were the SDID’s sup- 
port for 15 small fishing cooperatives in Costa 
Rica to finance the purchase of equipment, 
consolidate their management and develop 
their markets; and the CCA’ assistance to the 
Thrift and Credit Cooperative Society of Sri 
Lanka to assist the rural poor. 


ICDS also works with the labor movement, 
largely through the Canadian Labour Con- 
gress, the Canadian Teachers’ Federation 
(CTF) and the Centrale de l’enseignement du 
Québec. The CTF, for example, under a program 
begun in 1963, organized summer in-service 
training seminars during the year for teachers 
in 15 developing countries. 


A broad range of Canadian professional as- 
sociations are active in transferring skills and 
know-how to counterparts in the developing 
world. These include organizations such as 
the Canadian Home Economics Association 
(CHEA), the Canadian Nurses Association, 
the Agricultural Institute of Canada, the In- 
stitut canadien pour |’éducation des adultes, 
etc. An ICDS Division allocation of ap- 
proximately $3 million in 1989-90 helped sup- 
port such projects as a CHEA twinning with 
its Gambian counterpart which resulted in a 


successful training program for early school 
leavers. Video-Tiers-Monde, a Montreal- 
based group of video professionals, is training 
video specialists in a number of Latin 
American countries. The Canadian Bar As- 
sociation, in partnership with its counterpart 
organization in the Cameroon, has developed 
a model human rights code. In total, more 
than 30 professional associations received 
financial assistance in 1989-90 to deliver ap- 
proximately 80 projects in developing countries. 


An ICDS allocation of some $30 million in 
1989-90 enabled Canadian universities and 
colleges to work with developing country post- 
secondary schools through projects typically 
aimed at staff upgrading, curriculum develop- 
ment and professional exchanges. Some 265 
projects of this nature involving 42 Canadian 
universities and 58 colleges were ongoing 
during the year. Cost-shared scholarship 
programs with a dozen universities were also 
supported. The following are some of the 
projects funded in 1989-90: 

* PEI’s Holland College is linked with the 
Vocational Technical Training Center in 
Belize to establish a hospitality training 
program to strengthen the Belize tourist 
industry; 

* the New Brunswick Community College of 
St. Johns is working with the Princess Sar- 
vath College in Jordan to establish a new 
approach to pre-school education. As many 
Jordanian women are entering the work 
force, improved pre-school education is a 
priority; 

¢ the schools of medicine of the Universities 
of Manitoba and Nairobi are working to 
improve research capacity in epidemiology, 
as part of Kenya’s program to counter 
AIDS; and 

¢ Laval University and the Ecole national 
d agriculture in Morocco are working to 
improve the teaching capacity and the ex- 
tension service of the Moroccan host in- 
stitution. 


The development education activities of all 
these groups ensure the continuing interest in 
global issues of their millions of members. 


Youth programs 


For many years CIDA, through the Special 
Programs Branch/ICDS program, has worked 
with Canada World Youth and Canada 
Crossroads International to involve young 
Canadians in international development. 
Each year, these organizations arrange over 
500 exchanges between young Canadians and 
young people from developing countries. 


In 1988, the Youth Initiatives program was 
established to support new initiatives which 
would increase the awareness of development 
issues among young Canadians and to build 
relationships between them and their 
counterparts in developing countries. The 
Youth Initiatives program came into full 
operation in 1989. The essence of these 
projects is the active involvement of youth 
either in field assignments or in development 
education activities. 


The Management for Change 
program 


The Management for Change program was 
established in 1980 to explore new approaches 
to practical management issues and to 
strengthen the capacities of developing 
countries to adapt to changing needs in 
priority areas of development. 


An example is the establishment of a network 
of senior government managers from 10 small 
Eastern Caribbean nations to resolve com- 
mon managerial problems, with assistance 
from the Manitoba Institute of Management. 


The Canadian Federation of Deans of 
Management and Administration Sciences is 
working to strengthen a sister network, the 
Association of Management Training In- 
stitutes of Eastern and Southern Africa. 


Gestion NORSUD (GNS) has developed an in- 
novative approach to train managers of African 
and Latin American NGOs. Participating 
NGOs develop their own training packages 
suited to their own needs, facilitated by GNS. 
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The Public Participation 
program 


The importance of educating Canadians, par- 
ticularly those of school age, about develop- 
ment issues is a high priority for CIDA and for 
Canadian NGOs. To underline this, the Min- 
ister for External Relations and International 
Development established the National Ad- 
visory Committee on Development Education 
to provide advice on future program orientations. 


Development education activities funded by 
the Public Participation program in 1989-90 
included: 

* a travelling workshop organized by Match 
International to inform Canadians about 
women’s groups in the Caribbean; 

* an exhibition featuring sustainable 
development and the environment or- 
ganized by the Yukon Learner Center; and 

- a festival of African films put on by les 
Journées du Cinéma African. 


The International NGO program 


The INGO program was established in 1975 
to enable Canada to participate in the 
development activities of international NGOs 
that enhance and complement Canadian 
priorities, especially in areas that are more 
appropriately promoted at the international 
and regional levels. Many of these INGOs are 
headquartered in developing countries and in 
Canada. 


The main focus is capacity-building of 
developing country NGOs while supporting 
the promotion of women in decision-making. 
Sectors of concentration include population 
and basic health, training, literacy, environ- 
ment and human rights. 


One example is the ongoing consultative process 
on practical ways of ensuring people’s participa- 
tion in sustainable development spearheaded 
by the Nairobi-based Environment Liaison 
Center International, and the Asian NGO Coali- 
tion for Agrarian Reform and Rural Develop- 
ment, which is based in Manila. 
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Besides contributing to Women’s World Bank- 
ing, which celebrated its 10th anniversary 
this year, the INGO program initiated a con- 
sultative process on the complexities of 
promoting women in decision-making at all 
levels of the development process. 


In the Americas region, the INGO Program is 
contributing to the strengthening of a 
women’s network, the Latin American Com- 
mittee for the Defense of Women’s Rights. 
The project provides training and technical 
assistance, action-oriented research, com- 
munications and networking for local groups 
at national and regional levels. 


Africa 2000 


Africa 2000 was initiated in 1985 as a 15-year 
commitment to assist African recovery. A 
$150 million fund was established, most of 
which is channelled through the Special 
Programs Branch to: 

* Canadian NGOs to strengthen African 
partner NGOs and institutions; 

* Canadian universities, for scholarships for 
African women; 

* Canadian cooperatives, to support credit 
schemes for African women; 

* the Canadian Federation of Municipalities 
to support exchanges of technical and 
management staff between African and 
Canadian cities; 

* Canadian NGOs, for development educa- 
tion activities relating to Africa; and 

* international NGOs, for health programs 
and for the development of small business 
activities for African women. 


Major accomplishments in 1989-90 


Some significant achievements of the Special 

Programs Branch in 1989-90 included: 

* the establishment of the National Advisory 
Committee on Development Education to 
advise the Minister and CIDA on develop- 
ment education programming; 

* the initiation of the Centres of Excellence 
program to support Canadian universities 


to establish world class expertise on impor- 
tant issues or on particular regions of the 
world. The first two centres were estab- 
lished in 1989-90: the Institut national de 
la recherche scientifique heads a Montreal- 
based consortium working in the field of 
urban development and the University of 
Calgary has organized a partnership in 
rural community development in Asia; 

the Youth Initiatives program to respond to 
new ideas to involve young Canadians in 
development, which became fully opera- 
tional; and 

drawing on a five-year, $43 million con- 
tribution from CIDA for the global child 
immunization campaign, the Canadian 
Public Health Association in partnership 
with 19 Canadian NGOs supported 95 im- 
munization projects in 43 countries. This 
initiative was a key element in a global 
effort that resulted in over two-thirds of the 
children in developing countries being im- 
munized against six deadly diseases.

Business cooperation 


WHEN THE OVERALL POLICY 
environment in a developing country favors 
the expression of individual initiative and the 
establishment of private enterprises, the local 
business community has the potential to 
make a profound contribution to national 
development. 


More and more developing countries are now 
recognizing the need for a dynamic, 
prosperous private sector, as an alternative to 
state enterprises, to produce the goods and 
services required for local and international 
markets. As we enter the decade of the 1990s, 
private sector development is thus seen by 
much of the Third World as a hopeful new 
strategy for increasing employment oppor- 
tunities, economic growth and prosperity. 


Many developing countries are implementing 
the necessary policy reforms and other economic 
adjustments needed to stabilize their economies 
and open them up to private enterprise, and this 
trend is creating new opportunities for partner- 
ship with Canadian firms. 


To realize their full potential as key players in 
the local economy, business and industry often 
require linkages with business people in other 
countries for technical and managerial train- 
ing, technology transfer, industrial joint ven- 
tures and other forms of long-term business 
association. That’s where CIDA’s Business 
Cooperation Branch comes into play. 


Working with Canadian business partners 
who have the skills and techniques associated 
with the operation of profitable and competi- 


tive enterprises, the Industrial Cooperation 
program (INC) supports the efforts of develop- 
ing countries to strengthen the role of the 
private sector in their national development 
efforts. 


INC was established in 1978 to share the risks 
and costs of pursuing long-term business op- 
portunities in developing countries, and has 
evolved into a comprehensive partnership 
mechanism that channels support into three 
main areas of endeavor: investment, profes- 
sional services and specialized activities. 


Business development is a complex 
phenomenon, involving investment decisions 
based on a sound analysis of the available 
natural and human resources, and formation 
of a business strategy that takes into account 
such factors as market conditions, pricing 
structures and borrowing rates. INC’s invest- 
ment-oriented programs assist Canadian in- 
vestors, particularly manufacturers, to 
conduct preliminary or in-depth studies on 
the possibility of long-term cooperation agree- 
ments with developing country businesses. 
The program may also pay certain costs in- 
curred in implementing a joint venture witha 
local entrepreneur. 


Sustainable industrial growth also requires 
careful planning to maximize competitive ad- 
vantages and social benefits while minimizing 
the environmental impact. INC’s professional 
services-oriented programs help Canadian 
business organizations (mainly consulting 
firms, financial institutions and business as- 
sociations) to conduct studies and provide 
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professional advice. Potential clients may be 
from the public and private sectors in develop- 
ing countries. Canadian professional services 
may be used to establish new capital projects, 
revitalize an industrial sector or plan and 
develop infrastructure improvements. 


To foster the relationship between the 
Canadian and developing country private sec- 
tors, INC also supports a broad range of spe- 
cialized business activities. For example, 
technology transfer seminars, exhibitions and 
sectoral missions lead to a better under- 
standing of needs, conditions and capabilities 
on both sides of the partnership. Canada’s 
Trade Facilitation Office (TFOC) provides as- 
sistance to developing country exporters seek- 
ing to sell their products on the Canadian 
market. Specialized training institutes have 
been set up by the Canadian private sector to 
assist developing country organizations 
develop skills in business management and 
technical fields. And multilateral institutions 
with private sector-oriented programs, such 
as the International Finance Corporation 
(World Bank affiliate), receive support from 
INC to engage Canadian companies in their 
development initiatives. 


The aim of all these activities is to achieve a 
strong developmental impact in the develop- 
ing country while, at the same time, exposing 
Canadian firms to the new markets of Latin 
America, Asia and Africa.

Highlights of the year 


¢ Business Cooperation Branch received ap- 
proximately 17,000 requests for informa- 
tion about CIDA programs and distributed 
about 28,000 publications. Two new 
regional offices - Calgary and Winnipeg - 
were opened during the year to provide the 
business community with local CIDA ad- 
visors, adding to the previously established 
offices in Montreal and Vancouver. 

* INC disbursements amounted to $59.6 
million in financial contributions to 360 
companies that carried out 568 projects in 
63 developing countries. These contribu- 
tions were distributed as follows: Africa 
and Middle East - $23.6 million; Asia - $17 
million; Americas - $9.5 million; and spe- 
cialized activities - $8.5 million. 

¢ Canadian firms conducted 38 investment- 
oriented projects and 512 professional ser- 
vices-oriented projects. 

* Trade Facilitation Office Canada organized 
nine export seminars involving some 275 
exporters from developing countries. It 
also sponsored 48 exporters either to come 
to Canada on a business visit or to par- 
ticipate in a Canadian trade show. In addi- 
tion, TFOC sent 20 Canadian importers to 
developing countries in four buying mis- 
sions. It responded to over 5,000 enquiries 
for information on the Canadian market 
from 103 developing countries. 

* Specialized training institutes (Interna- 
tional Aviation Management Training In- 
stitute, Telecommunications Executive 
Management Institute of Canada and 
Centre des Grands Projets) provided busi- 
ness management training courses for 287 
managers from over 70 developing 
countries. 

¢ Business Cooperation Branch organized 
consultations with the Canadian 
Exporters’ Association in May involving 
177 private sector participants and 57 
CIDA staff. In addition, consultations were 
held with the Canadian Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation and the Association of Consulting 
Engineers of Canada.

Official development assistance is measured 
at the time when promissory notes to interna- 
tional financial institutions are deposited with 
the Bank of Canada (commitment basis) and 
not at the time of the encashment of the notes 
(cash basis). 


All disbursements of assistance are shown 
net, i.e., minus capital repayments of earlier 
loans. In other words, they represent actual 
Canadian assistance. Terms used in the 
tables are defined in Part 2.

Over the years, a number of countries have had part of 
their outstanding debts rescheduled. The deferred interest 
payments are included in net Official Development 
Assistance. 


. In addition to the contributions made by CIDA, the Depart- 


ment of External Affairs makes contributions to the regular 
budgets of certain international organizations. For some of 
these organizations only a percentage of each contribution 
is considered related to development (and therefore 
assistance). The percentage (or coefficient) for each organi- 


zation is calculated by the Development Assistance Commit- 


tee (DAC) of the Organization for Economic Cooperation and 
Development (OECD). 


. In addition to these contributions to NGOs, some provincial 


and municipal governments also contribute directly to de- 
veloping countries, but these figures are not readily availa- 
ble and are not included here. 


. When Canada joined the Inter-American Development Bank 


on May 3, 1972, it agreed to return to the Bank the 
repayments (including interest) of the loans made to Latin 
America under the Canadian Trust Fund. These repayments 
are made directly from Latin American countries to the 
Bank and are not disbursed from the CIDA loan vote. 
However, they are a Canadian contribution to the Bank's 
Special Fund and are added to Canadian Official Develop- 
ment Assistance. See also Table E-2. 


5. In 1982, DAC members, including Canada, agreed that Offi- 


cial Development Assistance (ODA) figures should include 
the administrative costs of extending assistance. This 
inclusion of administrative cost data was made to improve 
the comparability of total ODA figures among donor coun- 
tries, since previously some countries were including some 
administrative costs while others were not. The administra- 
tive costs include the expenses incurred by CIDA, IDRC, 
ICOD and PCIAC, as well as External Affairs’ representatives 
working on Official Development Assistance. 


. In 1981, CIDA decided to reinforce the geographic orienta- 


tion of the organization in order to strengthen the Agency’s 
focus on the requirements of recipient countries. In other 
words, country-to-country mechanisms would be used in a 
coherent, coordinated fashion to attain the Agency’s overall 
objectives in specific countries. This is also known as the 
“country focus” approach. Country focus projects 
administered by the Special Programs Branch in 1986-87, 
1987-88, 1988-89 and 1989-90 amounting to $67.6 
million, $80.7 million, $103.9 million and $126.8 million 
respectively, were charged to Government-to-Government 
while in previous fiscal years they were charged against 
Special Programs Branch.

Definitions 


Aid or Official Development Assistance 

The word “aid” or “assistance” refers only to 
flows which qualify as official development 
assistance (ODA), i.e. grants or loans undertaken 
by the official sector (See definition) with the pro- 
motion of economic development and welfare as 
main objectives. Loans are provided at concession- 
al financial terms and must have at least a 25 
per cent grant element (see definition). 


BILATERAL ASSISTANCE: When Canada maintains 
control over its contribution to such an extent that 
the decisions regarding disposal of the funds are 
taken at the discretion of Canada. 


MULTILATERAL ASSISTANCE: Contributions are 
recorded as multilateral if the recipient organization 
is active in development and if: 

a) amounts received are pooled so that they lose 
their identity and become an integral part of the 
organization’s financial assets. 

b) members of organizations are government 
representatives acting in an official capacity 
and not as individuals. 


Capital Subscriptions (Investments) 

Capital subscriptions are also known in Canada as 
“investments”. These subscriptions are assigned to 
each country when it becomes a member of an 
international institution. Shares are issued to mem- 
bers according to the amounts of their capital sub- 
scriptions. According to the articles of agreement, 
these shares are to be repurchased by the institu- 
tion when a country ceases to be a member. 


Contributions to Special Funds (Advances) 
Contributions to the special funds of financial 
institutions are known in Canada as “advances”. 
These advances are similar to capital subscrip- 
tions, but no shares are issued to member coun- 
tries. Contributions to special funds are returned 
only when a country ceases to be a member. 


Developing Countries (LDCs) 

The Development Assistance Committee of the 
Organization for Economic Cooperation and 
Development uses the following list: all countries 
and territories in Africa (except South Africa); in 
America (except the U.S. and Canada); in Asia 
(except Japan); and in Oceania (except Australia 
and New Zealand). In Europe the list comprises 
Cyprus, Gibraltar, Greece, Malta, Portugal, Turkey 
and Yugoslavia. 


Canada is helping over 100 countries, but as- 
sistance is concentrated in about 30 countries. 


Grant Element 

The grant element is an index measure of a loan’s 
degree of concessionality, or “softness”, calculated 
on the basis of interest rate, grace period (interval 
to first repayment) and maturity (interval to final 
repayment.) Specifically, the grant element is the 
difference between the face value of the loan and 
the discounted (at 10 per cent) present value of 
the service payments to be made by the borrower 
during the lifetime of the loan, expressed as a per- 
centage of the face value. Thus, the grant element 
would be nil for a loan carrying an interest rate of 
10 per cent; it would be 100 per cent for a grant; 
and it lies between these two limits for soft loans. 
(See Loans) 


Gross National Product (GNP) 

GNP is the measure of total domestic and foreign 
output claimed by residents of a country.* The as- 
sistance volume (net disbursements) of donor 
countries is expressed as a percentage of their 
GNP. In 1989-90 Canadian assistance represented 
.45 per cent of its GNP. 


* By contrast to gross domestic product (GDP), GNP excludes goods produced and 
services rendered within its territory by non-residents. 
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Least-Developed Countries (LLDCs) 

An initial list of 25 LLDCs was defined by the 
United Nations in 1971 according to the following 
criteria: 


i) per capita gross domestic product (GDP) below 
U.S. $100 per annum, 

ii) manufacturing under 10 per cent of GDP, 

iii) literate population (15 years and over) below 
20 per cent of total. 


Seventeen countries have since been added to this 
list by the Committee on Development Planning of 

the UN General Assembly for a total of 42 LLDCs 

(see Table L). 


Loans 
Since 1986, Canada no longer provides loans to 
developing countries. 


Official Sector 

CIDA is the official government agency that has 
the task of aiding development efforts in the 
world, but other federal departments and provincial 
governments also contribute to Canadian as- 
sistance. In our data we identify the major contri- 
butions of federal departments as well as 
provincial government contributions to non- 
governmental organizations and institutions. 
However, other smaller contributions from federal 
departments or from provincial or municipal 
governments are not included. Flows from the 
Export Development Corporation are not reported 
as ODA but as Other Official Flows (OOF).

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MINISTER’S MESSAGE 


In a time of rapid worldwide change, Canada was working on many fronts during 1990-91 to help lay the 
foundations of a better future. 


Internationally, we took an active part in global matters ranging from election monitoring to immunization to 
sustainable development. 


We pressed for the Earth Summit — the United Nations Conference on Environment and Development 
(UNCED), to be held in June 1992. We were strong advocates on key issues — poverty, women, sustainable 
development, the environment — in such bodies as United Nations agencies, the Organization of American 
States, and the World Bank, which decided to create a Global Environmental Facility. And Prime Minister 
Mulroney co-chaired the first-ever World Summit for Children, to focus attention on the needs of the most 
vulnerable and important of all the world's people. 


We saw dramatic proof during the year that progress really is possible, when we reached the United Nations’ 
goal of immunizing 80 per cent of the world's children against the major deadly diseases — a target that 
seemed impossible just a few short years ago. 


Meanwhile, Canada invested nearly $3 billion during 1990-91 in the building blocks of a better world. Our 
official development assistance, channelled mainly through the Canadian International Development Agency, 
helped finance thousands of projects and programs in Africa, Asia, Latin America and the Caribbean, in such 
vital fields as agriculture, health, food aid, environmental management, and human resources development. 


To do this, we worked with a wide range of remarkable partners, benefitting from their skills and commitment. 
We launched a Centres of Excellence initiative to deepen and focus the development expertise of Canadian 
universities. We strengthened our links with co-ops and environmental NGOs. We hosted a meeting of officials 
responsible for women's bureaus in Commonwealth countries. And we broadened training programs, especially 
in Africa. 


We also took action to build awareness here in Canada about world development. To plant the seeds of 
insight, we moved ahead during the year with Global Education programs, in cooperation with provincial 
education departments. And to involve the general public, we launched Canada’s first annual International 
Development Week, early in 1991, with the theme ‘Imagine Tomorrow’. 


If Canada is to thrive in the 21st Century, our people must become citizens of an interdependent world. They 
will need broad understanding of global issues and specific knowledge about developing countries, where more 
than four people out of five will be living. 


We are shaping the world of the next century, and building bridges of cooperation, by the decisions and 
actions we take today.

PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


Change liberates, disturbs, excites, and hurts. And no one can escape tt. 


Our world was a kaleidoscope of change in 1990-91. Patterns were shifting as processes, good or bad, worked 
themselves out — from the dawn of renewed democracy to the deadly advance of AIDS. 


One big idea, thrust before our eyes in 1987 by the Brundtland Report, Our Common Future, was fast becoming 
the defining concept of the '90s, and likely the dominant priority on the global agenda for as far ahead as 
anyone can see: sustainable development. 


Its essence already seems a cliché — we must practise, in Brundtland’s concise formulation, ‘development that 
meets the needs of the present without compromising the ability of future generations to meet their own needs”. 


Complexity multiplies when we try to apply the idea — ‘sustainable development’ — to untidy reality. 
Elaborating the implications was the main occupation during the year under review for development thinkers, 
including CIDA people, and our concept of sustainable development broadened, deepened and matured 
remarkably. 


We came to see it as having five main dimensions, each containing a subset of major aspects of life, all of them 
interlinked. Development, to be of real and lasting value, must be sustainable: 


* environmentally (which involves ecosystem integrity, biological diversity, and population burden); 

* economically (appropriate policies, productivity of the poor, efficient use of resources, and fair access to them); 
* culturally (sensitivity to cultural factors, recognition of values conducive to development); 

* politically (human rights, democratic government, good governance); and 

* socially (income distribution, gender equity, basic needs, participation). 


In the Spring of 1991, CIDA gained a new and simple mission statement, entailing all of the above: ‘to support 
sustainable development in developing countries”. 


Much of CIDA’s ongoing work during the year was already supporting some aspect of sustainable development 
— such as projects to strengthen environmental expertise in Asia, boost food production in Africa, or over- 
come nutritional deficiencies among children throughout the developing world. And new paths were explored 
— for instance, with the opening of the International Centre for Human Rights and Democratic Development. 


In 1990, the Development Assistance Committee of the OECD praised Canada for its record of leadership in 

such areas of aid as concentration on the poorest countries, the easing of aid tying, and our extensive partner- 
ship with voluntary agencies. Canadians, too, were supportive, with a poll indicating about 70 per cent of those 
questioned favouring current or higher levels of aid. 


Increasingly, however, it was clear that, besides its traditional job, CIDA had to do new, less comfortable things 
in order to use scarce resources efficiently for sustainable development — such as streamlining management, 
catalyzing the creative capacity of our partners, taking a more ‘horizontal’ approach by working to influence 
other government policies, and putting much more priority on influencing policies and strengthening institutions 
that promote sustainable development. 


To help CIDA deal with change by changing itself, a strategic management review was launched, seeking better 
ways to work together in the years ahead for the sustainable development of our shared world. 
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INTRODUCTION 


1990/91 WITNESSED A CONTINUATION OF THE DRAMATIC EVENTS OF THE PREVIOUS 
YEAR. THE DECLINE OF THE SOVIET UNION AS A SUPERPOWER HAD FAR-REACHING 
CONSEQUENCES FOR THE WORLD AS ALIGNMENTS SHIFTED AND GOVERNMENTS 
REASSESSED THEIR DOMESTIC AND FOREIGN POLICIES. MEANWHILE, THE TREND 
TOWARDS MULTI-PARTY DEMOCRACIES AND FREE-MARKET ECONOMIES IN DEVELOPING 
COUNTRIES CONTINUED TO GATHER MOMENTUM. 


Peace continued to unfold during 1990/91. Democratic processes were adopted in 
Central and Latin America; free elections in Nicaragua meant that the countries of Central 
America all had democratically-elected governments; and serious peace talks began in El 
Salvador. Civil strife in some African countries — such as Rwanda and Liberia — were 
contained, and apartheid began its slow crumble under the watchful gaze of the world. 
Meanwhile, war and internal strife caused suffering and chaos, particularly in the Horn of 
Africa and the Middle East. The war in the Gulf created political upheaval and economic 
setbacks, damaged the environment, and displaced millions of people. 

Sluggish growth and a debilitating recession affecting the countries of the 
Organization for Economic Cooperation and Development (OECD) slowed down trade and 
investment. This further contributed to the yawning gulf between the North and South 
during the year. For Third World nations, structural adjustment changes, debt repayment 
obligations and, in some cases, ill-advised policies combined with natural disasters — 
earthquakes in the Philippines, floods in Bangladesh, drought in Africa — highlighted the 
disparities between rich and poor countries. 

The dwindling influence of the Soviet Union, relatively low purchasing power of 
developing countries, and the realization that survival depended on greater trade and 
better protection of markets, led to a tendency towards the formation of trading blocs. 
Small nations found themselves at a clear disadvantage and tried to prepare for the 
inevitability of this development. The Caribbean Islands created the West Indian Commis- 
sion to investigate the impact of the proposed Canada-US-Mexico free trade pact on their 
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future, and African nations rediscovered 
the barter system, finding it more 
beneficial to trade goods instead of using 
hard currency. 

The recession in the United States, 
Canada and the United Kingdom had 
an impact around the world, as budget 
shortfalls restrained the growth of 
development assistance. 

Meanwhile, the nations of the 
developing world continued to sink deeper 
in debt. In Asia, while many economies 
had restructured rapidly, shifting from 
agriculture to industry and focusing on 
human resource development, other 
countries faced an uphill task in their 
development efforts. In South Asia, the 
number of absolute poor surpassed 
Africa, reaching the 500 million mark — 
and growing. 

The adverse effect of the slow growth 
in the world economy and the sharp 
increases in the cost of petroleum after 
the Gulf war worsened the situation in 
many developing countries. Nonetheless, 
some economies grew. Thailand 


registered double-digit growth for the 
third consecutive year, maintaining its 
position as the fastest-growing economy 
in developing Asia, and Malaysia's GDP 
growth rate jumped from 8.8 per cent in 
1989 to 9.4 per cent in 1990. 

In Africa, natural disasters and 
bitter, internecine conflicts continued to 
have a devastating effect on national 
economies. The majority of African 
countries continued to experience climbing 
debt and poor trade resulting in deteriora- 
ting conditions in health, education and 
social services. 

In Latin America, massive foreign 
debts, runaway inflation and persistent 
and growing poverty forced governments 
to reassess their options, turning to free 
market economies in the hope of halting 
the slide into economic collapse. 

Canada, through the Canadian 
International Development Agency (CIDA), 
maintained its funding of projects, 
supporting the efforts of developing 
countries to promote greater social, 
economic and political equity. Canada’s

total ODA budget for 1990/91 was 

$2.9 billion. CIDA administered most of 
this amount, setting priorities based on 
the Development Assistance Charter: 
alleviation of poverty, support for struc- 
tural adjustment, the increased participa- 
tion of women, food security, energy 
availability and environmentally sound 
development. Significant assistance was 
also given to areas such as human 
resource development, institutional 
support, technical aid, health (particularly 
of women and children) and to business 
development through increased Canadian 
investment in developing countries. 


CANADA WORKING WITH 
DEVELOPING COUNTRY 
GOVERNMENTS 


CIDA committed itself to the support 
of projects that would not only improve 
the present living conditions of the dis- 
advantaged of the Third World but would 
also contribute to long-term economic 
recovery. This commitment reflects its 
mission statement of supporting sustain- 
able development in developing countries. 


INTRODUCTION 


Bilateral, or government-to- 
government, cooperation included 
health care projects in West Africa and 
Indonesia, emergency aid to countries 
(such as Bangladesh and the Philippines) 
hit by natural disasters, and projects to 
assist victims of war and civil strife in 
Mozambique, Angola, the Horn of Africa, 
El Salvador and the Gulf. There were also 
projects such as a debt-for-development 
swap in Jamaica, environment and devel- 
opment support in Haiti, a $14 million 
six-year program of assistance to the 
Thailand Development Research Institute, 
a $4.3 million airports project in the 
Caribbean aimed at the improvement of 
transportation links for inter-island trade, 
business and tourism, over $110 million 
in scholarships and training programs for 
students of the developing world and 
forestry management projects in China 
valued at $10.5 million.

CANADA AND ITS 
INTERNATIONAL PARTNERS 


This year, Canada’s involvement on 
the world stage in environmental issues, 
long a priority for development planners, 
reached a new high. Canada played an 
important role in the adoption of environ- 
mental concerns in the lending policies 
of the World Bank, culminating in the 
establishment of the Global Environment 
Facility in 1990. Canada also provided 
support to the Earth Summit — the 
United Nations Conference on 
Environment and Development (UNCED) 
held in Brazil in June 1992. 

Canadian influence in multilateral 
organizations contributed to the adoption 
of priorities such as sustainable develop- 
ment, women in development and poverty 
alleviation. The highlights of our involve- 
ment in multilateral activities during this 
year include chairing the Board of Gover- 
nors of the Inter-American Development 
Bank which focused on the crucial issue of 
debt reduction, and serving as co-chair for 
the World Summit for Children in Septem- 
ber. CIDA created a follow-up task force 
on commitments made at the Summit in 
areas such as immunization for children, 
and elimination of Vitamin A and iodine 
deficiencies. Our influence was also felt 
during the negotiations for the 5th UNDP 
Cycle when special attention was accorded 
to the environment, women, poverty 
eradication, management development, 
South-South technical cooperation and 
technology transfer.

Canada took an increased and visible 
role in the Organization of American 
States (OAS) during 1990/91 and 
announced a three-year program of 
development cooperation with member 
nations. For this year, the program was 
valued at $1.9 million for technical 
assistance, environmental protection, the 
promotion of women in development, and 
human resource development. In the UN’s 
World Food Programme (WFP), Canada 
took the lead in a major reform of the 
organization’s general regulations to allow 
for greater autonomy in its operations 
and to improve its accountability. We 
continued to give our active support to 
development programs in the UN, 
increasing our commitment to the UN 
Population Fund, the WHO programs on 
AIDS and child immunization, and to the 
UN Development Fund for Women 
(UNIFEM). 

One of the most outstanding 
international successes of the year was 
the realization of the United Nations’ 
goal of immunizing 80 per cent of the 
world’s children against fatal, but prevent- 
able, childhood diseases over a five-year 
period. Canada’s role in this extraordinary 
feat represented a significant portion of 
our health assistance to the Third World 
and amounted to over $43 million, which 
funded over 100 projects in more than 
50 countries. 

CIDA disbursements for humani- 
tarian assistance in 1990/91 amounted to 
$111 million. Food aid allocations were 
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about $382.3 million, an average of more 
than $1 million per day, representing 
the highest levels of assistance in these 
areas in the history of Canadian ODA. 
Most of this aid went to nations affected 
by the Gulf war and conflicts in Africa, 
and to developing countries attempting 
to become self-sufficient in their 
agricultural production. 


CANADA AND ITS 
CANADIAN PARTNERS 


CIDA’s Canadian partners — 
universities, businesses, non-govern- 
mental organizations and public sector 
agencies — represented almost every 
sector of Canadian society and they 
participated in the transfer of skills and 
technology in hundreds of projects in 
Third World countries. Some examples 
reflecting the diversity of the projects and 
partnerships include McGill University’s 
involvement in a project to increase 
agricultural production in Egypt by 
transferring new production technologies 
and implementing small projects; the 
collaboration of CARE Canada and 
CIDA in strengthening the capacity of 
Indonesian communities to plan and 
manage initiatives for potable water and 
sanitation; and the establishment of 
solar food drying processes in the 
ASEAN region by the Sub-Committee on 
Non-Conventional Energy Research 
(SCNCER). 

Since 1978, CIDA’s Industrial 
Cooperation Program (INC) has 
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INTRODUCTION 


encouraged the private sector in Canada 
and the developing world to establish 
linkages through long-term business 
collaborations. Through this program, 
we have not only transferred valuable 
skills to the Third World but have also 
given Canadian businesses an opportunity 
to take advantage of the expanding 
markets of Africa, Asia, Latin America and 
the Caribbean. In 1990/91, one of the 
highlights of the INC was the establish- 
ment of the Canada Fund-INC with a 
budget of $2 million geared toward small- 
scale projects and activities which 
contributed to technical and economic 
development in Third World countries. 
Funds to support development 
initiatives by the private sector allowed 
Canadian businesses to apply their 
experience and expertise to international 
development by identifying bilateral 
projects for mutual benefit. Colombia, 
Morocco, Pakistan and Zimbabwe 
benefitted from this $20 million initiative. 
CIDA maintained the view that 
development was impossible without the 
full participation of women who consti- 
tute more than half of the world’s popula- 
tion and who hold chief responsibility for 
some of the key sectors — aspects of 
health care, education, and agriculture — 
by which development takes place. To this 
end, the Agency continued to emphasize 
the integration of women in development 
and to insist on the stipulation that every 
project proposal submitted must have an 
analysis of its impact on women. 
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In 1990/91, 393 new CIDA projects 
of benefit to women were approved. 
Nearly 90 were specifically targetted at 
women while the others incorporated 
elements to integrate women into the 
development process. For example, CIDA 
contributed $3 million over three years to 
the Access to Credit for Women program 
through Africa 2000. This meant that 
women entrepreneurs in five African 
countries had access to loans for enter- 
prises ranging from ground-nut proces- 
sing to weaving and farming. Women’s 
initiative funds were established in 
ASEAN countries to improve the partici- 
pation of women in development, and a 
project was established in the Caribbean 
aimed at educating teenage mothers 
and reintegrating them into the develop- 
ment process. 


SUPPORT AMONG 
CANADIANS 


Despite the tough economic times 
of the 1990/91 recession, the Canadian 
public has remained supportive of the aid 
program. According to an opinion poll 
conducted in early 1991, over 75 per cent 
of the population felt that the program was 
not only good, but also necessary, in the 
fight against global poverty and hunger.

INTRODUCTION 


WAR AND INTERNAL STRIFE IN THE PAST YEAR HAVE BROUGHT MUCH SUFFERING TO 
AFRICA AND THE MIDDLE EAST. THE WAR IN THE GULF CONTRIBUTED SIGNIFICANTLY 
TO THE DETERIORATION OF SOCIAL AND ECONOMIC CONDITIONS IN THE REGION. 
EGYPT AND JORDAN IN PARTICULAR, WHOSE ECONOMIES WERE ALREADY FRAGILE, 
HAVE SUFFERED MAJOR SETBACKS. IN THE HORN OF AFRICA, WARS IN SUDAN, 
ETHIOPIA AND SOMALIA HAVE AGGRAVATED THE EFFECTS OF WIDESPREAD DROUGHT 
AND FAMINE. THE DISLOCATION OF MILLIONS OF PEOPLE IN THE HORN HAS AGAIN 
RAISED THE SPECTRE OF EPIDEMICS AND MASS STARVATION. CONTINUING STRIFE IN 
MOZAMBIQUE, SOUTH AFRICA AND LIBERIA HAS ALSO CAUSED MUCH HUMAN MISERY 
AND ECONOMIC CHAOS. CONDITIONS IN THESE COUNTRIES HAVE DETERIORATED AND 
DEVELOPMENT INITIATIVES HAVE SUFFERED LONG-TERM DAMAGE AS A RESULT OF 
THIS INCREASED LEVEL OF VIOLENCE. TO A VERY LARGE EXTENT, THE RATE OF 
DEVELOPMENT IN MANY AFRICAN COUNTRIES WILL BE DETERMINED BY THE ABILITY 
OF GOVERNMENTS TO REDUCE FACTIONAL VIOLENCE AND CREATE A MORE STABLE 
SOCIAL AND ECONOMIC ENVIRONMENT. 


In the past year health, education and other social services were reduced as 
governments attempted to cope with slow growth in their economies, spiralling debt and 
declining terms of trade. Most African countries continued to experience significant 
population growth. The current rate, over 3 per cent per year, is outstripping agricultural 
production and putting increasing pressures on the already fragile ecosystems of the 
region. If current trends continue, the population of sub-Saharan Africa will be more than 
1 billion by 2010. With the prospect of continuing civil strife, drought and environmental 
degradation, African governments will find it increasingly difficult to provide their people 
with the necessities of life. 

The picture a year ago was more encouraging. A significant number of African 
countries had, through improved economic management, been able to halt the backward

slide of their economies and had begun 
to show some measure of economic 
progress. 

Ghana was the first to implement 
these reforms, and was joined by numer- 
ous others, including: Mozambique, 
Uganda, Tanzania, Nigeria, Jordan, 
Lesotho, and Zambia. These structural 
adjustment measures form part of a long- 
term strategy to increase the strength of 
the region’s economies. As African 
governments gain experience with the 
management of these programs, they are 
becoming increasingly sensitive to the 
need to soften their impact on the poorest 
sectors of society. 

Anglophone Africa’s core 
programming extends to six countries 
(Egypt, Ghana, Kenya, Tanzania, Zambia 
and Zimbabwe) and one regional group- 
ing: the Southern African Development 
Coordination Conference (SADCC). In 
1990-91, CIDA’s bilateral aid program in 
Anglophone Africa totalled $290 million. 
This included $64 million in food aid to 
ease emergency food shortages to the 
Horn of Africa as well as to a number of 
other sub-Saharan African countries. 
More limited bilateral programming is 
provided to black South Africans and 
various development institutions 
operating regionally in Africa. 

In the past year, programming in 
Anglophone Africa has continued to 


broaden its focus beyond economic and 
social development to include issues 
relating to good governance. Although not 
a precise concept, it is generally agreed 
that good governance includes: respect 
for human rights and individual liberties, 
participatory decision making, open 
electoral processes and fair and demo- 
cratic institutions. This concept will 
continue to play a growing importance in 
our programming decisions. 

CIDA’s efforts in Anglophone Africa 
continued to focus on the priority themes 
of structural adjustment, poverty allevia- 
tion, human resource development, food 
security, institutional support and women 
in development. On a sectoral basis, 
Anglophone Africa disbursements were 
concentrated on agriculture, human 
resource development, energy, transpor- 
tation, water, sanitation infrastructure, 
and general economic support. 


EGYPT 


Egypt has been eligible for Canadian 
bilateral assistance since 1976. CIDA’s 
program in Egypt is concentrated in the 
sectors of agriculture and energy, the 
objectives being to improve self-reliance 
in food production and to rationalize the 
use of energy sources. Technical assistance 
projects are being designed with a parti- 
cular stress on human resources develop- 
ment, to help overcome the constraints to 
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economic development. Other major 
themes include increasing the productive 
capacity of women and addressing 
environmental problems. 

During the year, bilateral assistance 
to Egypt totalled $34 million. CIDA 
continued to provide support to the 
Integrated Soil and Water Improvement 
project to improve agricultural lands and 
increase agricultural productivity in areas 
affected by poor drainage and salinity. 
CIDA approved a third phase of the 
Canada-Egypt-McGill Agricultural Response 
Program, a technical assistance and 
transfer of technology project to improve 
agricultural production. In response to the 
Gulf crisis, Egypt has received $26 million 
over an eighteen-month period beyond 
regular program budgets. This additional 
assistance will be delivered through: a 
$1.5 million education infrastructure 
project designed to provide schools to 
support Egyptian efforts to reintegrate 
returnees; $5 million in emergency food 
aid; $18.5 million worth of commodities 
for balance of payments support; and 
$1 million in a local fund for small projects. 


GHANA 


The Ghana program is Canada’s 
oldest development assistance program in 
Africa, dating from 1958. Since 1984, the 
CIDA bilateral program in Ghana has 
focussed on two main themes: balance of 
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payments support for economic recovery 
and structural adjustment through prog- 
ram aid; and poverty alleviation through 
project aid concentrated on initiatives in 
water and sanitation, rural development, 
agriculture and human resources develop- 
ment. In fiscal year 1990/91, bilateral 
disbursements, including food aid, 
totalled approximately $32 million. 

During the year, CIDA approved a 
$7.3 million technical education project to 
improve the quality and quantity of skilled 
human resources in the northern regions 
of Ghana. In further support of economic 
recovery, a $50 million five-year structural 
adjustment line of credit was approved, 
half of which is not tied to Canadian 
purchases. Balance-of-payments support 
will also continue to be provided through 
a three-year food aid program valued at 
$24 million. 


NIGERIA 


CIDA has been involved in Nigeria 
since the late 1960s. The program, by 
mutual agreement with Nigeria, was 
phased down after 1973 due to the 
country’s dramatic increase in oil revenues. 
However, since 1989, a decision was taken 
to rebuild a modest new program to help 
Nigeria cope with its growing poverty and 
to support its efforts at structural adjust- 
ment. Poverty alleviation is one of the key 
thrusts of CIDA’s re-energized program in 
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Nigeria. In 1990, CIDA approved a $4.6 
million project with CUSO, designed to 
bring potable water and related health 
education and community development 
training to rural communities in the Ondo 
State, and a small technical assistance 
project to help Nigeria’s Environmental 
Protection Agency prepare for the United 
Nations Conference on Environment and 
Development in Brazil in 1992. 


KENYA 


Until recently, CIDA’s bilateral 
program in Kenya was heavily concen- 
trated in the energy sector, with some 
additional investments in human resource 
development, agriculture and road trans- 
portation. With the completion of the 
Kiambere Hydro project and the rehabili- 
tation of the Kipevu thermal plant, the 
program is shifting toward institution 
building, human resource development, 
and rural development. 

CIDA’s bilateral development assis- 
tance during 1990-91 totalled $14.8 million. 
In the area of rural development, signifi- 
cant progress was made under the CARE- 
Canada Rural Integrated Development 
project in supporting community develop- 
ment through interventions in agro- 
forestry, income generation activities for 
women and assistance to local schools, 
primarily in the Lake Victoria Basin and 
central Kenya. The Canadian Hunger 


Foundation’s pastoralist’s development 
project is using innovative approaches for 
improving the conditions of nomadic 
herdsmen and communities in the 
difficult and fragile arid and semi-arid 
environment of northern Kenya. 

The third phase of a project to 
strengthen the Government of Kenya's 
capability for long-term strategic planning 
and development policy formulation was 
approved during the year. Other newly- 
approved projects included a $15 million 
general training program to assist Kenya's 
efforts to overcome human resource 
constraints in areas critical to its develop- 
ment efforts, and a $3.6 million project to 
provide health and education services in 
eight communities to reduce the inci- 
dence of sexually transmitted diseases 
and to improve the prevention of AIDS. 


UGANDA 


In 1990-91, CIDA’s bilateral project 
expenditures in Uganda totalled $7.4 
million. A second line of credit valued at 
$10 million was approved in support of 
Uganda’s economic recovery program, 
with $2.8 million in commodities deli- 
vered during the year. These commodities 
included pharmaceuticals and animal 
veterinary supplies. CIDA also continued 
support to the social sectors, particularly 
in health, education and water supply. For 
example, CIDA approved $4.3 million to 
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continue its participation in UNICEF's 
Integrated Community Water and Health 
Programme. 


TANZANIA 


Tanzania remains one of the poorest 
countries in the world, with little improve- 
ment in per capita GNP for the last 
twenty-five years. Economic structural 
adjustment measures negotiated with the 
IMF have gone some way towards liberal- 
izing the Tanzanian economy and address- 
ing its serious deficiencies. Canada 
continues to endorse this structural 
adjustment program and has concentrated 
its assistance in the agriculture, transport 
and energy sectors. 

Among the notable achievements in 
1990-91 were the completion of the first 
stage of a gravity-fed rural water supply 
project in the Hanang district, the com- 
missioning of a 170km transmission line 
and the rehabilitation of the first of 
Tanzania Railway's “73 class” locomotives. 
CIDA’s balance of payments support 
included aluminum ingots, paper 
products, industrial belts, plastic feed- 
stocks (raw material for production of 
plastic goods) and telephone exchanges. 
CIDA’s bilateral disbursements during the 
year totalled $33 million.

ZIMBABWE 


Zimbabwe has a diversified economy 
and a well-developed infrastructure. The 
past two years have seen healthy econ- - 
omic growth, particularly in the agricul- 
tural, mineral and manufacturing sectors. 
Furthermore, in 1990 Zimbabwe launched 
its own structural adjustment program 
with the approval of its five-year 
“Economic Reform Program”, which has 
been well received by the international 
donor community as well as the IMF and 
the World Bank. Canada’s bilateral assis- 
tance program is specifically focussed on 
the requirements for the sustainable use 
of natural resources, human resource 
development (HRD) and support for the 
private sector by providing lines of credit 
for Canadian goods and equipment. 
Decentralization of CIDA’s operations for 
Southern Africa continued in 1990. CIDA 
now has a fully operational regional office 
in Harare that is responsible for planning 
and executing programs in all SADCC 
countries, except the bilateral programs in 
Tanzania and Namibia. This has increased 
management efficiency and contributed to 


a shorter decision-making process as 
witnessed by the newly-approved third 
phase of the Aeromagnetic Survey project 
in Zimbabwe. 

A major new initiative this year was 
the announcement by the Minister of a 
$5 million new private sector develop- 
ment initiatives fund to encourage the 
Canadian business community to deliver 
high-quality development projects. 
Among notable achievements were the 
Zimbabwe-Canada General Training 
Facility project, where CIDA provided 40 
long-term trainees in Canada and Africa, 
completed activities for 33 short-term 
training, and approved 14 short courses 
delivered by local institutions. In addition 
to a thrust throughout the program to 
support the involvement of women in the 
development of their own economy, the 
program features a $3 million women’s 
small project fund to support projects of 
benefit to women in institutional develop- 
ment and research activities. By 1990/91, 
33 projects, of direct benefit to women, 
had been funded. 


HORN OF AFRICA 


The Horn of Africa (Ethiopia, Sudan, 
Djibouti and Somalia) continued to suffer 
from civil strife, drought and famine. 

Food aid and humanitarian relief 
comprised the major portion of CIDA’s 
assistance to the area. In Ethiopia, one of 
the poorest countries in the world, bi- 
lateral food aid and humanitarian assis- 
tance provided during 1990-91 totalled 
approximately $32 million. CIDA’s largest 
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bilateral project in Ethiopia, the Southern 
Region Rural Water Supply and Sanitation 
project, responsible for the supply of 
potable water to communities in the 
Southern Region, saw the installation of 
85 water system networks such as bore- 
holes, wells and spring developments. 
Two new initiatives launched in 1990-91 
were the Community Health Project Phase 
II whose chief purpose is to provide 
training and strengthen community health 
services in Ethiopia, and a newly-approved 
five-year Rural Credit Program worth 

$4.2 million aimed at facilitating access to 
credit by peasant farmers and rural com- 
munities in the Eastern Hararghe area. 

In Sudan, CIDA’s assistance has been 
limited to providing bilateral food aid and 
humanitarian assistance valued at 
approximately $21 million during 1990-91. 
CIDA’s development assistance program in 
Sudan is slowly phasing down as a result 
of continued civil strife and human rights 
abuses. The only remaining bilateral 
project in the Sudan is the Sim Sim Phase 
Il applied agricultural research project in 
eastern Sudan. 


SOUTHERN AFRICAN 
DEVELOPMENT 
COORDINATION 
CONFERENCE 

The Southern African Development 
Coordination Conference (SADCC) is a 
regional organization of ten Southern 
African States (Angola, Botswana, 
Lesotho, Malawi, Mozambique, Namibia, 
Swaziland, Tanzania, Zambia and 
_ Zimbabwe) committed to accelerated 
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economic development through increased 
regional integration and collective self- 
reliance. Since its inception in 1983, the 
broad objective of CIDA’s bilateral 
development assistance program for the 
SADCC region is to support SADCC’s own 
efforts to lessen external dependencies 
and to establish a basis for self-reliant 
economic and social development 
throughout the region. The 25 major 
projects currently in operation in the 
SADCC Program cover the four sectors of 
concentration for CIDA programming in 
this region: food and agriculture, energy, 
transport and communications and 
human resource development. In 1990-91, 
CIDA disbursed $42.5 million through 
regular bilateral and SADCC programs in 
the SADCC countries, excluding bilateral 
programs in Namibia, Tanzania, Zambia 
and Zimbabwe. More than $35 million 
also was provided in emergency 
assistance and food aid for Angola, 
Malawi and Mozambique. 

Major achievements related to 
rehabilitation and infrastructure develop- 
ment projects included the completion in 
June 1990 of the Zimbabwe-Botswana 
Interconnector project currently supplying 
electricity through a 353 km transmission 
line running from Zimbabwe to Botswana, 
and the rehabilitation of approximately 60 
km of transmission line in Zambia. Signi- 
ficant progress was made on the Limpopo 
Railway Rehabilitation project where, of 
the total 321 km under rehabilitation, 
approximately 55 per cent (177 km) of the 
railway has been completed. An example 
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of CIDA’s contribution to the agricultural 
sector was seen with the sorghum and 
millet improvement program, where a 
total of 260 tonnes of sorghum was 
delivered to five SADCC countries as well 
as ten tonnes of pearl millet to Namibia. 
Among activities financed in the human 
resource development sector were 52 
short- and long-term trainees in Canada 
and the region under a general bursary 
program, and several training sessions 
held at Matopos in the fields of computers, 
forage, food technology, pollination 
techniques and land surveying for 34 
technicians. Newly-approved projects in 
1990-91 included the SADCC Women in 
Development Program, the Regional Tree 
Seed Network project, the AIDS training 
and education project, $35 million for a 
rail transport sector program, and Phase II 
of the hydrological assistance project. 


REGIONAL INITIATIVES 


The regional initiatives program 
provides support to numerous regional 
organizations responsible for projects in 
the areas of agricultural research, econo- 
mic analysis, and training. The objectives 
of this program are to promote regional 
cooperation at a sectoral and institutional 
level. In 1990-91, CIDA’s bilateral budget 
in regional initiatives totalled $5.7 million. 

CIDA contributed to a total of ten 
regional projects in Anglophone Africa 
during the year. Among the most notable 
initiatives were a program of the Inter- 
national Centre for Tropical Agriculture to 
improve bean production in East Africa, 
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and a program of research on cereals by 
the International Maize and Wheat 
Improvement Centre. There were also a 
number of projects to combat drought 
and desertification through the Horn of 
Africa region, as well as a project with the 
International Institute of Biological 
Control aimed at finding a method to 
biologically control locusts and grass- 
hoppers. Through the University of 
Alberta, CIDA also supported a multi- 
lateral project to strengthen training for 
African managers. 

Other projects funded through the 
regional program include: the African 
Economic Research Consortium, the 
African Medical and Research Founda- 
tion’s community health training project 
and a United Nations Population Fund 
project to support population informa- 
tion, education and communication in 
eastern and southern Africa. Newly- 
approved projects in 1990-91 included the 
SPAAR Regional Agriculture research 
project and the UNDP Regional Water and 
Sanitation project. 


SOUTH AFRICA 


Canada’s concerns for the disadvan- 
taged population in South Africa are both 
developmental and humanitarian. For 
several years now, this assistance has 
been channelled through multilateral 
agencies as well as both Canadian and 
South African non-governmental 
organizations. None of the monies 
provided through CIDA is received by the 
South African government. 


Canada instituted a program of 
educational assistance in South Africa in 
1985. Now in its second phase, the 
Canadian Education Program for South 
Africa (CEPSA) assists the disenfranchised 
majority in order to prepare them for full 
participation in post-apartheid society. 
Also through CEPSA, linkages have been 
established between Canadian trade 
unions and their South African partners, 
and the Canadian embassy has provided 
funding for community-based educational 
and training opportunities in South Africa. 


NAMIBIA 


Namibia gained its independence 
from South Africa on March 22, 1990. As 
a special independence gift to the new 
country, Canada made a $1 million 
contribution to the UNICEF program, 
Strengthening Primary Health Care 
through an Expanded Program of 
Immunization and the Provision of 
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Essential Drugs. Under this program, 
UNICEF is assisting the Namibian 
Government's Ministry of Health and 
Social Services by providing supplies and 
training to 20 hospitals and 100 clinics. In 
addition, OXFAM Canada, in collaboration 
with CUSO and the Association of 
Canadian Community Colleges, has 
prepared a plan for a multi-year project 
focused on raising agricultural produc- 
tivity in the north of Namibia. 
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INTRODUCTION 


THE CONTINUING ECONOMIC CRISIS IN AFRICA POSES AN UNPRECEDENTED 
CHALLENGE FOR AFRICANS AND FOR THE ENTIRE DEVELOPMENT COMMUNITY. 
SUB-SAHARAN AFRICA SUFFERS IMMENSE HARDSHIPS; AND, IF CURRENT TRENDS 
CONTINUE, THE SITUATION COULD BECOME A HUMAN CATASTROPHE. IN SOME 
COUNTRIES, LIVING CONDITIONS HAVE ALREADY DETERIORATED, DUE TO INSUFFI- 
CIENT GROWTH OR ACTUAL DECREASES IN PER CAPITA INCOME. POPULATION GROWTH 
IS CONTRIBUTING SIGNIFICANTLY TO THESE CIRCUMSTANCES. THE DETERIORATION 
OF THE GLOBAL ECONOMIC CLIMATE IN 1990-1991 AND THE CONTINUING PROBLEMS 
OF EXTERNAL FINANCING UNDERLINE THE NECESSITY THAT DEVELOPING COUNTRIES 
ADOPT AND MAINTAIN WELL-PLANNED DOMESTIC POLICIES. 


The Francophone Africa region includes countries considered to be among the 
poorest in the world, as well as countries with average incomes. CIDA adopts a different 
approach in preparing its programs for each of these two groups of countries. For sub- 
Saharan Africa, CIDA’s priorities are to alleviate poverty, develop human resources, protect 
the environment, and increase the number of African experts capable of analyzing 
problems. For the region of Maghreb (northern Africa), activities are focused on transfer- 
ring technology, seeking more partners and supporting projects that promote economic 
activity and commercial trade. 

To achieve these objectives, CIDA works to create conditions that foster develop- 
ment, giving priority to structural adjustment programs and mechanisms for regional 
integration. 

In 1990-1991, CIDA disbursed a total of $204.29 million under its bilateral program 
for Francophone Africa. The main recipients of this assistance are Cameroon ($33.52 million), 
Senegal ($20.03 million), Mali ($18.33 million), Rwanda ($17.12 million) and Zaire 
($14.44 million). 
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BURKINA FASO 


The year 1990-1991 was the second 
year of decentralization for this program. It 
was marked by strengthened management 
and planning methods and firmer ties with 
Burkina Faso partners, ties aimed at estab- 
lishing a true partnership. The goal of the 
program for Burkina Faso is to help reduce 
poverty through sustainable development 
practices. Its orientations include activi- 
ties in education, rural development and 
infrastructure, and achieving stability at 
the macro-economic level. For this reason, 
the vegetation cover stabilization project 
aims to reduce food crop losses and fortify 
administrative structures inthe agricul- 
tural sector. As well, the province of 
Nahouri is being developed with the 
participation of local populations. Under- 
developed and undeveloped natural 
resources are being exploited. 


CAMEROON 


A revised program for Cameroon 
was approved, with an allocation of 
$33.52 million. Sectoral studies were 
carried out on the private sector and on 
teaching methods. Priorities for the new 
program include supporting activities in 
the private sector, forestry and energy 
sectors, developing human resources and 


providing program aid. In 1990-1991, three 


projects in particular mobilized people's 
efforts: a water conveyance project in 


Yaoundé, a project to create six technical 
schools, and another to set up a centre 
catering to small- and medium-sized 
businesses. 


COTE D’IVOIRE 


CIDA’s program for Céte d'Ivoire 
helped workers specializing in tree- 
planting techniques to form two labor 
cooperatives. Through another project, 
the people of 34 villages in the M’Batto 
area are organizing their own rural 
development, particularly in the sanita- 
tion, social and economic sectors, all in 
keeping with government objectives. 
Lastly, the Ivorian Centre for Economic 
and Social Research (CIRES) was able to 
pursue its objective of regionalizing 
services in all Francophone African 
countries for conducting studies and 
research in rural economics. 


MALI 


CIDA’s principal objectives for Mali 
include providing support for macro- 
economic reforms, human resources 
development, more equitable distribution 
of food supplies, and improved environ- 
mental protection through vegetation 
cover stabilization. Micro-projects Phase 
Il, which is comprised of 11 projects, is 
aimed at helping the population to 
improve and control their own social and 
economic environment. 
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NIGER 


During the past five years of 
cooperation between Canada and Niger, 
some twenty projects have been imple- 
mented. The main objective of the new 
program is to practice sustainable 
development, both from environmental 
and economic perspectives. The fifth 
phase of the vegetation cover stabilization 
project, the stage at which support is to 
be withdrawn, is particularly worthy of 
mention for having a strong impact on the 
country and for the relationships it has 
established between Canada and Niger. 
With the aim of helping Niger to attain 
food self-sufficiency, many activities 
supported applied research, and involved 
training in plant and seed protection, as 
well as storage protection. 


RWANDA 


Rwanda experienced an intense 
period of upheaval. The country witnessed 
the break-out of a guerilla war in the 
north, the birth of multi-party politics, 
and criticisms directed at the government 
for human rights violations. Despite these 
very difficult circumstances, cooperative 
relations between Canada and Rwanda 
were maintained and the political 
dialogue remained effective. Bilateral 
disbursements for 1990-1991 totalled 
$17.12 million. Rwandan and Canadian 
partners worked closely together in 
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revising Canada’s program for Rwanda. 
The program has four central objectives: 
helping human resources development; 
improving agricultural productivity; 
encouraging economic diversification; 
and supporting structural adjustment 
measures. 


ZAIRE 


An overview of activities carried out 
in 1990-1991 indicates that the partner- 
ship approach yielded reassuring and 
lasting results. This is particularly true for 
agriculture, an important element of 
CIDA’s intervention strategy for Zaire. 
During this period, CIDA approved four 
new projects, all concerned with rural 
development in north-eastern Zaire. A 
project to build a road between the rural 
areas of Beni and Lubero aims to open up 
rural areas and provide greater access to 
zones of economic activity. The project to 
develop livestock raising in Nord-Kivu 
aims to improve economic conditions 
for the population through interventions 
in cattle-raising and by promoting 
cooperative practices. 


SENEGAL-GUINEA PROGRAM 


A total of $27.7 million was 
disbursed through the Senegal-Guinea 
program during the 1990-1991 period. Of

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INTRODUCTION 

THE NINETIES WILL BE A DECADE OF CHANGE AND CHALLENGE FOR THE 
CARIBBEAN AND LATIN AMERICA. THE PROGNOSIS VARIES CONSIDERABLY BETWEEN 
THE TWO REGIONS. 

THE CARIBBEAN, WHICH HAS ENJOYED RELATIVE STABILITY AND FAVORABLE 
ECONOMIC GROWTH THROUGHOUT THE 1980S, WILL HAVE AN UPHILL CLIMB IN THE 
1990s. WITH THE EMERGENCE OF THE EUROPEAN ECONOMIC COMMUNITY IN 1992 
AND THE POSSIBILITY OF A NORTH AMERICAN FREE TRADE AGREEMENT, THE LONG- 
STANDING MARKETS WHICH HAVE BENEFITTED THESE SMALL ISLAND ECONOMIES MAY 
BE JEOPARDIZED. CONSEQUENTLY, CARIBBEAN STATES ARE TAKING STEPS TOWARD 
FORMING A COLLECTIVE, INTEGRATED TRADING BLOC. 


Cooperation among states in key sectors such as agriculture and tourism and 
diversification of the region’s exports will be vital to economic survival in the 1990s. 
Equally important will be the development of human resources to create a labor force that 
can compete in 1990s markets. 

Latin America has changed dramatically in the last decade. Countries in the region 
have been forced to alter their social and economic policies significantly to combat the 
widespread social and economic deterioration of the “Lost Decade of the 1980s”. Huge 
foreign debts, uncontrollable inflation and mounting poverty have resulted in countries 
from Mexico to Argentina turning to free-market policies — including privatization — in 
hopes of fostering a stable economic climate. 

A brighter future for the region is now being predicted by many economists. For 1992, 
the IMF is projecting a growth rate of 3 per cent, while inflation is expected to decrease to 
36 per cent, down markedly from 768 per cent in 1990. 

Furthermore, Latin America’s economic transformation has been accompanied by 
widespread political reform and nearly all countries in the region now maintain demo- 
cratically elected governments. A greater commitment by governments towards addressing 
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the region’s socio-economic inequities 
and environmental degradation is also in 
evidence. 


PROGRAMMING STRATEGY: 
OVERVIEW 


In 1990/91, CIDA’s total bilateral, or 
government-to-government aid (including 
food aid) to the Americas was $178 million. 
There were 48 new projects approved, 
valued at $245 million. Programming 
focussed on the poor and most vulnerable 
countries in the Caribbean, Central 
America and Andes regions. 

In support of Canada’s membership 
in the Organization of American States a 
major three-year program of development 
cooperation with the Organization was 
approved. In 1990/91 this program was 
valued at $1.9 million. Of this amount, 
$1.3 million was made available for 
technical cooperation activities to the 
Organization’s Voluntary Funds while the 
balance was ear-marked for program 
initiatives: 

e in environmental protection and to 
contribute to sustainable development 
in the Amazon region; 

e for the Inter-American Commission for 
Women to enhance the role of women 
in the development process; and 

e to support distance education 
networking and the development of 
human resources. 


These are among the important 
strategic objectives for guiding Canada’s 
program of development cooperation with 
the OAS. 

CIDA’s programming objectives in 
the Americas are fourfold: 

First, CIDA is funding projects to 
alleviate poverty and support the efforts 
of countries to promote greater social, 
economic and political equity. For 
example, in 1990/91 CIDA disbursed 
roughly $13 million in the Americas on 
health, water and sanitation projects for 
which the poor were the main benefi- 
ciaries. Counterpart funds, generated 
locally from the sale of Canadian goods, 
are also used to support projects which 
enhance the productive capacity of the 
poor and provide basic services. During 
1990/91 these counterpart funds 
disbursed $32.3 million in the Americas. 
To encourage political equity, Canadian 
aid was provided in support of the 
elections held in Nicaragua and in Haiti. 

Second, CIDA is supporting 
economic recovery through strengthening 
of recipient countries’ economic institu- 
tions, assisting in debt reduction, 
financing of economic infrastructure and 
providing balance of payments support. 
In 1990/91, CIDA financed basic infra- 
structure projects — such as energy 
transmission in Central America and the 
Roseau Dam project in St. Lucia — and 
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financed 22 lines of credit which provided 
countries in the Americas with Canadian 
goods such as fertilizers, industrial 
inputs, telecommunications, mining 
equipment and oil and gas equipment. 

Third, CIDA is working to foster 
partnerships for the implementation of 
development activities and for the trans- 
fer of technology. In the past year, CIDA 
disbursed $21.0 million in 52 projects 
which targeted: human resource develop- 
ment with special emphasis on the role of 
women: institutional strengthening; and 
the development of linkages with 
Canadian organizations and institutions 
in the profit and non-profit sectors. 

Fourth, CIDA is providing assistance 
for environmentally sustainable develop- 
ment, especially in the management and 
utilization of natural resources. In 
1990/91, 33 operational projects focussed 
on sustainable development disbursing 
roughly $10.5 million. These included 
projects such as the Eastern Caribbean 
Natural Resource Data Base Project and 
the Amazon Environmental Project in the 
Brazilian State of Acre. 


CENTRAL AMERICA 


The peace process in Central 
America saw some continuing gains in 
1990/91. With the election of President 
Chamorro in Nicaragua, all the countries 
in Central America enjoy democratically 


elected governments. In El Salvador peace 
negotiations have begun to address the 
longstanding civil conflict in that country. 
Although these events are encouraging, 
sustainable economic and democratic 
development will be vital to consolidate 
peace and stability in the region and to 
alleviate the critical problems of poverty. 
During the year CIDA initiated the 
following major projects: village-level 
water and sanitation projects in Honduras 
(S5 M) and Nicaragua ($5 M); repair and 
rehabilitation of electrical energy 
infrastructure in Nicaragua (S11 M); 
human resource development in 
Nicaragua ($4.6 M); agricultural 
development in Honduras ($13 M); and 
community development in El Salvador 
($2.5 M). Programming to address the 
special needs of the region included 
support for reduction of Costa Rica’s debt 
and direct assistance to human rights 
organizations in Guatemala. CIDA has 
also worked closely with the World Bank 
and other donors to promote economic 
reform and to ensure that structural 
adjustment programs take into account 
social and environmental concerns.

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EASTERN CARIBBEAN 


The Eastern Caribbean program, 
which includes the Leeward and indward 
Islands, is managed by the decentralized 
CIDA office in Bridgetown, Barbados. 
CIDA’s program in the region 
is concentrated on human resource devel- 
opment, social infrastructure develop- 
ment, the environment, and structural 
adjustment. 

Projects in the Eastern Caribbean 
include: assistance to the Natural 
Resources Database ($2.7 M) to provide 
aerial photography training and equip- 
ment in the region; the Eastern Caribbean 
Economic Management project ($7.0 M) 
which is providing technical assistance 
and on-the-job training for a number of 
senior and middle management govern- 
ment personnel and regional institutions; 
a Small Project Implementation Facility 
project ($15.0 M) which provides assis- 
tance to the region with small-scale 
infrastructure development projects; the 
Canada Training Awards Project Phase 3 
($34.0 M) which provides institutional 
support with long-term and short-term 
training awards in Canada and the region; 
a project to provide institutional support 
to expand tourism in Nelson’s Dockyard 
National Park in Antigua ($4.95 M): a 
project to upgrade the Grenada cocoa 
industry (4.76 M); the Roseau Basin Water 
Development project which aims to 
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provide a reliable water supply to the 
northwest region of St. Lucia ($22.0 M), 
and a project to manage and conserve St. 
Vincent's forest resources ($4.52 M). 


JAMAICA 


Jamaica continues to receive a high 
level of balance of payments support as 
part of Canada’s bilateral assistance to 
the country. In 1990-91, this aid came in 
the form of fertilizer and canned and 
salted fish. During the year, a new project 
was brought on stream to extend the 
supply of fertilizer to Jamaican farmers 
and to complement it with an applied 
research and information dissemination 
program directed at making more efficient 
use of the fertilizer. While support for 
human resource development continued 
to benefit the College of Arts, Science and 
Technology, the Bureau of Women’s 
Affairs, the Ministry of Mining and Energy, 
and the Ministry of Construction (Works), 
planning was accelerated on projects to 
address forest and watershed manage- 
ment, environmental policy development 
and the production of textbooks for 
primary schools. The Canada-Jamaica 
Training Project began to offer short- and 
long-term training support for Jamaican 
public sector organizations, with parti- 
cular emphasis on local and regional 
educational institutions. 
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GUYANA/CARIBBEAN 
REGIONAL 


Guyana remains committed to a 
rigorous three-year program of economic 
reform, implemented within the frame- 
work of a structural adjustment agreement 
reached with the IMF in 1990. Arrears to 
official creditors have been cleared or 
rescheduled, paving the way for new loans 
from international financial institutions 
and increased bilateral support from 
other donors. 

CIDA’s program in Guyana has 
expanded significantly, emphasizing 
balance of payments assistance through 
lines of credit for fertilizer, petroleum 
products and other industrial inputs. 
Counterpart funds, generated from the 
sale of these commodities in Guyana, 
are being used for social programming to 
help the sectors of society most affected 
by austerity measures. CIDA is also 
providing Canadian paper for primary 
school exercise books, encouraging 
Canadian NGO activities in Guyana and 
continuing with its support to the fishery 
and forestry sectors. 

In 1990/91, CIDA’s projects in the 
Caribbean region focussed on strengthen- 
ing regional institutions such as the 
University of the West Indies, the 
Caribbean Agricultural Research and 
Development Institute and the Caribbean 
Epidemiology Centre. CIDA also provided 
support to the West Indian Commission in 
its study of options for regional integra- 
tion and continues funding projects in the 
air transportation sector, although ona 
scale lower than in the 1980s. 


HAITI 


Haiti, one of the most impoverished 
countries in the western hemisphere, held 
successful elections in December 1990 
which resulted in the election of President 
Aristide. Following the election, the 
Canadian Minister for External Relations 
and International Development, Monique 
Landry, made an official visit to Haiti, 
during which she announced the renewal 
of government-to-government cooperation. 

Canadian aid to Haiti is directed 
primarily at poverty alleviation. In 
1990/91, CIDA supported projects focus- 
sing on human resource development, 
democratic pluralism, human rights, rural 
development, cooperatives, credit to 
small businesses, health and education. 
During that same year, CIDA approved 
several major projects, including financial 
support for election costs ($1.04 million), 
aid to a special education centre for pre- 
school education (1.2 M), emergency food 
aid ($1.04 M) and a contribution ($5.0 M) 
for a program support unit in the field. 

After the elections, CIDA approved a 
further $18 million for new projects. These 
included a second phase of the Small 
Development Emergency Project ($5.0 M), 
the Rural Forestry Project ($5.0 M), 
emergency aid for the provision of electric 
energy to Port-au-Prince ($1.2 M), and an 
institutional support project for Haitian 
NGOs ($4.9 M) under the auspices of 
l’'Association québécoise des organismes 
de coopération internationale (AQOCI). 

Following the overthrow of the 
Aristide administration in September of 
1991, the Government of Canada, in 
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concert with the embargo against Haiti 
called by the Organization of American 
States, suspended all forms of bilateral 
assistance to Haiti, with the exception of 
humanitarian aid, effective November 4.

INTRODUCTION 


SINCE EARLY 1990, THE ASIAN ECONOMIES HAVE BEEN RESTRUCTURING RAPIDLY. 
MANY HAVE SHIFTED FROM AGRICULTURE TO INDUSTRY AS THE BASIS FOR ECONOMIC 
DEVELOPMENT. AS ECONOMIES ARE BECOMING MORE OPEN AND TRADE-DRIVEN, THEIR 
STRUCTURAL ADJUSTMENT IS PUTTING EMPHASIS ON THE PRIVATE SECTOR AS THE 
MAJOR CATALYST OF THIS EVOLUTION. THEIR DEVELOPMENT STRATEGIES FOCUS ALSO 
ON HUMAN RESOURCE DEVELOPMENT, AS MANAGEMENT AND TECHNICAL SKILLS ARE 
OFTEN THE FUNDAMENTAL CONSTRAINTS TO MODERNIZATION. 


Most Asian countries have prudent debt-management policies and access to export 
credits and capital often well in excess of the capital projects available. Asian countries 
are seeking technology transfers, investment (usually with an export orientation), manage- 
ment expertise and longer-term economic and institutional linkages. The countries of 
Southeast Asia in particular look abroad less for development assistance than for sustain- 
able economic and political cooperation commensurate with their growing power. 

At the same time, Asia continues to face major developmental constraints. The 
numbers of absolute poor, approximately 500 million (largely in South Asia), surpass 
those of Africa and are growing. Life expectancy at birth in 1990 in Bangladesh was 51.8 
years, one of the lowest rates in the world. Recent figures indicate that Nepal’s adult 
literacy rate was a mere 22.4 per cent. Further constraints include political instability, 
which in South Asia is also an obstacle to the region’s development. 

During 1990, Asia was adversely affected by slow growth in the world economy and 
the elevated prices of petroleum which followed the Gulf crisis. Consequently, inflation 
rose, budgetary deficits increased and external balances declined in many countries. 
However, due to the continuing growth of several Asian countries, the average level of 
economic growth achieved in 1989 (5.8 per cent) was maintained. The adverse effects of 
the Gulf crisis were largely offset by the policy reforms undertaken in many Asian countries 
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during the latter years of the 1980s. The 
rise in oil prices benefitted Indonesia, 
while hindering other nations. 

Southeast Asia continued to lead 
other regions in Asia in terms of increased 
output rates of 7.4 per cent in 1990. 
Malaysia’s GDP growth rate jumped to 9.4 
per cent in 1990 from 8.8 per cent in 1989, 
largely led by domestic demand. Indo- 
nesia’s economic growth of 7 per cent in 
1990 was maintained in spite of a weaker 
agriculture sector and a more restrictive 
monetary policy. The Philippines experi- 
enced several setbacks in 1990 from 
natural disasters, power shortages, 
political uncertainty and the Gulf crisis, 
all of which contributed to an increased 
current account deficit. Thailand main- 
tained double-digit growth for the third 
consecutive year, holding its position as 
the fastest-growing economy in develop- 
ing Asia. The growth in the economies of 
India, Nepal and Myanmar slowed in 1990, 
while growth in Pakistan, Sri Lanka and 
Bangladesh increased. India’s growth rate 
fell below the level achieved in 1989. 
Bangladesh experienced strong growth in 
agricultural production and the export of 
manufactured goods, while in Pakistan a 
decline in agricultural production was 
offset by a moderate increase in economic 
growth led by an improvement in the 
performance of the manufacturing sector. 
Sri Lanka experienced reduced social 


tension and an increase in export growth. 
China’s austerity measures were relaxed in 
1990. The resulting accelerated level of 
industrial production and an increase in 
agricultural production resulted in an 
overall economic growth rate of 5 per cent 
in 1990, up from 4 per cent in 1989. 

In 1990, the program goals of 
Canadian bilateral assistance to Asia 
were: i) to strengthen the capacity of key 
public and private organizations in Asia to 
develop the managerial and technical 
expertise to implement policies and 
programs consistent with national and 
regional objectives; and ii) to build 
linkages between Canadian and Asian 
institutions which will foster sustainable, 
long-term relationships consistent with 
Asian development objectives and 
Canada’s longer-term interests in the 
Asia-Pacific region. Within these goals, 
the priorities of CIDA’s government-to- 
government program in Asia were human 
resource development, sustainable 
development/environment, industrial 
development and private sector linkages, 
improving the productive capacity of the 
poor, and women in development. 

There are nine major recipients of 
Canadian government-to-government 
assistance in Asia: Bangladesh, China, 
India, Indonesia, Nepal, Thailand, 
Pakistan, the Philippines and Sri Lanka. 
Other recipients include the Association 
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of South East Asian Nations (ASEAN) and 
regional programs covering the Pacific 
Islands and regional institutions, as well 
as smaller programs in other countries. In 
1990, the Canadian Government 
announced that Laos, Cambodia and Viet 
Nam would be eligible for Canadian 
development assistance. 

Thirty-nine new projects were 
approved in the Asia program in 1990-91 
for a total value of $201 million. The 
average value of the 31 largest approved 
projects was $6.4 million. At least one 
project was approved for each country 
program, and for Sri Lanka, China, India, 
Indonesia and Pakistan the number of 
approvals varied from four to six projects. 
Among the major ones, several were 
noteworthy either for innovative 
approaches or as key initiatives. Some of 
these are mentioned selectively under 
the description of country programs. 


BANGLADESH 


CIDA’s program in Bangladesh 
focuses on food security, health and 
family planning and poverty reduction. 
Through the Aga Khan Foundation of 
Canada/BRAC Rural Development 
Program, funding is provided to the 
Bangladesh Rural Advancement Com- 
mittee, an indigenous Bangladeshi non- 
governmental organization that aims to 
increase the productive capacity and 


empowerment of the rural poor through 
the provision of credit, basic literacy and 
skills development training. The CIDA 
contribution aims at expanding and 
strengthening BRAC’s administrative and 
operational structure and delivery 
services, as well as at lessening its 
dependence on donor funding with a view 
towards becoming a self-sustaining 
institution. CIDA also contributes to the 
Grameen Bank, an indigenous bank in 
Bangladesh that promotes the socio- 
economic development of men and 
women without land or assets through the 
creation of income-generating activities 
through group formation, provision of 
credit and skills training. 


CHINA 


CIDA’s program in China is focused 
in the areas of human resource develop- 
ment and institutional strengthening 
within specific sectors such as agriculture, 
energy and forestry. Through the Jiagedaqi 
Model Forest Fire Management Project, 
CIDA is promoting conservation and 
rational use of scarce forest resources and 
areas having potential forest growth in 
China. By developing a model forest-fire 
management system, this project will not 
only protect key forest resources in 
Jiagedaqi, but will also serve as a 
potential model for other areas of China. 
The project is providing technical and 
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managerial staff training and equipment 
to assist the Chinese in the creation of a 
fire command and control centre, includ- 
ing an appropriate system for fire detec- 
tion and communications. As a result, the 
efficiency and coordination of Chinese fire 
control capability will be increased. 


INDIA 


One of the key strategic areas of 
CIDA’s program in India is that of poverty 
alleviation and rural development. The 
purpose of the Save the Children- 
Canada/ASSEFA Maharashtra Phase II 
project is to improve living standards in 
target villages in Maharashtra State. 
Major project activities are aimed at 
economic development, through providing 
inputs to agriculture, livestock, forestry 
and rural industries, and at the develop- 
ment of social and community services, 
through providing inputs to health educa- 
tion, energy, community organizations 
and infrastructure. 


INDONESIA 


A key objective of CIDA’s program in 
Indonesia is to contribute to the imple- 
mentation of the Government of Indo- 
nesia’s policies on women in develop- 
ment. The goal of the Women’s Support 
Project is to integrate women into Indo- 
nesia’s economic and social development 
process as active participants and 


beneficiaries. This project has been 
designed with two main components: an 
Institutional Strengthening Program for 
the Ministry for the Role of Women and an 
Advisory and Coordination Program to 
provide support to all of CIDA’s projects in 
Indonesia. The Advisory Program has a 
Women’s Initiative Fund component to 
fund small projects. 


MALAYSIA 


A major objective of CIDA’s program 
in Malaysia is to assist in the area of 
human resource development. One way of 
accomplishing this is through the 
Malaysian Institute of Economic Research 
Project, the purpose of which is to contri- 
bute to Malaysia’s ability to develop a 
national economic policy by assisting in 
the development of the recently estab- 
lished Malaysian Institute of Economic 
Research (MIER). The project consists 
primarily of practical attachments of MIER 
personnel to relevant Canadian institu- : 
tions and exchange programs between 
MIER personnel and Canadian macro- 
economic policy researchers. The Sarawak 
Agricultural Development Project aims to 
assist in the preparation of a development 
plan and strategy for the optimal utiliza- 
tion of human and natural resources in 
Sarawak’s agricultural sector.

NEPAL 


One of CIDA’s goals in Nepal is to 
develop and strengthen energy planning 
and implementation capabilities. CIDA 
is continuing its previous institutional 
support project designed to provide 
assistance to the Water and Energy 
Commission Secretariat and the Nepal 
Electricity Authority. The project aims to 
support the Water and Energy Commis- 
sion Secretariat in reinforcing its policy 
and planning capacity through the 
provision of professional advisory services 
and training in specific areas. This phase 
of full-time assistance focuses on 
completion of the transfer of skills to 
Nepalese counterparts. 


PAKISTAN 


CIDA’s program in Pakistan includes 
the objective of promoting poverty 
alleviation through sustainable improve- 
ments in the delivery of education. The 
purpose of the IDA Vocational Training 
project are to improve the quality and to 
expand the capacity of the National 
Vocational Training System to meet the 
skills requirements of the industrial, 
agricultural and rural sectors, and to draw 
women into the skills labor market in non- 
traditional sectors in ways that take into 
account the culture of Pakistan. CIDA is 
providing training, equipment and expert 
services mainly for the Women’s Technical 


Training Centres and Women’s 
Employment Cells. 


THE PHILIPPINES 


The main objective of CIDA’s 
program in the Philippines is to 
strengthen the efforts of key organizations 
to develop and implement policies and 
programs for poverty alleviation and 
structural adjustment. One of several 
projects with this purpose, the NGO 
Support Project, is designed to strengthen 
the capacities and support the efforts of 
key Philippine NGOs to develop and 
implement programs and influence policy 
for poverty alleviation. The purpose of the 
UNICEF Area-Based Child Survival and 
Development Project is to help improve 
health conditions for Filipino women and 
children by increasing the capacities of 
government agencies and NGOs to work 
together to deliver health, nutrition, water 
and sanitation, education, and early 
childhood enrichment services in the 
provinces of Maguindanao, Sulu and 
Negros Occidental. 


SRI LANKA 


CIDA’s program in Sri Lanka is 
largely geared towards strengthening 
community-level institutions and a 
Support program promoting economic 
activity, employment creation and the 
provision of basic social services. The 
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Rehabilitation through Education and 
Training project aims to assist in the 
resettlement of up to 40,000 people in the 
north and east who have been displaced 
in the civil unrest of the past three years 
and to help them create revenue and 
employment-generating activities. The 
project focuses particularly on young 
people and women in the area affected by 
the conflict. The recent second phase of 
the Poultry Extension Project is intended 
to increase nutritional levels and farm 
incomes and to generate employment by 
providing equipment, poultry stock and 
training to improve hatching and breeding 
facilities at the Regional Poultry Farm in 
Marawila. As well, the Sri Lanka-Canada 
Development Fund makes resources 
available to small- and medium-sized Sri 
Lankan NGOs in order for them to expand 
the scope of their operations. 


THAILAND 


Two principal aims of CIDA’s 
program in Thailand are assisting in 
Thailand’s transition from an agricultural 
to an industrialized society and building a 
base for a long-term economic relation- 
ship between Canada and Thailand. The 
purpose of the Small and Medium 
Enterprise Development—Department of 
Industrial Promotion Project is to support 
the growth of small and medium enter- 
prises in the north-east of Thailand 
through the Department of Industrial 
Promotion. Programs involving credit, 
extension and advisory services and the 
institutional strengthening of the 


Department and its regional office in 
Khon Kaen are being developed. As 

well, the Regional Business Development 
Program is designed to promote increased 
employment and income generation 
outside Bangkok through private sector 
growth. More specifically, the project, in 
cooperation with the leading Thai private 
sector associations both at the national 
and provincial levels, is to establish three 
provincial development companies. 

These companies are to promote new 
provincial enterprises and the expansion 
of existing areas by providing direct equity 
financing and coordinating the provision 
of technical expertise and debt financing 
from the members of the private sector 
associations. 


ASSOCIATION OF SOUTH

Canada is supporting the 
Association of South East Asian Nations

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INVOLVEMENT IN POLICY 
DIALOGUE 


The Asia program has continued to 
pursue active involvement in Official 
Development Assistance policy dialogue 
with recipient and donor countries, both 
bilaterally and in the context of group 
meetings. 

In 1990-91, Asia program 
participated in Consultative Group or 
Consortium meetings for Bangladesh, 
Nepal, Indonesia, India, Sri Lanka and the 
Philippines. These meetings involved 
recipient governments, multilateral 
agencies (World Bank, IMF, UN Agencies, 
Asian Development Bank) and bilateral 
donors. They discussed development 
cooperation policies and funding. 

The Asia Program also participated 
in the ASEAN Foreign Minister's Special 
Conference held in Jasper, Alberta in 
October 1990. The Asia Program has been 
involved in the work of the Asia Pacific 
Economic Cooperation Forum (APEC) and 
in the Pacific Economic Cooperation 
Conference (PECC). As well, the Program 
provided contributions in the preparation 
of CIDA’s participation in a number of 
international meetings, such as the UNDP 
Governing Council, UNICEF Board 
Meetings, the Children’s Summit and the 
Meeting of Commonwealth Ministers 
responsible for the Role of Women, which 
Canada hosted in October 1990. 
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MULTILATERAL PROGRANS 


INTRODUCTION 


CANADA IS AN ACTIVE PARTNER AND STAKEHOLDER — OFTEN A FOUNDING MEMBER — 
OF MANY MULTILATERAL INSTITUTIONS. NOT ONLY DOES CANADA CONTRIBUTE TO 
REGULAR AND SPECIAL FUNDS IN THESE ORGANIZATIONS, IT ALSO SERVES ON 
GOVERNING BOARDS, SPECIAL COMMITTEES AND OTHER BODIES TO DEVELOP AND 
IMPLEMENT POLICY ISSUES. IN THESE FORA, CANADA USES ITS VOICE TO INFLUENCE 
MULTILATERAL ORGANIZATIONS TO ADOPT PRIORITIES SUCH AS SUSTAINABLE 
DEVELOPMENT, WOMEN IN DEVELOPMENT AND POVERTY ALLEVIATION; IN ADDITION, 
CANADA WORKS TO REFORM THE ORGANIZATIONS FROM WITHIN TO ACHIEVE 
INCREASED EFFICIENCY AND EFFECTIVENESS. 


Canadian pressure contributed to the priorizing of environmental issues at the World 
Bank. This direction culminated in 1990 in the establishment of the Global Environmental 
Facility. In another forum, Canada took the opportunity, during the negotiations for the 
Sixth Replenishment of the African Development Fund, to promote Canadian priorities 
during the discussion of a wide range of policy issues, including eligibility, sectoral 
priorities and the use of the Fund’s resources related to country performance. Also during 
the past year, Canada chaired the Board of Governors of the Inter-American Development 
Bank, which focused on issues relating to debt reduction. 

One of the major highlights of the year was the World Summit for Children, which 

Canada co-chaired. CIDA has struck a follow-up task force on commitments made at the 
Summit in areas such as children’s vaccines, iodine deficiency and Vitamin A deficiency. 
In addition, Canada played a major role as the Consultative Group on International 
Agricultural Research (CGIAR) restructured to meet demands for sustainable development; 
and, during the negotiations for the 5th UNDP Cycle, six programming themes were 
established: environment, women, poverty eradication, management development, South- 
South technical cooperation and transfer of technology. 

Meanwhile, the wars in the Gulf and the Horn of Africa (among others around the 
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world) drove humanitarian assistance dis- 
bursements to their highest level in the 
history of Canadian assistance: of the 
roughly $111 million total, some $19 million 
went to assist those affected by the Gulf 
War, while approximately $22 million was 
directed to the Horn of Africa. 

These conditions were mirrored in 
the food aid allocations during the year: 
the main recipients were Ethiopia, Sudan, 
Mozambique and Angola. Over the last 
decade, emergency food aid has grown 
from 27 per cent to nearly 40 per cent of 
all food aid, with the most vulnerable 
groups being people affected by a combi- 
nation of drought and war, such as those 
in the Horn of Africa, Mozambique and 
Liberia. In 1990-91, Canada gave more 
than $1 million a day in food aid to 
developing countries. Canada also took a 
lead role in a major reform of the World 
Food Programme’s general regulations to 
allow for clearer accountability and 
greater autonomy in its operations. 


INTERNATIONAL 
FINANCIAL 
INSTITUTIONS 


African Development Bank (AfDB) 


Following a substantial 200% capital 
increase for the AfDB under the Fourth 
General Capital Increase, GCI-IV (1987- 
91), and a 3% real growth in the Fund's 
resources under the Sixth Replenishment 
(1991-1993), the African Development 
Bank continued in 1990 to increase new 
financial transfers to the continent 
(USS194.8 million for the AfDB and 
USS579.4 million for the Fund). 

During the Sixth African Develop- 
ment Fund Replenishment Negotiations 
(AFDF-VI), Canada and other donors 
examined a number of policy issues, 
including country eligibility and resource 
allocation among countries, loan instru- 
ments, sectoral and intersectoral priori- 
ties, Policy Based Lending (PBL) quality, 
staffing implications and financial 
policy issues. 

Emphasis was placed on country 


performance as one of the major criteria 
for resource allocation. State Participants 
concluded that resource allocation under 
AFDF-VI should be based increasingly on 
performance, poverty reduction, and 
sustainability, including environment 
protection and sustained improvement in 
the human resource base. 

The volume of replenishment agreed 
was set at FUA 2.65 billion or CDN $3.959 
billion, slightly above the maintenance of 
value achieved under AFDF-V and Canada’s 
share will represent 8.25%. 


Asian Development Bank (AsDB) 


The Bank’s lending and investment 
activities in 1990 increased by 9% to 
US$4,009 million. The increased volume 
was largely due to significant lending to 
the Bank’s larger borrowers, namely India, 
Indonesia, Pakistan, the Philippines and 
Si) banker 

Negotiations to replenish the 
concessional resources of the Asian 
Development Fund (ADF) began in 
September 1990 and should be completed 
by late 1991. These resources will enable 
the Bank to provide loans and technical 
assistance to the least developed 
countries of the region over the 1992-95 
period. Negotiations for a General Capital 
Increase (GCI) of the Bank's ordinary 
resources will begin in late 1991. 

Canada ranks seventh among 51 
member countries in terms of subscribed 
capital and fourth in terms of 
contributions to the concessional ADF. 


Common Fund for Commodities 


The Common Fund for Commodities 
was formed in 1980 but did not receive 
final ratification until 1989 when sufficient 
member states were able to ratify the 
Agreement. The Fund is designed to 
operate through two accounts: the First 
Account through Directly Contributed 
Capital of member states is used to 
finance buffer stock arrangements of 
price-stabilizing international commodity 
bodies (ICBs); the Second Account is used 
to finance commodity development 


measures other than buffer stocks. CIDA’s 
commitment is only to the Second 
Account and is currently under review. 


Caribbean Development Bank (CDB) 


CDB lending operations continued 
to expand in 1990, reaching a new high 
with the approval of 18 loans totalling 
USS115 million. Net income from ordinary 
capital increased from USS6.9 million in 
1989 to USS25.9 million in 1990. 

The Bank undertook an examination 
of its organizational structure which 
resulted in an action plan on the role of 
the CDB to the year 2000. Negotiations 
continued on the third replenishment of 
the Special Development Fund; a final 
agreement should be reached in 1991 
which will target priority support to the 
low-income groups in the poorest 
countries. 

The CDB and the World Bank signed 
an agreement in 1990 providing the CDB 
with additional resources to on-lend to 
Caribbean borrowing members and to 
enhance its capacity to undertake macro- 
economic analysis. Canada provided 
technical assistance aimed at improving 
the capacity of staff to complete environ- 
mental assessments of project proposals. 


Inter-American Development Bank 
(IDB) 


The IDB established a new lending 
record in 1990, approving 45 loans total- 
ling USS3.8 billion, which was a 48% 
increase over the previous year. Net 
income on ordinary capital increased from 
US$220 million in 1989 to USS341 million 
in 1990. 

Canada hosted the 31st annual 
meeting of Governors in Montreal at the 


end of March and beginning of April, 1990. 


The meeting attracted several thousand 
participants, observers and media and 
included seminars on the environment, 
structural adjustment and development 
financing. It served to highlight the 
importance which Canada attaches to the 
Latin America and Caribbean region and 
our support for activities which address 
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poverty reduction, the role of women in 
development and environmental concerns. 

Canada chaired the Board of 
Governors throughout the year. A major 
objective was to focus the attention of 
Governors on major policy issues. This 
was accomplished during the mid-year 
meeting in September, 1990, where 
Governors examined the future role of the 
IDB in the area of debt reduction. 


International Fund for Agricultural 
Development (IFAD) 


By the end of 1990, the International 
Fund for Agricultural Development (IFAD) 
had committed a total of more than 
USS3,100 billion of its own resources to 
292 projects in 93 developing countries. 
Twenty-six projects were approved for 
USS307.9 million in 1990. Technical 
assistance grants for research, training 
and project preparation amounted to an 
additional USS$14.9 million for the year. 

IFAD initiated the majority of the 
projects in its project pipeline, a total 
of 96% in 1990. These IFAD-initiated 
projects attracted cofinancing from other 
development assistance organizations 
(USS$147.2 million in 1990 as compared to 
USS$72.2 million in 1984) and from the 
domestic contribution to projects made 
by the developing country borrowers 
themselves (US$485.3 million in 1990 as 
compared to USS116.9 million in 1984). 
The latter figure is the largest for 
domestic contributions ever recorded 
by the Fund. 


World Bank Group - International Bank 
for Reconstruction and Development 
(IBRD) and International Development 
Association (IDA) 


As of December 31, 1990, the World 
Bank had an authorized capital base of 
USS171.4 billion with USS136.7 billion 
subscribed. USS$9.3 billion of the 
subscribed amount had been paid in with 
the remaining US$127.4 billion callable, 
and used to back capital market borrow- 
ings. As of June 30, 1990 Canada held 
3.04% of total shares of IBRD capital stock 
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and 2.95% of the vote. Its share of the vote 
in the International Development Associa- 
tion (IDA) was then 3.19%. 

In the context of the World 
Development Report entitled Poverty, the 
World Bank rallied support for a second 
Special Program of Assistance for Africa 
(SPA) for low-income, debt-distressed 
countries in sub-Saharan Africa. The 
program is designed to provide debt relief 
and growth-oriented import financing, 
particularly for those countries imple- 
menting strong adjustment programs. 
Canada has pledged support to the 
second phase of the SPA, with special 
focus on developing guidelines for public 
expenditure reviews. 

The Canadian policy objective of 
environmental protection was furthered in 
the Bank in 1990. The Bank produced its 
First Annual Report on the Environment, 
and established the Global Environmental 
Facility (GEF). The GEF is a pilot facility to 
help countries improve their institutional 
and technical capacities in order to meet 
new environmental standards for project 
approval. The success of the GEF will be 
reviewed at the 1992 UN Conference on 
the Environment and Development. 

Canada has four technical 
cooperation agreements with the World 
Bank for hiring Canadian and developing 
country consultants for short-term 
assignments. These include assistance in 
project preparation and sector work 
through the cofinancing group, financing 
participants in training programs and 
seminars by the Economic Development 
Institute and support to the Operational 
Evaluation Department. These agreements 
serve not only to introduce Canadian 
private sector business to the Bank's 
operations, but also to promote Canadian 
development policy objectives in the 
areas of environment, poverty alleviation, 
and women in development activities. 


MULTILATERAL 
TECHNICAL 
COOPERATION 


CIDA’s Multilateral Technical 
Cooperation (MTC) Division contributed 
$159 million in 1990-91 to 57 multilateral 
institutions and programs. The year was 
highlighted by increasing activities and 
debate regarding environmental concerns, 
and, in September 1990, by the World 
Summit for Children co-chaired by Prime 
Minister Mulroney. 

1990 was a key year for the United 
Nations Development Programme, the 
UN's major technical cooperation program 
and the recipient of $66.5 million in 
1990/91 from MTC. The Governing Council 
meeting, held in June, set basic guidelines 
for the next 5-year cycle of UNDP activi- 
ties (1992-96), including allocation of 
funding by country and a decision ona 
new system for reimbursing United 
Nations specialized agencies for develop- 
ment activities. Other notable decisions 
included the allocation of 55% of program 
funds to least developed countries, 
agreement on a target growth rate of 8% 
per annum over the cycle, the establish- 
ment of a program committee to more 
closely review program content, and the 
establishment of six key programming 
themes, namely environment, women in 
development, poverty eradication, 
management development, technical 
cooperation among developing countries, 
and transfer of technology. Canada will 
chair the UNDP Budget and Finance 
Committee in 1991. 

The other main event in the UN 
development agenda for 1990 was the 
World Summit for Children held Septem- 
ber 30 in New York City. As a co-chair of 
the Summit, and one of the six initiating 
countries, Canada had a high profile in 
this historic event. An unprecedented 
number of heads of state and government 
— 7] — together developed and endorsed 
an action plan which addressed the state 
of the world’s children. A task force has 
been established within CIDA to follow up 
on activities arising from the Summit, 


including programs on children’s vaccines 
and the elimination of iodine and vitamin 
A deficiencies. 

UNICEF, a key player in the 
organization of the Summit, and in its 
follow-up, continued to be the second 
largest UN recipient of MTC funding. 
Canada will chair the UNICEF Committee 
on Administration and Finance in 1991. 

Canada continued to be among the 
most active supporters of a number of 
other UN development programs. MTC 
increased its support for the UN Popula- 
tion Fund, in light of the Amsterdam 
Declaration on Population, and continued 
to be among the leading donors to the 
WHO Global Programme on AIDS and to 
UNIFEM (“Building the Future with 
Women”), now headed by a Canadian. 
Canada was also engaged in 1990 in 
promoting more strategic approaches, 
and increasing attention on issues such 
as women in development and environ- 
ment, in a number of smaller UN develop- 
ment programs such as the International 
Trade Centre and WHO's programs on 
tropical diseases. 

Outside the UN system, Canada has 
played a key role as the Consultative 
Group on International Agricultural 
Research (CGIAR) has undertaken a major 
restructuring exercise to meet demands 
for sustainable agricultural development 
in the 1990s. At its annual meeting in 
Washington, the Group agreed to increase 
the scope of activities of the CGIAR 
significantly, and to emphasize research 
on natural resources management. The 
network of institutions operating under 
the CGIAR will expand to incorporate 


research on banana/plantain, aquaculture, 


irrigation management, and forestry/ 
agroforestry. Canada continued to be the 
fourth largest donor to the CGIAR, contri- 
buting $18.3 million in 1990/91 to the 13 
CG centres and four associated centres. 
In addition to helping to bring 
environmental concerns to the fore within 
a number of multilateral organizations, 
CIDA/MTC implemented the Lankawi 
Awards in September 1990, a follow-up 
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to the Lankawi Declaration on the 
Environment, which was endorsed by 
Commonwealth Heads of Government in 
September 1989. These environmental 
scholarships will be made available to 
Commonwealth students and profes- 
sionals through a CIDA grant to the 
Commonwealth Fund for Technical 
Cooperation. MTC also published and 
circulated a review of ongoing environ- 
mental programming activities of the 
multilateral technical cooperation system. 
This study will improve MTC’s capacity to 
implement the Agency’s new policy on 
Environment and Development. 

1991/92 offers a number of new 
challenges and opportunities to MTC 
including both Commonwealth and 
Francophonie Summits in the fall of 1991, 
multilateral activities leading up to the 
UN Conference on Environment and 
Development in Brazil in June, 1992, the 
lead role in multi-donor institutional 
evaluations of both UNICEF and UNFPA, a 
new program with the UN Fund for Drug 
Abuse Control, and participation in a new 
process addressing needed reforms in the 
United Nations development system. 


INTERNATIONAL 
HUMANITARIAN 
ASSISTANCE 


In fiscal year 1990-91, the Inter- 
national Humanitarian Assistance 
Division (IHA) provided the highest level 
of disbursements in the history of 
Canadian ODA to fund non-food emer- 
gency relief needs for disaster victims 
in developing countries. A total of 
$111 million, up by nearly 50% from 
$62.2 million in 1989-90, was channelled 
through multilateral organizations, such 
as the United Nations High Commissioner 
for Refugees (UNHCR) and other special- 
ized agencies of the United Nations 
system, the League of the Red Cross and 
Red Crescent Societies, and through 
Canadian non-governmental organizations. 

The sharp increase in funding for 
humanitarian activities was in response to 
refugee and relief needs in Africa and to 
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events related to the Gulf war. 

During the year, up to 15 million 
people in Sudan and Ethiopia faced 
starvation. CIDA channelled $1 million 
through CARE-Canada to purchase water 
trucks in Ethiopia and $1.75 million 
through the United Nations High 
Commissioner for Refugees to provide 
shelter and essential supplies for 
displaced persons in Sudan. CIDA contri- 
butions to relief efforts in the Horn of 
Africa totalled $22 million in 1990-91. 

CIDA contributed a total of 
$19 million to finance relief efforts 
directed at those affected by the Gulf war. 
For example, UNICEF received a grant of 
$555,000 to provide medical kits to 
victims in Kuwait and Iraq, $2 million was 
channelled through the International 
Organization for Migration for relief to 
displaced persons in Jordan, and $687,000 
was donated to the World Health 
Organization to finance medical assistance 
in Israel. 

In response to an earthquake that 
caused extensive damage and left many 
people homeless in the Philippines, CIDA 
gave $200,000 to an appeal from Canadian 
Physicians for Aid and Relief to provide 
vital medical treatment and medicines to 
the disaster victims. 

In addition, as part of its regular 
evaluation of its multilateral partners, 
IHA conducted an institutional appraisal 
of the United Nations Disaster Relief 
Organization (UNDRO). Evaluations of 
CIDA’s funding to the Pan American 
Health Organization and to the Canadian 
Red Cross Society for international relief 
delegates were also undertaken. Funding 
criteria for disaster preparedness and 
prevention activities were finalized in 
1990-91. 


FOOD AID 


Food aid is a valuable and flexible 
development resource which is used to 
support the priorities set out in Canada’s 
aid strategy, particularly Food Security, 
Structural Adjustment and Poverty 
Alleviation. For example, food aid can be 


targeted at the poorest segments of a 
population by its free distribution to 
vulnerable groups. Food aid may also be 
sold on local markets, generating funds 
which can be used to finance labor- 
intensive projects such as roads and dams 
or to create other income-earning oppor- 
tunities such as rural credit schemes. 

However, emergency needs are 
taking a growing proportion of available 
food aid. Aid to refugees and famine 
victims averaged 27% of total Canadian 
food aid in the early eighties. In 1990-91, 
emergency food aid increased to almost 
40% of total Canadian food aid. The Horn 
of Africa and some countries in southern 
Africa have the greatest needs and con- 
sequently the main recipients of emer- 
gency food aid were Ethiopia, Sudan, 
Mozambique and Angola. These countries 
suffered not only from poor harvests 
but declined even further because of 
civil conflict. 

In 1990-91, total food aid 
contributions amounted to $382.3 million 
or more than $1 million per day. The food 
Canada supplies is based on what the 
developing countries need. Wheat and 
wheat flour represented 70 per cent of 
total shipments. The other commodities 
in the food aid basket are vegetable oil, 
pulses, maize, skim milk powder and fish. 
In 1990-91, Canada shipped 1.2 million 
tonnes of food produced by Canadians. 

As the world’s largest per capita food 
donor, Canada spearheaded a reform in 
the World Food Programme (WFP). As a 
member of a working group, Canada 
participated in revising and updating 
WFP’s General Regulations. When imple- 
mented, these changes will provide WFP 
with more administrative autonomy and 
clearer lines of accountability to its 
governing body. 

The Food Aid Centre, located in 
Multilateral Programs Branch, coordinates 
all of CIDA’s food aid flows through three 
delivery channels: 

Bilateral (or government-to- 
government): food aid is supplied directly 
to recipient governments, often on the 


understanding that it can be sold on the 
local market to generate funds for agri- 
cultural development. In Ghana, for 
example, the funds generated by the sale 
of Canadian wheat are used to support 
the government's structural adjustment 
program. Food aid is also used to encour- 
age recipient countries to initiate impor- 
tant policy changes or to implement new 
programs for economic development. In 
1990-91, CIDA’s total government-to- 
government food aid contributions 
amounted to $176.2 million or 46 per cent 
of the total food aid budget and went to 
22 countries. Africa received 51 per cent of 
Canadian bilateral food aid while Asia and 
the Americas received 33 per cent and 16 
per cent respectively. 

Multilateral: the major multilateral 
channel is the World Food Programme 
(WFP) which uses food commodities for 
emergency situations, refugee operations, 
vulnerable group feeding projects and 
food-for-work schemes. In 1990-91, 
Canada contributed $155 million to the 
WFP, $21.2 million for emergency opera- 
tions supported by WFP and $1.9 million 
to the United Nations Border Relief 
Operation (Cambodian refugees on the 
Thai border). Multilateral food aid was 
shipped to 54 countries and represented 
48 per cent of the total food aid budget. 

CIDA also provided $23.4 million or 
6 per cent of the food aid budget to help 
Canadian non-governmental organizations 
(NGOs) in their overseas activities. CIDA 
pays for skim milk powder and other food 
products to help NGOs meet emergency 
situations and to complement small- 
scale, food-for-work projects and feeding 
programs. In 1990-91, 18 NGOs provided 
5,551 tonnes of food valued at $7.4 million. 
In addition, CIDA provided $16 million to 
supplement donations made by Canadian 
farmers to the Canadian Foodgrains Bank, 
a consortium of church groups which 
encourages agricultural producers to 
become involved in international develop- 
ment by contributing part of their crops as 
food aid. This food has been delivered 
primarily to Africa. 
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SPECIAL PROGRAMS 


THE SPECIAL PROGRAMS BRANCH SUPPORTS THE INTERNATIONAL DEVELOPMENT 
AND DEVELOPMENT EDUCATION ACTIVITIES OF A WIDE VARIETY OF NON-PROFIT 
ORGANIZATIONS. THESE INCLUDE CANADIAN NON-GOVERNMENTAL ORGANIZATIONS 
(NGOS), VOLUNTEER-SENDING GROUPS, COOPERATIVES, UNIVERSITIES, COLLEGES, 
PROFESSIONAL ASSOCIATIONS, MUNICIPALITIES, UNIONS AND INTERNATIONAL NON- 
GOVERNMENTAL ORGANIZATIONS. IN TURN, THESE ORGANIZATIONS WORK WITH THEIR 
DEVELOPING COUNTRY PARTNERS TO PLAN AND IMPLEMENT DEVELOPMENT PROGRAMS 
AND PROJECTS. 


Through the Special Programs Branch, CIDA has gained access to the experience and 
expertise of hundreds of these non-profit institutions. 


THE NGO PROGRAM 

There are now over 150 Canadian NGOs with development programs, represented by 
a broad range of organizations, including service clubs, the major religious communities 
and a number of organizations specifically established to assist development in the Third 
World. During the past year, the NGO program has encouraged Canadian environmental 
NGOs to begin working in international development by establishing linkages with 
organizations previously active in overseas development. 

These volunteer-based organizations enable millions of Canadians to support and 
participate in the Canadian development assistance program. NGOs raised close to 
$200 million from the Canadian public in 1990-91 and CIDA, through the Special Programs 
Branch, provided $90 million in matching contributions. 

Canadian NGOs work in partnership with developing country counterparts in assess- 
ing, designing and implementing community-based projects and programs that focus on 
food production, primary health care, water supply, literacy and income generation. In 
order to achieve greater effectiveness, increased emphasis has been placed in recent years 
on the development of integrated programs rather than isolated projects. 

Developing country NGOs, in partnership with their Canadian partners, increasingly 
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provide effective and professional 
management of programs that promote 
economic, environmental and cultural 
sustainability. To assist this process, 
Canadian NGOs now consider the devel- 
opment of the technical and management 
capacities of their overseas partners at 
least as important as direct project 
support itself. 

A typical example of a small NGO 
project is the support provided by the 
Quebec-based organization, Carrefour de 
solidarité internationale (CSI), to a small 
women’s group in Essyl, Senegal. The CSI 
will contribute $5,500, matched by an 
equal amount from CIDA, to purchase a 
rice huller for the group and to establish a 
small revolving fund. The women will 
learn how to establish a small business to 
commercialize the use of the huller and 
how to maintain it. 

A much larger NGO program, 
supported by Canadian Lutheran World 
Relief, is carried out by the Rangpur 
Dinajpur Rural Service (RDRS) in Northern 
Bangladesh. A population of some 
400,000 is served by the RDRS, which has 
a staff of about 1800. The programs are 
fully integrated and involve literacy, 
income generation, public health and 
agriculture. Professional staff employed 
by the RDRS have developed new 
approaches in functional literacy, tubewell 
design, primary school building design, 
control of diarrheal disease, community 
organizing, crop diversification and 
women’s programming. 

Canadian NGOs provide a bridge 
between their members and supporters in 
Canada and their overseas partners, thus 
promoting mutual understanding of 
development issues and opportunities. 


THE INSTITUTIONAL 
COOPERATION AND 
DEVELOPMENT SERVICES 
PROGRAM (ICDS) 

The ICDS program works with a 
variety of institutions active in develop- 
ment, including volunteer-sending 
agencies, cooperatives, professional 
associations, universities, colleges and 


unions. Most of these make significant 

in-kind contributions of services and 

goods even though their fund-raising 
capacity is limited. 

Through the volunteer-sending 
groups, the largest being CUSO, WUSC, 
OCSD, CESO and CECI, Canadians have 
the opportunity to apply their profes- 
sional and technical talents on assign- 
ments in developing countries. In 1990-91, 
CIDA allocated $43 million to place one 
thousand long-term volunteers, most with 
substantial experience, and about 240 
short-term volunteer-consultants, mostly 
retired professionals, in the Third World. 

The variety of assignments is 
illustrated as follows: 

e in Mozambique, a CUSO volunteer 
maintained the city of Beira’s power 
distribution system in the face of 
persistent sabotage attacks launched 
by rebel groups; 

e in Bhutan, WUSC volunteers work with 
the national government as teacher 
trainers; 

e in Senegal, a young Québécoise on a 
CECI project is helping an all-women’s 
group run a village milling enterprise; 

e in Haiti, an OCSD cooperant is training 
young farmers in reforestation; and 

e in Costa Rica, a retired 78-year-old 
executive on a CESO assignment was 
able to increase output of a local shoe 
factory threefold through advice on 
management and organization. 

Since 1968, tens of thousands of 
Canadians have worked as volunteers in 
developing countries and virtually all view 
the experience as being among the most 
valuable of their lives. Many continue to 
be involved in international development 
in various capacities. 

The Canadian cooperative movement 
has been a vital force in Canada for 
decades, particularly in the credit sector 
and in the agriculture and fishing 
communities. With over $11 million in 
support from ICDS in 1990-91, CIDA is 
drawing on this experience to provide 
technical support for developing country 
cooperatives. 


The Special Programs Branch works 
primarily through three umbrella groups: 
the Canadian Cooperative Association 
(CCA), SOCODEVI and la Societé de 
développement international Desjardins. 
Member cooperatives provide advisors to 
cooperatives in developing countries. 

The Canadian Cooperative 
Association is working with the Credit 
Union League of Thailand (CULT) to 
improve its capacity to provide services to 
Thai entrepreneurs and to support projects 
to generate revenues. Consultants 
employed by CULT provide advice to 
young entrepreneurs, many of whom 
are women, in conducting business 
feasibility studies, preparing business 
plans and in improving accounting skills. 
In addition, CULT operates revolving 
funds to provide short-term credit to 
help launch small businesses. 

ICDS also works with the labor 
movement, largely through the Canadian 
Labour Congress, the Canadian Teachers’ 
Federation (CTF), and the Centrale de 
l’enseignement du Québec. The CTF for 
example, under a program begun in 1963, 
organized summer in-service training 
seminars for teachers in fifteen 
developing countries. 

A broad range of Canadian 
professional associations are active in 
transferring skills and know-how to 
counterparts in the developing world. 
These include organizations such as the 
Canadian Home Economics Association, 
the Canadian Nurses Association, the 
Agricultural Institute of Canada, 
l'Institut canadien pour l'éducation 
des adultes, etc. 

An ICDS Division allocation of 
approximately $3 million in 1990-91 
helped support projects such as a linkage 
between the Royal Architectural Institute 
of Canada and the Beijing Institute of 
Architectural Design. The objective was to 
strengthen the latter's capacity to rejuve- 
nate and upgrade high-density housing in 
the Chinese capital. The project will 
centre on a specific building site and will 
serve as a prototype for similar endeavors 
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in other Chinese cities. 

In total, more than 30 professional 
associations received financial assistance 
in 1990-91 to deliver approximately 
80 projects. 

An ICDS allocation of some 
$30 million in 1990-91 enabled Canadian 
universities and colleges to work with 
developing country post-secondary 
schools, or other key institutions, through 
projects typically aimed at staff upgrad- 
ing, curriculum development and profes- 
sional exchanges. Some 265 projects of 
this nature, involving 42 Canadian univer- 
sities and 58 colleges, were ongoing 
during the year. Cost-shared scholarship 
programs with a dozen universities were 
also supported. 

Viet Nam became eligible for 
Canadian official development assistance 
in 1990. It is in the midst of reforms that 
put it in the forefront of socialist coun- 
tries attempting to rejuvenate and liberal- 
ize their economies. Twenty faculty 
members from the University of British 
Columbia (UBC) and ten UBC depart- 
ments will provide assistance to Viet 
Nam’s National Centre for Social Sciences 
to enhance its capabilities to formulate 
national economic restructuring policies 
that will promote sustainable and equi- 
table development. Specifically, the 
project will improve policy-oriented 
research on the social and environmental 
impacts of Viet Nam’s development trends 
and policy options. 


YOUTH PROGRAMS 


For many years, CIDA, through the 
ICDS program, has worked with Canada 


- World Youth and Canada Crossroads 


International to involve young Canadians 
in international development. Each year, 
these organizations arrange over 500 
exchanges between young Canadians and 
young people from Third World countries. 
In addition, the Youth Initiatives 
program was established in 1988 to 
support new approaches to increase the 
awareness of development issues among 
young Canadians and to build relation-

ships between them and their counter- 
parts in developing countries. The 
essence of these projects is active involve- 
ment of youth, either in field assignments 
or in development education activities. 
Women in development was the 
focus of a youth exchange organized by 
the Centre canadien d'études et de 
coopération internationale (CECI). In 
Costa Rica, young participants took part 
in the programs of a number of women’s 
groups in the shanty towns of San Jose. In 
turn, when the young Canadians hosted 
their counterparts, they worked together 
on a shelter for women and attended 
workshops on women in development. 


THE MANAGEMENT FOR 
CHANGE PROGRAM 


The Management for Change 
program was established in 1980 to 
explore new approaches to practical 
management issues and to strengthen the 
capacities of developing countries to 
adapt to changing needs in priority areas 
of development. 

The Management for Change 
program has involved Canadian munici- 
palities in international development 
through an arrangement with the Federa- 
tion of Canadian Municipalities (FCM). 
The FCM’s Municipal Professional 
Exchange program has resulted ina 
variety of linkages between Canadian and 
developing country municipalities, 
including one between Calgary and the 
city of Daging, China. This twinning 
arrangement has been most effective in 
strengthening capacities in the health, 
education and water treatment areas 
through exchanges of professional staff. 
It has led to significant commercial 
contracts for Calgary engineering firms 
working in water treatment. 


THE PUBLIC PARTICIPATION 
PROGRAM 


The importance of educating 
Canadians — particularly those of school 
age — about development issues is a high 
priority for CIDA and for Canadian NGOs. 


Development education activities 
funded by the Public Participation prog- 
ram in 1990-91 included the following: 

e the Calmeadow Foundation of Toronto 
targetted the business community, 
particularly women’s business groups, 
in its development education activities 
to promote the concept of empowering 
the poor through micro-enterprises and 
economic self-reliance; 

e the Harmony Foundation of Ottawa 
developed a Summer Institute for 
Environmental Values Education to 
help teachers improve their under- 
standing of, and teaching techniques 
relating to, environment and develop- 
ment issues; 

e the Craie Tiers Monde organized a 
campaign in local grocery stores to 
sensitize the community to Third World 
issues relating to food production, 
using locally available foodstuffs; and 

e the Persons with AIDS Society in 
Vancouver organized a tour to advance 
public understanding of AIDS in an 
international context. 


THE INTERNATIONAL NGO 
PROGRAM 


The International NGO program 
provides an enabling environment for 
Canadian partnership in the world-wide 
activities of international, non-govern- 
mental organizations. These INGOs are 
global structures with the capacity to work 
and transfer information on a multi- 
sectoral basis on social, cultural and 
economic aspects of development. They 
connect grassroots groups to policy- 
oriented think tanks. Flexible, profes- 
sional and cost-effective, INGOs can move 
quickly to experiment with imaginative, 
alternative approaches to the new 
development issues arising in a rapidly 
changing world. 

INGOs are now accepted as equal 
partners by UN agencies, governments 
and other multilateral organizations. 
Many of their past approaches in 
environment, human rights and women’s 
issues have been adopted in multilateral 


and bilateral programming. Through the 

INGO program, CIDA remains at the cut- 

ting edge of development through its 

relationships with INGOs, many of which 
are based in developing countries or 

in Canada. 

Examples of INGO programming 
include: 

e support to the Winnipeg-based 
Disabled Peoples International, which 
transfers knowledge and expertise on 
policy and programming pertaining to 
the disabled to developing country 
affiliates: 

e ensuring adequate participation on the 
part of developing country NGOs at the 
recent World Conservation Union’s 
Global Environment Conference in 
Australia; and 

e support to the World Council of 
Indigenous Peoples, the only INGO 
comprised of indigenous people from 
Canada and around the world, whose 
aim is to advance the economic and 
social development of indigenous 
people. 


AFRICA 2000 


Africa 2000 was initiated in 1985 as 

a 15-year commitment to assist African 

recovery. A $150 million fund was estab- 

lished, most of which is channelled 
through the Special Programs Branch to: 

e Canadian NGOs to strengthen African 
partner NGOs and institutions; 

e Canadian universities, for scholarships 
for African women; 

e¢ Canadian cooperatives, to support 
credit schemes for African women; 

e the Canadian Federation of 
Municipalities to support exchanges of 
technical and management staff 
between African and Canadian cities; 

¢ Canadian NGOs, for development 
education activities relating to Africa; 
and 

e international NGOs, for health 
programs and for the development of 
small business activities for African 
women. 
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BUSINESS COOPERATION PROGRAM 


WITH THE IMPLEMENTATION OF STRUCTURAL ADJUSTMENT PROGRAMS AND THE 
EROSION OF THE STYLE OF GOVERNMENT PRACTISED IN EAST BLOC COUNTRIES, 
PROMOTING THE PRIVATE SECTOR HAS BECOME THE CENTRAL PILLAR OF DEVELOP- 
MENT STRATEGIES FOR MANY THIRD WORLD COUNTRIES. 


A new pragmatism is emerging. Lessons have been gleaned from the massive 
investments made in the productive sectors of developing countries following their 
independence. It is now acknowledged that for development to be effective, the private 
sector must have the benefit of a politically stable environment, as well as encourage- 
ment in the form of direct investments from other countries. Rationalizing, or the 
privatization, of certain crown corporations has become a key component of many 
national development strategies. 

The commitment by a growing number of governments to let free market forces 
determine the most effective means of allocating limited resources is creating new 
opportunities and allowing Canada’s private sector to play a greater role in the 
development process. 

The Industrial Cooperation program (INC) encourages the private sector in Canada 
and in developing countries to establish long-term business collaborations. In encour- 
aging private enterprise to play an active role in international development, CIDA is at the 
same time strengthening its ties with the private sector, giving Canadian businesses an 
opportunity to make the most of the expanding markets of Asia, Latin America, the 
Caribbean and Africa. 

Contrary to bilateral programs, INC does not issue a call for tenders: rather, it gives 
the Canadian private sector the opportunity to submit joint financial proposals to carry 
out studies, project support activities and technology transfers. 
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Aimed at investors, consulting firms 


and business associations, the INC 
program: 
1) reimburses investors for certain 


expenses involved in implementing a 
joint business venture; 


2) enables companies which provide 


professional guidance to conduct, on 
behalf of the developing countries, 
preliminary studies concerning setting 
up projects, industrial planning and 
industrial rehabilitation; 


3) allows industrial and professional 


associations to involve the private 
sector in development by organizing 
seminars, missions and exhibitions, 
dispensing information, establishing 
technical cooperation and carrying out 
small local projects which complement 
INC’s main activities. 


HIGHLIGHTS OF THE YEAR 


Business Cooperation Branch received 
more than 31,000 requests for informa- 
tion about CIDA programs and distri- 
buted close to 25,000 publications. The 
Branch also published a brochure on 
Women in Development (WID) and the 
business community which explains in 
simple terms why it is important for 
businesses to take into account the 
role of women in developing countries. 


Business Cooperation Branch estab- 
lished the Canada Fund INC with a 
budget of $2 million. The program 
offers assistance to small-scale 


projects and activities as well as 
industrial cooperation activities which 
may contribute toward private sector 
technical and economic development 
in Third World countries. The countries 
selected to take part include Malaysia, 
Pakistan, Jordan, Kenya, Morocco, 
Gabon, Argentina and Brazil. Ongoing 
Canadian missions received a budget of 
$250,000 over a two-year period. This 
program makes development assis- 
tance programs somewhat more flex- 
ible and enables the missions to 
respond swiftly to private sector needs 
in developing countries. Projects are 
selected taking into consideration the 
Industrial Cooperation program's 
principal aim of encouraging long-term 
business links between the Canadian 
private sector and developing countries. 


INC disbursed $62 million to 400 
companies that carried out 579 projects 
in 77 developing countries. Contribu- 
tions were distributed as follows: Africa 
and the Middle East — $24.1 million, 
Asia — $19.7 million, the Americas — 
$10.6 million and the Specialized 
Activities program — $7.6 million. 


During the year, a new regional office 
opened its doors in Moncton, New 
Brunswick, extending the wide range of 
services CIDA has to offer business 
communities to the four Atlantic 
provinces. The office joins those 
already in operation in Calgary,

In 1990-1991, an extensive system was 
established to re-register consultants 
with the aim of meeting the Agency’s 
new needs and allowing for greater 
fairness in selecting Canadian partners. 
To date, nearly 5,000 Canadian 
consultants have been re-registered. 


Canadian firms conducted 225 
investment-oriented projects and 248 
professional services-oriented projects. 


Business Cooperation Branch played an 
active role in creating four funds of 

$5 million each which make it possible 
for Canadian businesses to promote 
economic development in Colombia, 
Pakistan, Zimbabwe and Morocco. 
Under this new mechanism — the 
Private Sector Development Initiatives 
Fund — Canadian businesses can apply 
their experience and expertise to inter- 
national development. It is now 
possible for them to identify and 
implement bilateral projects which 

will benefit developing countries and 
be commercially profitable in the 

long term for these countries as well 

as Canada. 


Trade Facilitation Office Canada (TFOC) 
organized 17 seminars pertaining to 
exports attended by 1,150 exporters 
from developing countries. The Office 
also sponsored 58 exporters either to 
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come to Canada on a business visit or 
to participate in a Canadian trade 
show. In addition, TFOC sent 26 
Canadian importers to developing 
countries on 14 buying missions. It 
responded to over 5,100 inquiries from 
119 countries for information concern- 
ing the Canadian market. 


Specialized training institutes, 
including the International Aviation 
Management Training Institute, the 
Telecommunications Executive 
Management Institute of Canada and 
the Centre international de recherche 
et formation en gestion des grands 
projets provided private business 
management training courses to 515 
managers from 92 developing countries. 


Business Cooperation Branch partici- 
pated in close to ten trade shows in 
various regions of Canada. The Branch 
also took part in workshops for busi- 
nesspeople with the Canadian Expor- 
ters’ Association and the Association of 
Consulting Engineers of Canada. By 
being involved in these activities, CIDA 
aims to further strengthen its ties with 
the business community. 


In June, Business Cooperation Branch, 
along with the Canadian Exporters’ 
Association, organized consultations 
involving 300 private sector 
participants and 83 CIDA staff.

Official development assistance is measured at the time when promissory notes to 
international financial institutions are deposited with the Bank of Canada (commitment basis) 
and not at the time of the encashment of the notes (cash basis). 


All disbursements of assistance are shown net, i.¢e., minus capital repayments of earlier loans. 
In other words, they represent actual Canadian assistance. Terms used in the tables are 
defined in Part 2. 


The addition of the figures may differ slightly from the totals provided due to rounding and 


because the numbers are calculated by computer, which carries figures to several 
decimal places.

Notes 


Over the years, a number of countries 
have had part of their outstanding 
debts rescheduled. The deferred inter- 
est payments are included in net Offi- 
cial Development Assistance. 


In addition to the contributions made 
by CIDA, the Department of External Af- 
fairs makes contributions to the regular 
budgets of certain international organi- 
zations. For some of these organiza- 
tions only a percentage of each contri- 
bution is considered related to develop- 
ment (and therefore assistance). The 
percentage (or coefficient) for each or- 
ganization is calculated by the Develop- 
ment Assistance Committee (DAC) of 
the Organization for Economic Coopera- 
tion and Development (OECD). 


In addition to these contributions to 
NGOs, some provincial and municipal 
governments also contribute directly to 
developing countries, but these figures 
are not readily available and are not in- 
cluded here. 


When Canada joined the Inter-American 
Development Bank on May 3, 1972, it 
agreed to return to the Bank the repay- 
ments (including interest) of the loans 
made to Latin America under the Cana- 
dian Trust Fund. These repayments are 
made directly from Latin American 
countries to the Bank and are not dis- 
bursed from the CIDA loan vote. How- 
ever, they are a Canadian contribution 
to the Bank’s Special Fund and are 


added to Canadian Official Development 
Assistance. See also Table E-2. 


In 1982, DAC members, including Can- 
ada, agreed that Official Development 
Assistance (ODA) figures should in- 
clude the administrative costs of ex- 
tending assistance. This inclusion of 
administrative cost data was made to 
improve the comparability of total ODA 
figures among donor countries, since 
previously some countries were includ- 
ing some administrative costs while 
others were not. The administrative 
costs include the expenses incurred by 
CIDA, IDRC, ICOD and PCIAC, as well 
as External Affairs’ representatives 
working on Official Development Assis- 
tance. 


In 1981, CIDA decided to reinforce the 
geographic orientation of the organiza- 
tion in order to strengthen the Agency’s 
focus on the requirements of recipient 
countries. In other words, country-to- 
country mechanisms would be used in 
a coherent, coordinated fashion to at- 
tain the Agency’s overall objectives in 
specific countries. This is also known 
as the “country focus” approach. Coun- 
try focus projects administered by the 
Special Programs Branch in 1988-89, 
1989-90 and 1990-91 amounting to 
$103.9 million, $126.8 million and 
$181.6 million respectively, were 
charged to Government-to-Government 
while in previous fiscal years they were 
charged against Special Programs 
Branch.

PART 2 


Aid or Official Development Assistance 


The word “aid” or “assistance” refers 
only to flows which qualify as official 
development assistance (ODA), i.e. 
grants or loans undertaken by the offi- 
cial sector (see definition) with the pro- 
motion of economic development and 
welfare as main objectives. Loans are 
provided at concessional financial 
terms and must have at least 25 per 
cent grant element (see definition). 


BILATERAL ASSISTANCE: When Can- 
ada maintains control over its contribu- 
tion to such an extent that the deci- 
sions regarding disposal of the funds 
are taken at the discretion of Canada. 
MULTILATERAL ASSISTANCE: Contri- 
butions are recorded as multilateral if 
the recipient organization is active in 
development and if: 

a) amounts received are pooled so 
that they lose their identity and be- 
come an integral part of the or- 
ganization’s financial assets. 

b) members of organizations are gov- 
ernment representatives acting in 
an official capacity and not as indi- 
viduals. 


Capital Subscriptions (Investments) 


Capital subscriptions are also known in 
Canada as “investments”. These sub- 
scriptions are assigned to each coun- 
try when it becomes a member of an 
international institution. Shares are is- 
sued to members according to the 
amounts of their capital subscriptions. 
According to the articles of agreement, 
these shares are to be repurchased by 
the institution when a country ceases 
to be a member. 


Contributions to Special Funds 
(Advances) 


Contributions to the special funds of 
financial institutions are known in 


DEFINITIONS 


Canada as “advances”. These ad- 
vances are similar to capital subscrip- 
tions, but no shares are issued to 
member countries. Contributions to 
special funds are returned only when a 
country ceases to be a member. 


Developing Countries (LDCs) 

The Development Assistance Commit- 
tee of the Organization for Economic 
Cooperation and Development uses the 
following list: all countries and territo- 
ries in Africa (except South Africa); in 
America (except the U.S. and Canada); 
in Asia (except Japan); and in Oceania 
(except Australia and New Zealand). In 
Europe the list comprises Cyprus, 
Gibraltar, Greece, Malta, Portugal, 
Turkey and Yugoslavia. 

Canada is helping over 100 countries, 
but assistance is concentrated in about 
30 countries. 


Grant Element 


The grant element is an index measure 
of a loan’s degree of concessionality, 
or “softness”, calculated on the basis 
of interest rate, grace period (interval 
to first repayment) and maturity (inter- 
val to final repayment.) Specifically, the 
grant element is the difference be- 
tween the face value of the loan and 
the discounted (at 10 per cent) present 
value of the service payments to be 
made by the borrower during the life- 
time of the loan, expressed as a per- 
centage of the face value. Thus, the 
grant element would be nil for a loan 
carrying an interest rate of 10 per cent; 
it would be 100 per cent for a grant; 
and it lies between these two limits for 
soft loans. (See Loans) 


Gross National Product (GNP) 


GNP is the measure of total domestic 
and foreign output claimed by residents 
of a country”. The assistance volume 


(net disbursements) of donor coun- 
tries is expressed as a percentage of 
their GNP. In 1990-91 Canadian assis- 
tance represented 0.49 per cent of its 
GNP. 


Least-Developed Countries (LLDCs) 


An initial list of 25 LLDCs was defined 
by the United Nations in 1971 accord- 
ing to the following criteria: 


i) per capita gross domestic product 
(GDP) below U.S. $100 per annum, 
ii) manufacturing under 10 per cent 
of GDP, 
iii) literate population (15 years and 
over) below 20 per cent of total. 
Seventeen countries have since been 
added to this list by the Committee on 
Development Planning of the UN Gen- 
eral Assembly for a total of 42 LLDCs 
(see Table L). 


Loans 


Since 1986, no more loans are given 
to developing countries. 


Official Sector 


CIDA is the official government agency 
that has the task of aiding develop- 
ment efforts in the world, but other fed- 
eral departments and provincial gov- 
ernments also contribute to Canadian 
assistance. In our data we identify the 
major contributions of federal depart- 
ments as well as provincial govern- 
ment contributions to non-governmen- 
tal organizations and institutions. How- 
ever, other smaller contributions from 
federal departments or from provincial 
or municipal governments are not in- 
cluded. Flows from the Export Develop- 
ment Corporation are not reported as 
ODA but as Other Official Flows (OOF). 


* By contrast to gross domestic product 
(GDP), GNP excludes goods produced and 
services rendered within 
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
